Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis asked for details on the 
Christmas tree pickup schedule. Ray Severy responded with the 
information. Mr. Leeman also asked the Mayor to comment on the 
article in the State Journal on assessments and to provide an 
update on the Civic Arena agreement. 


James Derocco of 3815 Donald stated that he is not having any 
success in his plan to raise money for the homeless but that he is 
not giving up hope. He also wanted a status from the Mayor on his 
request for creation of a think tank made up of interested citizens 
which could work on problems in Lansing. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR OR EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT 


Mayor McKane responded to Mr. Derocco’s question regarding 
the think tank by stating that he feels the City has a multitude of 
ways in which citizens can participate. These include membership 
on a board (of which there are approximately 150), membership in 
one of the “Friends of” organizations, neighborhood associations 
and neighborhood watch organizations. 


The Mayor covered letter E-3 on tonight's agenda dealing with a 
seven day eviction process that landlords can use if they suspect 
drug activity occurring in one of their rental units. 


The Mayor responded to Mr. Leeman’s request for an update on 
the Civic Arena by stating that they are currently working out the 
terms of the agreement and that he expects it to be completed by 
the date set. 


Regarding the article in the State Journal on assessments, the 
Mayor stated that the City does have some problems in this area 
but that we are in better shape than most other cities. He pointed 
Out that any citizens who disagree with their assessment can 
appeal through the Board of Review. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Lindemann requested a more detailed expla- 
nation of the eviction process described in the Mayor’s letter E-3. 
City Attorney Ai Knot provided an explanation of the process. 
Councilmember Lindemann also asked the Counri! President if 
she was planning on making any changes to membership of the Ad 
Hoc Committee on Recycling. President Belen stated that she 
would not be making changes to this committee. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked the Mayor if he anticipated any 
procedural changes in the Assessor's Office. The Mayor 
responded that he had no plans for changes.

Congressman Howard Wolpe addressed the Council regarding the 
situation in the Persian Gulf and the French Initiative, stating that 
the congressional debate was a difficult and momentous decision. 
Congressman Wolpe suggested that the fragility of the economy is 
due in part to the collapse of banks and Savings and Loans 
institutions. He predicted an austere budget over the next several 
years as the Nation fights to overcome its’ 500 billion dollar budget 
deficit. The Legislature is planning to overhaul the financial system 
Banks, Credit Unions, and Savings and Loan institutions; all will be 
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reassessed to insure solvency. The North Western Congressional 
Coalition will assess the degree of responsibility for each State in 
the Savings and Loan situation. Congressman Wolpe stressed the 
importance of taking all possible measures to increase our energy 
efficiency and thereby reduce our dependency on foreign oil 
supplies.

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 1460, Sections 1460.20(A)(1)(L), 
1460.20(A)(1)(0), and 1460.21 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to be read as follows: 
1460.20 SUBSTANDARD BUILDINGS. 

(a) In General. Any building or portion thereof or other place used 
or designed or intended to be used for human habitation, including, 
but not limited to, any dwelling unit, guest room or suite of rooms, or 
the premises on which the same is located, or any vehicle, tent or 
accessory building, in which there exists any of the following listed 
conditions, shall be deemed and is hereby declared to bea 
substandard building: 

1. Inadequate sanitation. Inadequate sanitation, including, but 
not limited to, the following: nae 
a. Lack of or improper water closet, lavatory, bathtub or shower 


in a dwelling unit; 

b. Lack of or improper water closets, lavatories and bathtubs or 
showers per number of guests in a hotel; 

c. Lack of or improper kitchen sink; 

d. Lack of hot and cold running water to plumbing fixtures in a 
hotel; 

e. Lack of hot and cold running water to plumbing fixtures in a 
dwelling unit; 

f. Lack of adequate heating facilities; 

g. Lack of or improper operation of required ventilating 
equipment; 

h. Lack of minimum amounts of natural light and ventilation 
required by this chapter; 

i. Room and space dimensions less than required by this 
chapter; 

j. Lack of required electrical lighting; 

k. Dampness of habitable rooms; 

|. Infestation of insects, vermin or rodents as determined by the 
County Health Officer OR BUILDING SAFETY DIRECTOR OF THE 
CITY OF LANSING; 

m. General dilapidation or improper maintenance; 

n. Lack of connection to required sewage disposal system; and 

o. Lack of adequate garbage and rubbish storage and removal 
facilities as determined by the County Health Officer OR 
BUILDING SAFETY DIRECTOR OF THE CITY OF LANSING; 


2. Structural hazards. Structural hazards, including, but not 
limited to, the following: 

a. Deteriorated or inadequate foundations; 

b. Defective or deteriorated flooring or floor supports; 

c. Flooring or floor supports of insufficient size to carry imposed 
loads with safety; 

d. Members of walls, partitions or other vertical supports that 
split, lean, list or buckle due to defective material or deterioration; 

e. Members of walls, partitions or other vertical supports that 
are of insufficient size to carry imposed loads with safety; 

f. Members of ceilings, roofs, ceiling and roof supports or other 
horizontal members which sag, split or buckle due to defective 
material or deterioration; 

g. Members of ceilings, roofs, ceiling and roof supports or other 
horizontal members that are of insufficient size to carry imposed 
loads with safety; 

h. Fireplaces or chimneys which list, bulge or settle due to 


~ defective material or deterioration; 


i. Fireplaces or chimneys which are of insufficient size or 
strength to carry imposed loads with safety; and 

j. Defective, deteriorated or inadequate stairs, handrails or 
guardrails; 

3. Nuisances. Any nuisance, as defined in this chapter: 

4. Hazardous electrical wiring. All electrical wiring, except that 
which conformed with all applicable laws in effect at the time of 
installation, and which has been maintained in good condition and 
is being used for electrical loads for which it was designed and is 
being used in a safe manner; 

5. Hazardous plumbing. All plumbing, except that which 
conformed with all applicable laws in effect at the time of 
installation, and which has been maintained in good condition and 
which is free of cross-connections and siphonage between 
fixtures; . 

6. Hazardous mechanical equipment. All mechanical equip- 
ment, including vents, except that which conformed with all 
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applicable laws in effect at the time of installation and which has 
been maintained in a good and safe condition; 

7. Faulty weather protection. Faulty weather protection, 
including, but not limited to, the following: 

a. Deteriorated, crumbling or toose plaster; 

b. Deteriorated or ineffective waterproofing of exterior walls, 
roofs, foundations or floors, including broken windows or doors; 

c. Defective or lack of weather protection for exterior 
wallcoverings, including lack of paint and weathering due to lack of 
paint or other approved protective covering; and 

d. Broken, rotted, split or buckled exterior wall coverings or roof 
coverings; 

8. Firehazards. Any building or portion thereof, device, 
apparatus, equipment, combustible waste or vegetation which, in 
the opinion of the Fire Chief or his or her deputy, is in such a 
condition as to cause a fire or explosion or to provide a ready fuel to 
augment the spread and intensity of fire or explosion arising from 
any Cause; 

9, Faulty materials of construction. All materials of construction, 
except those which are specifically allowed or approved by this 
Chapter and the Uniform Building Code and which have been 
adequately maintained in a good and safe condition; 

10. Inadequate maintenance. Any building or portion thereof 
which is determined to be an unsafe or dangerous building in 
accordance with Section 1460.24; 

11. Inadequate exits. All buildings or portions thereof not 
provided with adequate exit facilities as required by this chapter, 
except those buildings or portions thereof whose exit facilities 
conformed with all applicable laws at the time of their construction 
and which have been adequately maintained and increased in 
relation to any increase in occupant load, alteration or addition, or 
any change in occupancy. When an unsafe condition exists 
through lack of or improper location of exits, additional exits may be 
required to be installed. 

12. Inadequate fire protection or fire-fighting equipment. All 
buildings or portions thereof which are not provided with the 
fire-resistive Construction or fire-extinguishing systems or 
equipment required by this chapter, except those buildings or 
portions thereof which conformed with all applicable laws at the 
time of their construction and whose fire-resistive integrity and 
fire-extinguishing systems or equipment have been adequately 
maintained and improved in relation to any increase in occupant 
load, alteration or addition, or any change in occupancy; and 

13. Improper occupancy. All buildings or portions thereof, or 
other places of shelter occupied for living, sleeping, cooking or 
dining purposes, which were not designed or intended to be used 
for such occupancies, 

(b) Enforcement. Whenever a building or place of shelter is 
determined to be substandard, it shall be deemed a violation of this 
chapter and pursued according to Section 1460.05. 

1460.21 HAZARDOUS OR UNSANITARY PREMISES. 

(a) In General. Any premises or portion thereof on which there 
exists any of the following listed conditions shall be deemed andis 
hereby declared to be a substandard premises: 

(1) Growth of grass and/or weeds exceeding twelve inches in 
height: 

(2) Accumulation of junk, debris, dead organic matter, garbage, 
offal or rat harborages; 

(3) Accumulation of combustible material or other fire hazard; 


(4) Existence of any physical health hazard as determined by: 


the County Health Officer OR BUILDING SAFETY DIRECTOR OF 
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THE CITY OF LANSING or as defined as such by statute or 
ordinance; and 

(5) EXISTENCE OR MAINTENANCE OF ANY BUILDING OR 
STRUCTURE WHICH IS OPEN AT A DOOR OR WINDOW 
LEAVING THE INTERIOR EXPOSED TO THE ELEMENTS OR 
ACCESSIBLE TO ENTRANCE BY TRESPASSERS. 

(6) Existence or maintenance of an attractive nuisance as 
defined in Section 1460.04(23)B. 

(b) Nuisances. 

(1) Any condition, the existence of which causes any premises 
to be substandard, as defined in this section, is hereby declared to 
be a nuisance and is subject to abatement pursuant to Section 
1460.22, Common Law or statute. If a violation of paragraphs (a)(1) 
through (a)(5) hereof is not corrected after notice is given pursuant 
to Section 1460.22, then the City, through the Director of Building 
Safety, or its contracted agent at the direction of the Director, may 
enter upon the premises and destroy, by cutting, any grass or 
weeds or remove or abate any such health hazard. 

(2) Any expense, including the administration costs to the City, 


incurred in the destruction, removal or abatement shall be paid by 


the owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears 
on the City’s real property tax assessment records. 

(3) The expense incurred shall be a lien against the real 
property and shall be reported to the City Assessor who shall 
assess the same against the property on which the nuisance was 
located. 

(4) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property 
appears upon the last local tax assessment records shall be 
notified of the amount of such cost by first class mail at the address 
shown on the records. If he or she fails to pay the same within thirty 
days after mailing, by the City Assessor, of the notice of the amount 
thereof, the City Assessor shall add the same to the next tax roll of 
the City and the same shall be collected in the same manner in all 
respects as provided by law for the collection of taxes by the City. 
(c) Enforcement. Whenever a premises is determined to have a 
condition that causes such premises to be a substandard 
premises, it shall be deemed to be a violation of Section 1460.09. 
Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

ORDINANCE NO. 830 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 292 OF THE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BY AMENDING SECTIONS 292.01, 
292.14 AND 292.311 TO DEFINE COVERED POSITIONS TO 
INCLUDE THE POSITIONS OF THE CITY'S TEAMSTER SUPER- 
VISORY AND NON-SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEES AND THE 
POSITIONS OF THE DISTRICT COURT EMPLOYEES, EXCLUD- 
ING THE JUDGES THEREOF; TO ALLOW EMPLOYEES OCCUP- 
YING OR TRANSFERRING INTO SAID POSITIONS A ONE TIME 
OPPORTUNITY TO TERMINATE MEMBERSHIP IN THE 
GENERAL EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM AND TRANSFER 
TO THE SUCCESSOR RETIREMENT PLAN; TO REQUIRE THAT 
NEW EMPLOYEES ENTERING SAID POSITIONS ON OR AFTER 
OCTOBER 29, 1990 BE EXCLUDED FROM MEMBERSHIP IN THE 
GENERAL EMPLOYEES RETIREMENT SYSTEM; AND TO 
REQUIRE THAT THE FUNDED PORTION OF A MEMBER'S 
ACTUARIAL PRESENT VALUE OF CREDITED PROJECTED 
BENEFITS BE DETERMINED BY THE DECEMBER 31, 1989 
ACTUARIAL VALUATION. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Section 292.01 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to.be read as follows: . 
292.01 DEFINITIONS. 
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As used in this chapter, unless a different meaning is plainly 
required by the context: 

(a) “Accumulated contributions” means the sum of all amounts 
deducted from the compensation of a member and credited to the 
member’s individual account inthe employees’ savings fund, 
together with regular interest thereon. 

(b) “Annuity” means an annual amount, derived from a member's 
accumulated contributions, payable in equal monthly installments 
throughout the future life of a person or for a temporary period as 
provided in this chapter. 

(c) “Annuity reserve” means the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of any annuity, or benefit in lieu thereof. The 
annuity reserve shall be computed upon the basis of such mortality 
table and regular interest as the Board from time to time adopts. 


-(d) “Beneficiary” means any person, except a retirant, who is in 


receipt of, or who has entitlement to, a pension, retirement 
allowance or other benefit, payable by the retirement system. 

(e) “Board of Trustees” or “Board” means the Board of Trustees of 
the general employees’ retirement system, as provided for in this 
chapter. 

(f) “Credited service” means the number of years, and fraction of a 
year, of service standing to a member's credit in the member's 
service account. 

(g) “Compensation” means a member's salary, wages and 
longevity bonus paid by the City for personal services rendered by 
the member to the City, the District Court or the Housing 
Commission, whichever is applicable, as an employee. If a 
member's compensation is not all paid in money, Council shall fix 
the value of that part of the member's compensation not paid in 
money. 

(h) “Employee” means: 

(1) Any regular or permanent officer or employee of the City, 
and for the sole and exclusive purposes of this retirement system, 
any employee of the Housing Commission who has not executed a 
request to transfer to the Michigan Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and a release of the City and the retirement 
system from future pension claims, or any former employee of the 
Housing Commission whose right to a retirement allowance has 
been deferred by the Board of Trustees. Beginning January 1, 
1971, any person who is employed on a regular or permanent basis 
by the District Court, except the judges of such Court, shall be 
considered an employee of the City for the sole and exclusive 
purposes of this retirement system. The term “employee” does not 
include any person who is compensated by the City or by the 
District Court wholly on a fee or contractual basis, nor the Medical 
Director appointed under Section 292.11, nor elective officials of 
the City, except as provided in paragraph (b)(2) hereof, nor judges 
of the District Court. The phrase “contractual basis,” as set forth 
herein, shall not be applicable to those regular full-time employees 
of the City who are required to sign employment contracts under 
the January 15, 1985, personnel rules for executive management 
plan personnel or Council staff personnel as a condition of 
employment. 

(2) Any elective official of the City, upon filing a written 
application with the Board of Trustees of the retirement system. 
In any cases of doubt, the Board shall decide who is an employee 
within the meaning of this chapter. 

(i) “Final average compensation” means the average of the 
highest annual compensation paid a member during a period of 
two consecutive years of credited service contained within the 
member's ten years of credited service immediately preceding the 
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date when the member's employment with the City, District Court 
or Housing Commission last terminated. If the member has less 
than two years of credited service, the member's final average 
compensation shall be the average of the member’s annual 
compensation for the member's total years of credited service. 
(j) “Final compensation” means a member's annual rate of 
compensation at the time of termination of the member's last 
employment by the City, District Court or Housing Commission. 
(k) “Member” means any person who is included in the 
membership of the retirement system. 

(I) “Pension” means an annual amount, derived from money 
provided by the City, payable in equal monthly installments 
throughout the future life of a person or for a temporary period as 
provided in this chapter. 

(m) “Pension reserve” means the present value of all payments to 
be made on account of any pension, or benefit in lieu thereof. The 
pension reserve shall be computed upon the basis of such 
mortality and other tables of experience, and regular interest, as 
the Board from time to time adopts. 

(n) “Regular interest” means such rate or rates of interest per 
annum, compounded annually, as the Board from time to time 
determines, subject to the approval of Council. 

(0) “Retirant” means a member who retires from employment with 
a retirement allowance payable by the retirement system. 

(p) “Retirement allowance” means the sum of the annuity and the 
pension. 

(q) “Retirement system” or “system” means the retirement system 
established under this chapter. 

(r) “Service” means personal service rendered to the City, the 
District Court or the Housing Commission, whichever is applicable, 
by an employee. 

(s) ‘Workers’ compensation period” means the period a member, 
retirant or beneficiary is in receipt of workers’ compensation on 
account of a disability or death arising out of and inthe course of a 
member's employment. If the member, retirant or beneficiary is 
paid a single sum in lieu of future workers’ compensation, then 
such individual’s workers’ compensation period shall be the 
period, if any, the individual was in receipt of weekly workers’ 
compensation plus the period arrived at by dividing such single 
sum by the weekly workers’ compensation award. 

(t) ‘Covered positions” means: 

(1) POSITIONS OF THE CITY’S ELECTED OFFICIALS, 
EXEMPT AND APPOINTED EMPLOYEES, AND EXECUTIVE 
MANAGEMENT PLAN EMPLOYEES; 

(2) POSITIONS OF THE CITY’S TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY 
AND NON-SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEES; AND 

(3) POSITIONS IN THE DISTRICT COURT, EXCLUDING THE 
JUDGES THEREOF. 

(u) “Covered position effective date” means October 1, 1990, for 
THE POSITIONS OF THE CITY'S ELECTED OFFICIALS, EXEMPT 
AND APPOINTED EMPLOYEES AND EXECUTIVE MANAGE- 
MENT PLAN EMPLOYEES; AND OCTOBER 29, 1990 FOR THE 
POSITIONS OF THE CITY’S TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY AND 
NON-SUPERVISORY EMPLOYEES, AND FOR THE POSITIONS 
OF THE DISTRICT COURT EMPLOYEES. 

Section 2. Section 292.14 of the Code of Ordinances of the City of 
Lansing is amended to read as follows: 
292.14 MEMBERSHIP IN SYSTEM. 

(a) The membership of the retirement system shall include all 
employees, as defined in Section 292.01(h), and all persons who 
become employees, except as provided in subsection (b) hereof. 
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(b) The membership of the retirement system shall not include: 

(1) Employees who are employed by the Board of Water and 
Light; 

(2) Employees who are members of the Policemen’s and 
Firemen’s Retirement System as set forth in Chapter 294; . 

(3) Employees hired on or after the effective date of this section 
(Ordinance 540, passed June 25, 1979) who are retirants receiving 
or entitled to receive a retirement allowance, a deferred retirement 
allowance or a disability retirement allowance from the Police- 
men's and Firemen’s Retirement System; 

(4) Employees of the Housing Commission who have executed 
a request to transfer to the Michigan Municipal Employees 
Retirement System and a release of the City and the retirement 
system from future pension claims, nor shall it include any 
employees of the Housing Commission hired after April 16, 1988. 

(5) Employees who are employed in positions normally 
requiring less than 2,000 hours of work per year; and 

(6) Employees excluded from membership as provided in 
subsection (c) hereof. 
(c) An employee, hired into a covered position on or after the 
covered position effective date, who was not a member of the 
retirement system on the day before his or her date of hire, shall not 
become a member of the retirement system. An ELECTED 
OFFICIAL, EXEMPT OR APPOINTED EMPLOYEE, OR EXECU- 
TIVE MANAGEMENT PLAN EMPLOYEE who is employed in a 
covered position on the covered position effective date, and who 
was a member of the retirement system on the day before the 
covered position’s effective date, and who elects on or before April 
1, 1991, to terminate membership, shall cease to be a member of 
the retirement system effective on the first day of the first calendar 
month which is at least 120 days after the covered position 
effective date. A TEAMSTER SUPERVISORY OR NON SUPERVI- 
SORY EMPLOYEE, OR AN EMPLOYEE OF THE DISTRICT 
COURT, WHO IS EMPLOYED IN A COVERED POSITION ON THE 
COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE, AND WHO WAS A 
MEMBER OF THE RETIREMENT SYSTEM ON THE DAY BEFORE 
THE COVERED POSITION’S EFFECTIVE DATE, AND WHO 
ELECTS ON OR BEFORE APRIL 29, 1991, TO TERMINATE 
MEMBERSHIP, SHALL CEASE TO BE A MEMBER OF THE 
RETIREMENT SYSTEM EFFECTIVE ON THE FIRST DAY OF THE 
FIRST CALENDAR MONTH WHICH IS AT LEAST 120 DAYS 
AFTER THE COVERED POSITION EFFECTIVE DATE. An 
employee who is transferred into a covered position on or after the 
covered position effective date, from a position that was not a 
covered position, and who was a member of the retirement system 
on the day before the transfer, and who elects within ninety days of 
the transfer to terminate membership, shall cease to be a member 
of the retirement system, effective on the first day of the first 
calendar month which is at least 120 days. after the transfer. The 
election to terminate membership shall be one time and 
irrevocable. The method of election shall be determined by the 
Board of Trustees. An employee who elects to terminate 
membership under this subsection shall waive all rights to a 
pension, annuity, retirement allowance or return of accumulated 
contributions, except as provided in Section 292.311, effective on 
the date of termination of membership. 
(d) In any case of doubt as to the retirement system membership 
status of any employee, the Board of Trustees shall decide the 
question. 
Section 3, Section 292.311 is enacted to read as follows: 
292.311 TRANSFER OF ASSETS. 
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For each employee who elects to terminate membership in the 
retirement system, pursuant to Section 292.14(c), a lump sum 
amount will be transferred from the retirement system to a 
successor retirement plan qualified under Section 401(a) of the 
Internal Revenue Code. The amount transferred shall be the sum 
of: 

(a) The accumulated contributions standing to the member's 
account in the Employees Savings Fund, the total amount of which 
shall be transferred from the Employees Savings Fund; and 

(b) The excess, if any, of the funded portion of the member's 
actuarial present value of credited projected benefits, as of the 
date of membership termination, over the amount specified in 
subsection (a) hereof. Such excess shall be transferred from the 
pension accumulation funds. The funded portion shall be 
determined by the December 31, 1989, annual actuarial 
VALUATION, as prepared by the retirement system's actuary. 
Upon transfer of the above amounts, the employee shall waive all 
rights to a pension, annuity, retirement allowance or return of the 
accumulated contributions from the retirement system. 

Section 4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

Lansing, Michigan 
presented by: Mayor Terry J. McKane 
January 28, 1991, Lansing School Administration Building 


Good evening to all of you who have joined me here tonight either 
personally or electronically. Thank you for the privilege of serving 
you as Mayor of Lansing these past nine years. | value your 
friendship, support, constructive criticism, and prayers. As | 
present my tenth State of the City Address to you, | trust that you will 
listen in a spirit of love for Lansing and her people, for it certainly is 
in such a spirit that | speak with you this evening. 


One year ago, as we faced the beginning of this century's last 
decade, | insisted that we put aside the luxury of political and 
philosophical differences. | was speaking that night to the people of 
Lansing in the presence of a Council that included two newly- 
elected and newly-sworn Councilmembers. Little did | realize that 
the passage of 1990 would bring us two more new Council- 
members through a resignation and a tragic death. Tonight | speak 
inthe presence of a Council, half of whose membership has served 
less than thirteen months. Some people might view such loss of 
experienced leadership as a reason for dread and uncertainty. | 
say that these four Councilmembers bring new spirit, fresh 
enthusiasm, and strong dedication to the policy-making body of 
this City. A Council composed of these newer members, working in 
consort with the other four members who bring a rich and varied 
experience factor to their position, should be capable of serving 
our constituents in an exemplary and visionary manner as we face 
the challenges ahead together. 


Lansing faced both economic and political stress in 1990. We 
witnessed our sons and daughters being sent to the Middle East. 
We made responsible financial decisions as our state and national 
economy continued to erode. We watched the Federal Govern- 
ment continue to deal ineptly with the horrendous deficit which it 
created, and we continued to cry “foul” as Congress raised our 
federal taxes and reduced or eliminated the few remaining federal 
programs that still existed for the benefit of the residents of our 
nation’s cities. In Michigan we have lost thousands of manufactur- 


ing jobs in recent years, to see them replaced by service-delivery 
jobs at half or a third of the wages that they replaced, hence the 
ever enlarging new Class of people that we now call our “working 
poor”. These are people who work full time at one, two or more jobs, 
but who still cannot earn enough to support their families. 


We now face the implementation of campaign promises by a new 
Governor elected in 1990 including pledges to reduce the 
anticipated State deficit and also the size of State Government by 
unprecedented staff and service reductions, property tax 
reductions, and more dependence on the private sector, a 
combination of programs that will have a presently unclear, but 
definitely substantial, impact upon the residents of the Capital City. 


Within the City of Lansing we saw in 1990 the danger signals that 


~ warned us of the hastening deterioration of our families. The fact 


that all other cities faced the same problems, many to a much 
greater degree, was little comfort to us. We refused to accept such 
a “cop-out” because we loved this City too dearly. 


We continued and improved the traditional programs that 
strengthened the economic health and physical safety of our 
families. We created new initiatives in 1990 and plan unprece- 
dented endeavors for 1991. We will not allow our families to fall 
victim to the changing tides that press upon us from every 
direction. 


A year ago, | spoke about the need for another regional summit 
such as | had hosted in 1989, and for the creation of a Greater 
Lansing Metropolitan Council. Later | did, in fact, host such a 
regional summit meeting, and several initiatives emerged from that 
meeting of regional elected officials. The Tri-County Regional 
Planning Commission, as part of their forward planning forums, has 
also begun to look at regional cooperative efforts in the areas of 
water quality and supply and solid waste management. 


A year ago, | expressed my hope that Lansing would have 
compulsory, curb-side recycling by June, 1991. After several 
months of study by the State's hired consultant, my administration, 
and the Council’s Ad Hoc Recycling Advisory Committee, under 
the auspices of the Clean Michigan Community Grant, it would 
appear that we may begin such a program by October of this year. 
Such a recycling program will place us among a very few elite 
cities who are voluntarily stepping up to their environmental 
responsibilities. We are fortunate to have an outstanding volunteer 
organization, the Recyclers of Ingham, Eaton, and Clinton 
Counties, showing our community that people are indeed ready to 
be part of a successful recycling effort. We are also blessed with 
several private sector corporations who are already doing 
business in various aspects of recycling. We may decide to take 


advantage of their experience and economy of scale in some 


portions of our program. Otherwise, | am sure we can rely heavily 


upon our own outstanding employees to do the tasks that are 


legitimately theirs to do. . 


A year ago, | exhorted us to continue pursuing economic diversity, 
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particularly in the high tech area. And, the Neogen Corporation and 
Michigan Biotechnology Institute have responded by spinning off 
new industries. For example, Himont Advanced Materials, a 
plastics research corporation, will officially open its doors on 
January 31, 1991 in the University Research Park and will employ 
200 people. This high tech corridor within the City of Lansing on 
land owned by Michigan State University is only one result of the 
town-and-gown relationship which | initiated with a former 
President and Board of Trustees and which continues with the 
current leadership of our great university. 


Along with our attempts to diversify, we have continued support for 
the automobile industry. For the third consecutive year, this region 
has distinguished itself as the manufacturer and assembler of 
more automobiles than any other urban area in North America. We 
can be proud of that record and proud of our outstanding work 
force that makes it possible. And so, | also urge a quick and positive 


-response to GM's request for a tax abatement. We must foster a 


spirit of public-private partnership to insure the $90 million 
retooling of General Motors plants in this City. We must do 
everything in our power to help GM improve its competitive position 
in the world automobile market. This action is vital to preservation 
of our local job base, and that job base is critical to preservation of 
our City income tax revenues which fund essential public services. 
In addition, this action will generate an additional $11.3 million in 
property taxes over the next twelve years - funds badly needed ata 
time of economic uncertainty. 


We have worked hard to provide assistance to those Lansing 
companies who wish to move to larger and improved sites within 
our City. For example, O'Leary Paint Company completed their 
new $2 million building last year on the east end of the old Diamond 
Reo site. This year, Troy Design, a Lansing firm with a substantial 
reputation, will begin to build a much expanded facility on ten acres 
immediately west of O'Leary Paint Company. This structure should 
be completed in 1992 at a cost of $10 million. Lansing Sanitary 
Supply is expected to build a $1.2 million facility on the Diamond 
Reo site in 1992. 


As the State Department of Natural Resources continues to certify 
our successful removal of toxic waste, we shall see more 
companies moving onto that property. In fact, all vacant parcels 
appear to be spoken for at this time. 


We also continue to give our full support to critical regional 
economic development efforts, including the Community Growth 
Alliance Board, the Regional Economic Development (RED) Team, 
and the “Capital Choice” program sponsored by the Chamber of 
Commerce. The CGA and RED Team represent a public-private 
partnership and economic development effort by the entire region 
with financial and staff assistance from the State Department of 
Commerce and the Tri-County Planning Commission. The 
“Capital Choice” program represents a $1.5 million investment by 
private businesses throughout this region to attract 2,500 new jobs 
to this area. 


As we have concentrated on the economic well-being of our entire 
City and the region, we have continued to push hard for downtown 
improvements which will provide additional tax base for the funding 
of critical services in all of our neighborhoods. We worked hard with 
private business and State Government to make possible the 
building of the 167,000 square foot, nine story Victor Office Building 
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at a cost of $14 million, and the $24 million, 280,000 square foot, 
fourteen story Grand Tower Office Building which now graces the 
banks of our beautiful Grand River. These two buildings were 
added to an impressive list of about twenty buildings that have 
been built or refurbished downtown in the past seven years at an 
investment of more than $200 million. In the next three years we 
should see an additional $125 million invested in three projects 
downtown for which the Council has already given preliminary 
approval: (1) a$20 million office retail-residential-parking structure 
on North Capitol and Shiawassee Streets; (2) a $70 million 
office-retail-transportation terminal-parking facility in the block 
directly north of the State Journal; and (3) a $56 to $103 million 
group of office buildings on the present Civic Arena site. We are 


also (3) proceeding with the purchase of about eighty parcels of © 


land which will be used for temporary parking while the two 
permanent mixed-use parking structures are being built as part of 
our $32 million parking improvement package. If and when the 
need for temporary parking decreases; itis our goal to release that 
land in the Cedar-Larch Corridor and south of the Grand Tower to 
future private sector economic development projects, thereby 
further expanding our tax base and job base downtown. 


A year ago, | said that we would organize a strategic planning 
conference on housing. That conference will be held this Spring 
after we have assimilated all of the significant changes incorpo- 
rated in the “Affordable Housing Act” passed by Congress in 
November, 1990. This conference will lay the foundation for a 
“Lansing Housing Partnership” designed to develop and carry out 
a five year program to upgrade our older neighborhoods and 
provide increased home ownership opportunities to low and 
moderate income families. The “Affordable Housing Act’, when 
funded by Congress, will bring significant new financial resources 
to assist us in this effort. Meanwhile, we have continued our 
progress in the rent-to-own housing program which is truly unique 
in the nation. We were the second city to formulate this concept in 
1989, and seven homes were rehabilitated and sold to lowincome 
families in 1990. Six of these homes were rehabilitated by the 
Lansing Reinvestment Corporation with mortgage financing by the 
NBD Mortgage Company and working capital by Old Kent Bank. 
The Lansing Housing Coalition has completed one home with 
mortgage financing provided by the First of America Bank. As this 
program expands in several neighborhoods, we hope to increase 
the number of owner-occupied homes in our City. This will do more 
to revitalize our neighborhoods than any other single program. We 
started in the Green Oaks neighborhood on the east side and are 
expanding the program into older neighborhoods around the Union 
Missionary Baptist Church on Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. 
Bivd./Logan St. and Hillsdale, and the Black Child and Family 
Institute on North Butler and Genesee. In fact, the church's 
neighborhood is involved in a seven block neighborhood planning 
process in conjunction with the development of the western portion 
of the Capitol Loop north of 1-496. In spite of declining federal 
housing dollars, we provided rehabilitation loans and weatheriza- 
tion assistance to the owners of 396 housing units. We registered 
784 more rental units and inspected 10,583 such living units. Thus, 
neighborhood and housing revitalization continued to be a top 
priority as we worked collaboratively with some thirty two 
neighborhood organizations, private financial institutions, 
specifically designed non-profit corporations, the Michigan State 
Housing Development Authority, and the Federal Government. In 
1991 we will intensify our efforts as we bring all available public and 
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private resources to the table to fight the natural aging and 
deterioration process in our housing stock. 


In 1990 we saw the implementation of the projects | outlined in last 
year's State of the City Address. In addition, many other 
outstanding programs were developed and have become a reality. 
A joint effort between the Lansing Fire Department and the Human 
Resources Department produced a program to disseminate 
smoke detectors to residents who meet the necessary criteria 
established to receive these safety devices. The Smoke Detector 
Ordinance that Council passed in conjunction with this program 
will go a long way toward insuring the safety of our residents. As in 
years past, we continued to train our firefighters, along with 
teachers from the Lansing School District, in the “Learn Not To 
Burn Program.” While we recognize that education is a long term 
solution, effective and immediate response is also a priority. The 
Lansing Fire Department responded to over 12,500 fire alarms, 
8,450 ambulance requests, and 11 hazardous materials incidents. 
Safety in our neighborhoods will not be compromised - not by me, 
nor our dedicated firefighters. 


A year ago, | made several recommendations regarding our war 
against drugs. These included expanded community policing, a 
third REACH Team, drug free zones around our schools, a ballot 
proposal for a special millage specifically designed for fighting 
drugs, and a crime package including mandatory minimum 
penalties for frequenting drug houses, boarding up of known drug 
houses for as long as one year, and a prohibition against loitering 
around known drug areas. Tonight | am pleased to report success 
in a number of these areas. Community policing has been 
expanded from one to seven neighborhoods through various 
funding sources and has been well received by the residents. In 
fact, one of the first areas, since renamed “Sparrow Estates” by the 
residents, has received national attention because we have 
established, in cooperation with a number of agencies, a 
neighborhood network center designed to address the basic 
human needs for security, shelter, and a stable living environment. 
The City’s Community Police Officer facilitates the delivery of 
services aimed at resolving neighborhood problems by bringing 
together housing, social services, mental health, public health, and 
school officials to address specific needs of individual families. 
This demonstration, if successful, could change the way services 
are delivered in the future. We did not receive sufficient State 
monies to fund a third REACH Team, but we were awarded enough 
to add additional personnel to our existing street level drug 
enforcement. In 1990 they launched 133 raids against drug houses 
in our neighborhoods and made 378 arrests on those raids. In 
addition, hundreds of arrests were made through hand-to-hand 
buys, reverse stings, and possessions with intent to deliver. The 
Council and Board of Education did create Drug Free School 
Zones and the signs should be installed in the Spring. | never 
proposed to our City Council an anti-drug millage for placement on 
the ballot last summer because of the fact that work by my staff 
uncovered serious legal questions. | refused to recommend 
something to the Council that was only marginally legal. | did 
propose to them the crime package that | promised, and they 
passed all three ordinances dealing with loitering, mandatory 
minimum sentences, and boarding up known drug houses and/or 
assessing the cost of the second raid within the provisions of the 
ordinance. | am happy to report that most of the landlords in. this 
City have been very cooperative and have taken the initiative and 
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contacted the Police Department or the Law Department when 
they have suspected their tenants of being involved with drugs. | 
applaud them for their willingness to become part of the solution. 
Barricades were used successfully in three of our neighborhoods, 
always in cooperation with the residents. These barricades served 
to diminish street drug traffic and helped to return control of these 
neighborhoods to the families who live there. 


We must be doing something right! Even though there was a 3% 
increase in controlled substance violations in 1990 compared to 
1989, that increase is substantially less than the 84% rise from 
1988 to 1989. Of course, we don’t want increases at all. We want 
significant reductions in drug use in Lansing! And it appears that 
we may be turning the corner because of the concentrated efforts 
by our Police Department's Uniformed Officers, Crime Suppres- 
sion Unit, and Criminal Intelligence Unit. 


Of course other departments within my administration have also 
aided in our wafagainst drugs. The Law Department works closely 
with the Police Department in initatives taken directly against drug 
dealers and users. The Parks and Recreation Department plans to 
launch an “Exercise the Right Choice” campaign this year. The 
goals of this effort include building the self esteem, self confidence, 
and communication skills of young people through special 
recreational activities so they are encouraged to make drug-free 
choices in life. 


The Human Resources Department has also placed great 
emphasis on substance abuse along with its assistance in many 
other areas of importance to our neighborhoods, such as youth 
and family services, homelessness, and hunger, to mention a few. 


As | stated earlier, this City has seen many signs indicating a 
continued deterioration of families. | am announcing a bold, 
innovative program which will be initiated this year and will 
permeate the entire community. Our families are the foundation of 
Lansing. Our children and youth are the heart of Lansing. This 
community needs an action plan to save its families; therefore, |! am 
creating the Mayor's Child and Family Community Partnership 
Program. Task forces have already been formed and are being 
charged with developing pro-active policy recommendations, 
procedures, plans, strategies, and programs to address then eeds 
of Lansing’s children, youth and families. We already havea 
number of outstanding agencies and each works ina specific area 
of concern. Still, we have perceived overlapping services and 
unresolved gaps in service because we don’t deal with our societal 
problems from a coordinated approach. We are attempting to 
provide professionals and citizens alike an opportunity to develop a 
community agenda which will deal with the economic, educational, 
health, mental health, housing, safety, and human service needs of 
our families. Of course the scourge of drugs will permeate all of our 
discussions, and we shall develop a community-wide substance 
abuse prevention program. It will focus on the essential elements 
of involving, developing, stabilizing, and empowering youth and 
families to be drug free and self-sufficient. 


What do we want? 


Healthy, drug-free children who have the opportunity to discover 
and develop their full potential. 


What do we want? . 
Healthy, drug-free. parents who are capable of preparing their 
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children for self-sufficiency and a successful transition to 
adulthood. 


How do we get there? 


By mobilizing the resources of our community to assist parents in 
fulfilling their responsibilities to their children. 


How do we get there? 


By projecting a vision to young people of high expectation, hope for 
their futures, and a sense of their responsibilities to one another. 


How do we get there? 


By empowering children, youth, and families to become active, 
involved, contributing participants in this community, the City of 
Lansing. 


We will establish neighborhood coalitions of parents and youth, 
supported by substance abuse prevention professionals and 
leaders of various community agencies. We will begin in targeted 
neighborhoods that reflect a wide range of problems but which 
have access to necessary resources. Targeting and phasing 
across the four wards will continue over a five-year period. 


We have organized an Executive Committee under my leadership 
and six task forces. The City Council is represented on every task 
force, and the Council President has agreed to serve as the Vice 
Chairperson of the Executive Committee. Many community 
leaders are already involved, including Dr. John DiBiaggio of MSU, 
President Abel Sykes and Vice President Jackie Taylor of LCC, 
President Robert Berning of Capital Area United Way, General 
Manager Donald Hackworth of Buick-Olds-Cadillac, President Mel 
Kent and Board Chair Jud Werbelow of the Lansing Regional 
Chamber of Commerce, State Journal Publisher Curtis Riddle, 
President Carlton Guthrie of Trumark, Inc., Superintendent Richard 
Halik of the Lansing School District, Immediate Past President 
Myra Ford of the Lansing Board of Education, President Glenn 
Freeman of the Lansing Labor Council, Executive Director Ivan 
Love of Capital Area Community Services, Eastside Neighborhood 
Organization President Mary Margaret Woll, Executive Director 
John Tucker of the Youth Development Corporation, Executive 
Director Thomas Finley of the Boys and Girls Club of Lansing, 
Executive Director Mary Aikey of the YWCA, Vice President. John 
Weiss of Lansing General Hospital, Deputy Director Margaret 
Grost of the Ingham County Department of Social Services, 
Chairperson Camille Abood of the Ingham County Food Bank, 
Ingham County Prosecutor Donald Martin, and Chairperson of the 
Zero Tolerance Task Force and Member of the Downtown 
Neighborhood Association Kevin McKinney. Participating City 
Department Heads include: Human Resources Director Jacque- 
line Warr who will be the staff coordinator for the entire program, 
Parks and Recreation Director Eric Reickel, the new Police Chief 
when he or she is appointed, Fire Chief Sam Hopkins, Planning and 
Municipal Development Director Alan Tubbs, and Deputy Planning 
Director James Spackman. | have invited neighborhood organiza- 
tion officers along with ministers and lay leaders of our many 
churches to spread themselves throughout the six task forces. 
More people are enlisting in this community-wide effort every 
week. | challenge all who are concerned about the future of our 
families to join us. | have to believe that the City of Lansing will unite 
around our children. What more important resource do we 
possess? Who better deserves our love and caring? 
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Last year | presented a list of bold initiatives for 1990. We 
succeeded in fulfilling most of them and found better alternatives 
for the others. As we move into 1991, | assure you that we will 
continue to find ways to improve and streamline our services to our 
constituents in the face of a steadily worsening economic climate. | 
have promised you the beginning of a community-wide effort to 
save our families and ultimately our children. This single program 
will lead to a number of new initiatives through the cooperative 
identifying and solving of many critical problems. 


Lansing is a great community. It can be an even greater one if we 
have faith in ourselves, faith in one another, and faith in our Creator. 
Let us live each day as if itis our last. Let us treat one another as if 
each encounter is our last. Let us love this community as if it is our 
last this side of Heaven. 


Before | close, | feel compelled to make a few comments about our 
war against Iraq. | support the decisions of the President and 
Congress of these United States! As a former U.S. Army and 
Michigan National Guard Lieutenant from the Vietnam War Era, | 
hate war. War must always be a last resort. But last does not mean 
never! This war is necessary and justified. Why? Because Saddam 
Hussein was a Clear and present danger to the security of this 
country and our allies. He launched two invasions of neighboring 
countries in a decade. He was developing nuclear and chemical 
weapons and had already used the latter against his enemies as 
well as his own people. 


We must stop him now or confront him later with much greater 
losses in lives and in dollars. We must ask ourselves these 
questions. Do we believe in the “rule of law” or in the “law of the 
jungle”? Do we believe in the stamping out of the weak by the 
strong or in the protection and empowering of the less fortunate ina 
democratic society? 


Our Congress debated war versus continued sanctions. They 
chose a strategy for success rather than a formula for failure. Not 
one of our twenty-six allies thought that sanctions would work. In 
fact, the sanctions reduced Iraq's Gross National Product by only 
forty percent (40%), which left the average annual per capita in- 
come still higher than for most other Middle Eastern countries. 
Further delay would have caused our allied coalition to unravel 
eventually, and a mad man would have been left in control of fifty 
percent (50%) of the world’s oil. Saddam could have blackmailed 
the countries of this world anytime he wished, whether by the threat 
of withholding oil or by the threat of the use of nuclear and chemical 
weapons. 


The great lesson here is this: Evil still exists in the world, and evil 
must be confronted when it begins to march. We stood back when 
Germany blitzkrieged country after country in Europe. We stood 
back when Japan invaded country after country in Asia. We stood 
back for ten years as these two countries conquered most of 
Europe and Asia. We cried for “peace in our time” and for 
isolationism until our own territory was finally attacked by Japan in 
1941. Then it was almost too late. We lost thousands of our 
soldiers, sailors, and airmen. The world lost over thirty million 
people, including more than six million Jews killed by Hitler in his 
concentration camps and crematoriums. We have pledged that we 
will never allow this to happen again. Yet the barbarous leader of 
lraq was quoted just the other day as he exaggerated the damage 


_ done by a missile attack.against Israel: “We have turned Tel Aviv 
- into a crematorium’. It seemed as if anew Hitler was speaking.

They ask for a 50% abatement 
over a 12 year period of time which represents an 11.3 million dollar 
savings to General Motors and new tax dollars for the City.

Letke outlined the modernization of the old Fisher Body plant, now 
the Lansing Car Assembly on Verlinden. Linda Cook told the 
Council that the Lansing Car Assembly plant will be re-tooled and

representative stated that labor strongly endorses the abatement.

Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. spoke in opposition to the General 
Motors tax abatements stating that 70-80% of the jobs that would 
be saved were held by people who live outside the City and they 
should be made to bear some of the cost. 


Paul Novak from the Westside Community Association requests 
that the General Motors Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificates 
be held in abeyance until the Air Pollution Control Commission 
releases a report on their recommendations. He cited statistics on 
volatile compounds being emitted from the plant on Verlinden 


which he believes are carcinogenic. His concern is that General ~ 
Motors not be allowed to just remove the odor of the volatile 


compounds from the air rather than eliminating or reducing the 


emissions. 


Chris Derose of 1561 N. Genessee spoke on the emissions from 
the plant on Verlinden Ave. stating that the fumes cause 
headaches and nausea. He stated that General Motors addressed 
the emissions problem once by putting up a new stack, but, all it did 
is disburse the odors even farther into the neighborhood. He 
requests a delay in approval of the abatement. Councilmember 
Lindemann asked Mr. Derose if complaints were addressed to the 
Department of Natural Resources, and if so, what was the 
response. Mr. Derose stated that the new stack was a result of the 
complaint to DNR. Councilmember Lindemann questioned 
Councilmember Crawford as to whether or not these issues were 
discussed in Committee meetings. Councilmember Crawford 
stated that no one showed up to discuss these problems when this 
issue was debated by Committee and that they should not be 
allowed to hold up approval of the certificates at this time. 
Councilmember Lindemann stated for the record that he would like 
the Committee on Economic Development to do a follow up of the 
concerns being represented by the speakers. Councilmember 
Ford stated that these concerns were already addressed by Linda 
Cook, spokesperson for General Motors, and asked if she wanted 
to speak on them again tonight. Councilmember Schmidt and 
Council President Belen reiterated that General Motors was aware 
of these problems and were taking action to correct them with ‘top 
of the line equipment’. 


Judge James R. Giddings of 1621 W. Shiawassee stated that the 
Council approved a tax abatement in 1978 to Fisher Body and at 
that time they represented that the problem would be taken care of. 
The plant emits Xylene, Methanol, and terrible noxious fumes. 
Complaints have been made to City Council and the Department of 
Natural Resources Air Quality Division. Attempts have been made 
to correct the problem by re-routing emissions from the ovens at 
the Verlinden Plant. Judge Giddings stated that in an earlier 
conversation with Linda Cook she indicated that the equipment 
General Motors proposes to install will reduce some of the 
emissions from one side of the plant, but, she could not tell him 
which substances would or would not be reduced. He feels that this 
does not deal with the entire problem. The Westside Community 
Association asks only for a delay until the experts can give a clear 
idea of which chemicals will be eliminated from the emissions. 


Councilmember Ford requested that G.M. representative, Linda 
Cook address the concerns stated above. 


Ms. Cook told the meeting that General Motors is aware of the 
problem. They have determined that the odors are coming from the 
ovens in the area where rust proofing is put on the vehicles. Their 
new equipment does reduce emissions from the ovens in this area 
and also from other areas of the plant.

PUBLIC COMMENT 


Therese Porn of 1514 W. Lenawee current member of the Cable 
Advisory Board addressed the Council and indicated her support 
of the proposed Cable Advisory Board Ordinance and outlined 
some of her concerns, regarding the creation of the Board, it’s 
membership and it’s interaction with Continental Cable as a private 
business. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis spoke in support of the Cable 
Advisory Board Ordinance and hopes to see the ordinance passed 
this evening. 


Ron Hartman from Continental Cable stated his support of the most 
recently revised Cable Board Ordinance. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Mayor McKane presented a Certificate of Recognition to Kay 
Purves who was recently named to the Amateur Softball 
Association Hall of Fame for meritorious service. Mayor McKane 
cited Kay's accomplishments as a Coach, Umpire, and player for 
over 30 years and her 3 years from 1980 through 1982 as a 
delegate to the Olympic Committee. Kay thanked Mayor McKane 
and expressed her pleasure at being allowed to represent the city 
for 25 years. 


Paul Dykema from the Forestry Division of the City of Lansing 
Parks and Recreation Department gave a presentation on the 
presence of the Gypsy Moth in the Lansing area and outlined steps 
that can be taken to minimize the infestation. He stated that the 
Gypsy Moth can cause as much or more damage than dutch elm 
disease and can affect 500 species of trees and shrubs. Last year 
350,000 acres were eaten, but, the insect can be controlled. 
Several publications are available, one of which he passed out to 
the Council showing how the egg masses can be destroyed. The 
moths lay their eggs under bark and loose shingles and can be 
collected on strips of sticky paper like fly paper.or in bands of 
burlap wrapped around the tree or bush and then removed and the 


insects killed. He indicated that only when the problem goes: 


untreated for many years does disaster happen. Councilmember 
Schmidt asked where the public can get the pamphlet that Mr. 
Dykema passed out. It is available through the Ingham County 
Cooperative Extension Service. Councilmember Lindemann 
asked what the worst case scenario is if the problem is not treated 
now. The very worst end possibility is that the City could face 
having to remove and replace trees in parks and City streets, if that 
should happen, the project could exceed a million dollars in cost. 
However, he anticipates being able to treat the problem by using 
Parks department employees to spray trees and with the 
cooperation of the citizenry the cost could be minimized. 
Councilmember Brockwell asked when the problem is at it’s worst, 
or when is treatment the most critical. Mr. Dykema responded that 
treatment must take place in early may when eggs are being laid. 
After they have been allowed to hatch it is too late.

ORDINANCE NO. 831 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND PART EIGHT, CHAPTER 810, OF THE CODIFIED

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part Eight, Chapter 810 of the Codified Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended as follows: 

810.21 Cable Advisory Board, Establishment 

There is established a Cable Advisory Board: The Cable Advisory 


Board shall consist of eight (8) members who shall be appointed 


from the City at large. 

Members shall be appointed by the Mayor with confirmation by City 
Council. The members shall be appointed for four (4) year terms, 
with two terms expiring each year. The-first appointees shall hold 
the following terms: Two (2) members shall be appointed for a one 


(1) year term; two (2) members shall be appointed for a two (2) year 


term; two (2) members shall be appointed for a three (3) year term; 
and, two (2) members shall be appointed for a four (4) year term. 
The Chairperson of the Board shall be elected annually by a 
majority of the members of the Board. All members of the Board 
shall serve without compensation. The Board shall organize itself 
and adopt rules of procedure in accordance with Section 5-105 of 
the Lansing City Charter. 

810.22 Duties of Cable Advisory Board 

(A) The primary function of the Board shall be to advise the Mayor 
and Council on cable television matters, subject to City regulation 
under the provisions of this Chapter, and any cable franchise 
agreements that may be approved by City Council. Such matters 
may be referred to the Board by the Mayor or City Council. 


(B) In addition, the Board shall have the following specific 


functions: 

(1) To promote and propose programming on any Franchisee’s 
community access channels. 

(2) To review and make recommendations on applications for 
City grant funds submitted by individuals, corporations and public 
institutions based on proposals to develop local programming for 
any Franchisee’s community access channels. 

(3) To evaluate the use of City grant funds by programmers of the 
community access channels. 

(4) To review and make recommendations on the operation of the 
City's local government access channel. 

(5) To review and make recommendations on any unresolved 
complaints against a Franchisee received by the City from the 
public on matters regulated by this Chapter or the applicable 
franchise agreement. ; 

810.23 Cable Advisory Board, Annual Report, Staff Assistance 
The Board shall have staff assistance from the City Council Office 
and the City Attorney’s Office as may be required for the conduct of 
its business. Every Franchisee shall have a representative at each 
Board meeting, unless excused in advance. 

The Board shall prepare an annual report of its activities, due 
December 1 for the preceding calendar year. Copies thereof shall 
be filed with the Mayor, the Council and the Clerk. 

The Board may request an annual appropriation of funds to permit 
members’ attendance at cable television conferences, and pay for 
dues and subscriptions for cable related organizations and 
publications. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

_ SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Mayor McKane presented a certificate of Recognition to Kay 
Purves who was recently named to the Amateur Softball 
Association Hall of Fame for meritorious service. Mayor McKane 
cited Kay's accomplishments as a Coach, Umpire, and player for 
over 30 years and her 3 years from 1980 through 1982 as a 
delegate to the Olympic Committee. Kay thanked Mayor McKane 
and expressed her pleasure at being allowed to represent the city 
for 25 years. 


Paul Dykema from the Forestry Division of the City of Lansing 
Parks and Recreation Department gave a presentation on the 
presence of the Gypsy Moth in the Lansing area and outlined steps 
that can be taken to minimize the infestation.

Several publications are available, one of which he passed out to 
the Council showing how the egg masses can be destroyed. The 
moths lay their eggs under bark and loose shingles and can be 
collected on strips of sticky paper like fly caper or in bands of 
burlap wrapped around the tree or bush and then removed and the 
insects killed. He indicated that only when the problem goes 
untreated for many years does disaster happen. Councilmember 
Schmidt asked where the public can get the pamphlet that Mr. 
Dykema passed out. It is available through the Ingham County 
Cooperative Extension Service. Councilmember Lindemann 
asked what the worst case scenario is if the problem is not treated 
now. The very worst end possibility is that the City could face 
having to remove and replace trees in parks and City streets, ifthat 
should happen, the project could exceed a million dollars in cost. 
However, he anticipates being able to treat the problem by using 
Parks Department employees to spray trees, and with the 
cooperation of the citizenry the cost could be minimized. 
Councilmember Brockwell asked when the problem is at it’s worst, 
or when is treatment the most critical. Mr. Dykema responded that 
treatment must take place in early May when eggs are being laid. 
After they have been allowed to hatch it is too late.

ORDINANCE NO. 831 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND PART EIGHT, CHAPTER 810, OF THE CODIFIED 
ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN BY 
ADDING NEW SECTIONS 810.21, 810.22, and 810.23, FOR THE 
PURPOSE OF CREATING A CABLE ADVISORY BOARD AND 
SETTING THE DUTIES OF THE CABLE ADVISORY BOARD. 
The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part Eight, Chapter 810 of the Codified Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended as follows: 

810.21 Cable Advisory Board, Establishment 

There is established a Cable Advisory Board. The Cable Advisory 
Board shall consist of eight (8) members who shall be appointed 
from the City at large. 

Members shall be appointed by the Mayor with confirmation by City 
Council. The members shall be appointed for four (4) year terms, 
with two terms expiring each year. The first appointees shall hold 
the following terms: Two (2) members shall be appointed for a one 
(1) year term; two (2) members shall be appointed for a two (2) year 
term; two (2) members shall be appointed for a three (3) year term; 
and, two (2) members shall be appointed for a four (4) year term. 
The Chairperson of the Board shall be elected annually by a 
majority of the members of the Board. All members of the Board 


~ shall serve without compensation. The Board shall organize itself 


and adopt rules of procedure in accordance with Section 5-105 of 
the Lansing City Charter. 

810.22 Duties of Cable Advisory Board 

(A) The primary function of the Board shail be to advise the Mayor 
and Council on cable television matters, subject to City regulation 
under the provisions of this Chapter, and any cable franchise 
agreements that may be approved by City Council. Such matters 
may be referred to the Board by the Mayor or City Council. 

(B) In addition, the Board shall have the following specific 
functions: 

(1) To promote and propose programming on any Franchisee’s 
community access channels. 

(2) To review and make recommendations on applications for 
City grant funds submitted by individuals, corporations and public 
institutions based on proposals to develop local programming for 
any Franchisee’s community access channels. 

(3) To evaluate the use of City grant funds by programmers of the 
community access channels. 

(4) Toreview and make recommendations on the operation of the 
City's local government access channel. 

(5) To review and make recommendations on any unresolved 
complaints against a Franchisee received by the City from the 
public on matters regulated by this Chapter or the applicable 
franchise agreement. 

810.23 Cable Advisory Board, Annual Report, Staff Assistance 
The Board shall have staff assistance from the City Council Office 
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and the City Attorney's Office as may be required for the conduct of 
its business. Every Franchisee shall have a representative at each 
Board meeting, unless excused in advance. 


The Board shall prepare an annual report of its activities, due 


December 1 for the preceding calendar year. Copies thereof shall 
be filed with the Mayor, the Council and the Clerk. 

The Board may request an annual appropriation of funds to permit 
members’ attendance at cable television conferences, and pay for 
dues and subscriptions for cable related organizations and 
publications. 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

A letter from the Tri County Office on Aging stating their concerns 
over the sale of the Civic Arena and urging the City to work closely 
with the Tri County Office on Aging Consortium during the 
transition period was read into the proceedings by the Clerk. 


Roxanna Peterson of 500 W. Washtenaw addressed the Council 
relative to the above referenced letter and emphasized the 
Consortium’s concerns about being able to carry out their 
programs such as Meals on Wheels for the area's senior citizens. 
They do have plans to move their operations to another location 
and ask for the cooperation of the City to help facilitate the changes 
that will occur. Currently they are not paying any rent on their 
kitchen facilities, when they move, their expenses will increase and 
they may have to cut services. 


Mr. Paul Davies of 241 Rampart Way, Vice President of the 


American Association of Retired Persons spoke in opposition to 


_ the sale of the Civic Arena stating that no other location would be 
as ideal as that of the Civic Arena in terms of public transportation 
_ for area seniors. He stated that under the terms of the proposed 


contract the Developer is not required to close before September 
30, 1991 and is not required to begin construction until September

CONTRACT FOR SALE OF LAND FOR PRIVATE DEVELOPMENT 
BY AND BETWEEN THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN AND

This contract, (hereinafter referred to as the 

“Agreement”) entered into this 18th day of March 1991, by and 
between the CITY OF LANSING, a public body corporate (which, 
together with any successor, public body or officer hereafter 
designated by or pursuant to law, is hereinafter called “City”), 
established pursuant to Act 279, Public Act 1909, as amended, and 
having its office at the Finance Department, 8th Floor, Lansing City 
Hall, 124 West Michigan Avenue, in the City of Lansing, State of 
Michigan 48933, and HEART OF THE CITY ASSOCIATES || 
LIMITED PARTNERSHIP, a Michigan limited partnership, (herei- 
nafter called 

“Developer’) and having an office for the transaction of business 
at 5815 S. Pennsylvania, City of Lansing, State of Michigan 48910, 
by which the aforementioned parties agree as follows: 

ARTICLE |. PREPARATION OF SITE FOR REDEVELOPMENT 
Section 101. Preparation and Development of the Site. 

A. Development 

The Developer shall build new construction of not less that 500,000 
square feet gross building area, with a cost of $56,000,000.00. The 
Developer shall further use its best efforts to achieve a 
development of 940,000 square feet of gross building area with a 
cost of $103,000,000.00 

B. Preparation 

1. The Developer agrees to accept the site as is. The Developer 
agrees to remove, if required, all asbestos and asbestos- 
containing materials, at its expense, and in conformance with 
Federal, State and local laws. 

2. The Developer agrees that the City has adequate sanitary and 
storm sewer to service the proposed improvements by the 
Developer on the site. The Developer shall be responsible for and

If the proposed improvements will require modification, 
alteration and/or additional sanitary and/or storm sewer to service 
the proposed improvements, the Developer shall be responsible 
for all costs incurred by the City in making the modification, 
alteration and/or additional sanitary and/or storm sewer. 
ARTICLE Il. RIGHTS OF ACCESS TO SITE 
Section 201. Right of Entry for Utility Service. 

The City and any public utility company, as may be appropriate has 
the unqualified right to enter upon the site at all reasonable times 
for the purpose of reconstructing, maintaining, repairing, or 
servicing the public utilities located within the boundary lines of the 
site and provided for in the easements described or referred to 
either in this Agreement or the easement. 

Section 202. Developer Not to Construct Over Utility Easements. 
The Developer shall not construct any building or other structure or 
improvement on, over, or within the boundary lines of any 
easement for public utilities described or referred to either in this 
Agreement or the easement unless such construction is provided 
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for in such easement or has received the prior approval of the City. 
If approval for such construction is requested by the Developer, the 
City shall use its best efforts to assure that such approval shall not 
be withheld unreasonably, 

Section 203. Access to Property. 

Prior to the conveyance of the site by the City to the Developer, the 
City shall permit representatives of the Developer to have access 
to any part of the site as to which the City holds title, at all 
reasonable times for the purpose of obtaining data and making 
various tests concerning the property necessary to carry out the 
Agreement provided that the Developer at its sole expense shall be 
responsible for correcting or restoring to its previous condition the 
site whenever the Developer's tests necessitate excavating or 
removal of material at the site. After the conveyance of the site by 
the City to the Developer, the Developer shall permit the 
representatives of the City access to the site at all reasonable 
times which any of them deems necessary for the purposes of this 
Agreement, including, but not limited to, inspection of all work being 
performed in connection with the construction of the improve- 
ments. Developer shall indemnify and hold harmless the Seller, its 
officers, agents or employees for any injuries occurring to 
individuals who are performing work, tests or inspections on the 
property for the Developer.

MAYOR'S PRESENTATION OF 
FISCAL YEAR 1991-1992 BUDGET

Dear Council President Belen and Council Members: 


Good evening to the residents and friends of Lansing, especially 
those who are concerned about the economic future of our great 
Capital City. Itis with great pride and firm determination that | bring 
to you my 10th annual recommended City Budget. In my first year 
in office, | dealt with budget problems stemming from recession 
and inflation. Tonight, | bring you a Budget that | feel strongly 
addresses not only the budget problems spurred by recession, 
sagging automotive sales, a serious housing slump along with sky 
rocketing costs of health care, specialized equipment-and 
insurance but that also meets the requirement that we realign our 
entire approach to Lansing’s Budget for this year and well into the 
future. 


The persistence and depth of local revenue declines coupled with 
hard to control expenditure growth has precipitated an urgent need 
for a solution to a long evolving problem. For more than a decade, 
revenues at all levels of government have tended to grow less 
rapidly than expenditures. We have been talking about the problem 
for years and taking tentative and reluctant steps to alleviate it. We 
have been reluctant to cut services for which our constituents 
make impassioned requests. That is both understandable and 
predictable. We have been tentative in identifying specialized 


services for which users, rather than taxpayers, should pay if we - 


are to offer those services. We cannot afford to be reluctant or 
tentative any longer. We must take decisive, perhaps dramatic, 
new paths to move into the future with a different type of local 
government than we have known in our lifetimes. | am presenting to 
you a Budget which is realigned, new in philosophy, new in resolve 


-and new in direction. | have said repeatedly that | will not = 


recommend an increase in the property tax rate without an 


affirmative vote of the people. Therefore, in keeping with that 
commitment, | am tonight proposing reaffirmation of our basic 
service priorities of public safety, maintenance of a safe and livable 
community which enhances family life and human values, and 
provision of public services which provide a clean, wel/maintained 
community. | am proposing privatization of services, such as the 


' Zoo, which can be handled as well or better by non-profit 


authorities, and those services such as refuse pickup, which can 
be and are provided by private sector, for-profit businesses. 


It is the role of government to provide those services and laws 
which enable people to live together in the community, to enforce 
those laws and to tax for those services which are not tied to any 
test of profit or revenue generating capability. In addition to these 
services, we provide a wide range of highly desirable but 
specialized services. We have, as have governments at all levels, 
blended basic services, enforcement functions, and specialized 
services under one umbrella of general taxation. Tonight, | am 
proposing a Budget which delineates basic services and their 
necessary support mechanisms as those for which we should 
continue to utilize our general tax levies. | am proposing separation 
of specialized functions and am offering the public the choice of 
retaining those services through voluntarily paid participation 
rather than receiving tax paid, so called “free” services. And, | am 
proposing that we once and for all require a full scale recognition of 
our infrastructure needs and put in place a plan which pays for that 
infrastructure over its useful life. . 


Pieces of my proposals tonight have been discussed or proposed 
previously. | am not claiming a whole new answer to what in many 
cases are old problems. What ! am proposing is a comprehensive 
new approach that addresses the need to balance the Budget with 
the need to preserve and protect our quality of life both now and 
into the 21st century. Some of my proposals are for immediate 
implementation. Others will need to be phased in over the next one 
to two years. If they are all implemented fully, | confidently expect 
that by the end of 1993 we will have a balanced budget, a sound 
financial position, a greatly improved infrastructure, and will still 
maintain a safe livable community whose quality of life reflects a 
commitment to the family. 


Specifically, ! am making proposals in these areas: 


1. Service consolidations/ reorganizations 
2. Privatization 

3. Cost containment measures 

4. Modification to budget policies 

5. Changes to revenue structure 


1am making these recommendations in light of the need to respond 
to the change in Lansing's economic resources, both a general 
and a local economic downturn, and the changing demographics 


- of our community and our State. Itis obvious that the new governor _ 


does not see State government in the same light as have his 
predecessors. Reductions he has made and proposals he is 
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putting forth will have negative impacts for our City Budget. 


We are also plagued by the serious problems facing domestic 
automakers. As the home of B.O.C., we have encountered 
significant downturns in the auto manufacturing sector, including 
many suppliers not covered by the Big 3 agreements. The 
combined impact of State reductions, auto related cutbacks and 
the overall operating revenue/expenditure gaps faced by most 
core cities, as well as States and the Federal government, 
becomes the impetus to make the changes | am proposing. We 
cannot continue to postpone, “trim”, ignore and otherwise not 
address our real service needs or our resource generating abilities 
and limits. 


My proposals preserve vital public safety services. In this effort we 
must look at a service or program in its entirety—the visible as well 
as the behind-the-scenes support that allows it to happen. Just as 
inthe Persian Gulf, the war on drugs, the containment of natural or 
man made hazards, and other vital city services take front line 
troops, necessary support troops and proper and adequately 
maintained equipment and facilities. 


| am presenting a budget which is reflective of entire programmatic 
requirements rather than segmented appropriations which tempt 
us to leave in the visible and cut the heart out of essential support. 
As Chief Executive, | cannot recommend nor aliow ourselves or 
our citizens to be inadvertently deluded as to our service 
capabilities or the real costs of those services. It is time we truly 
face what we must do as a City, what we wantto do, and how we 
pay for those choices. 


| believe that we have allowed ourselves, due to the complexities of 
governmental finance and budgeting, to forget that an appropria- 
tion is an authorizationto spend but that an authorization does not 
result in the ability to spend for the desired purpose unless the City 
receives cash. Estimated revenues are established as the basis for 
authorizing appropriations. Collecting revenues and getting the 
funds into the City Treasury is what is needed to move from the 
necessary authorization to the sufficient cash to carry out the intent 
of the appropriating action by Council. 


Our services as a city have two basic focal points: the delivery of 
direct services to citizens and the establishment, collection, 
distribution and reporting of the public funds that allow the delivery 
of every governmental service. Our police officers, firefighters, 
road workers, etc. are only possible to the extent that we can and 
do properly and prudently raise and spend public funds. We are not 
a profit-tested entity. We deliver services for the general good. We 
must keep that in mind when we make our budgetary decisions on 
what services we will have and how and who will pay for them. 


| promised | would be making major proposals which will address 
our service and revenue issues. In keeping with my promise, | 
propose the following changes. 


REORGANIZATIONS/CONSOLIDATIONS 
| recommend that we separate the Zoo from the General Fund. | 
Suggest two possible ways of doing this. The first option would 
entail reorganization of the Potter Park Zoo into a separate 
authority under the Potter Park Zoological Society with .5 mill of the 
Parks millage for 5 years, plus all the Zoo's revenue sources, 
dedicated by ordinance to its operation, to enable the Zoo to 
become self supporting. If the Zoological Society does not wish to 
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step up to this challenge, the second option would be to create an 
enterprise fund with a dedicated .5 mill outside the General Fund. 
This separation of the Zoo from the General Fund is incorporated 
into the Budget as proposed. 


| am also proposing implementation of a consolidated Police & Fire 
Dispatch Center/Radio Lab. The time has come, with the need for 
new equipment and with the use of improved technology, to once 
and for all centralize our dispatch capabilities. | have instructed my 
negotiating team to undertake negotiations with all affected labor 
groups to achieve this reorganization. Because it does require 
negotiation, the centers continue as separate entities within this 
Budget, but, with your support, | am confident we can achieve 
consolidation within the upcoming year. 


| am consolidating supervision and workload assignment of our 
legal staff under the City Attorney. This involves placing budget 
and supervisory control for the legal position presently in LPD into 
the City Attorney's Office. This is consistent with the charter 
provisions putting all legal services under his direction and will 
allow greater flexibility in assignments and use of our legal staff. | 
have, however, directed that the person continue to maintain his 
present office in the Police Building as this will make him readily 
available to the chief as well as eliminating the need for any 
expensive renovations on the fifth floor of City Hall. 


PRIVATIZATION 

There are currently many things done by city employees that, after 
our efforts, fall by the wayside because the time, effort and cost are 
not justified by the return. This is particularly true of collection 
functions where those owing money to the City have not 
responded to our efforts to collect. | am proposing that non-payers 
be turned over to private collection agencies whose fees come 
from a percentage of the revenue they collect. 


| am proposing that we explore privatization of parking ramps, car 
maintenance, data processing, microfilming, cemetery manage- 
ment, maintenance and operations of certain adult recreation 
programs and the City Market. | have directed that by October 15, 
Staff is to prepare RFP’s for these services and obtain proposals so 
that we can evaluate whether or not it is feasible and cost effective 
for the City to privatize any of these areas. Ifitis determined thatitis 
realistic, we will have the opportunity to evaluate whether we 
should continue these services and will work with our employee 
groups if we determine that the City should no longer perform these 
functions. There may be other areas which we will also explore in 
the future but these clearly have some private sector options. | 
have selected specific areas to explore because the time and 
effort to obtain useful alternatives requires that | limit explorations 
to realistic possibilities both in terms of options and in terms of Our 
resources to define and evaluate them. 


COST CONTAINMENTS 
| have incorporated several major, and some lesser, cost 
containment measures with my recommended Budget. These cost 
containment efforts are necessary both to hold down current 
expenses and to put into place a lower long-term cost base with a 
slower rate of growth. 


For the past five years, our health care costs have grown ata rate of 
almost 13% per year. Increases in costs of marked police cruisers 
have been over 9% a year for the last four years. Fire trucks and 


ambulances have had double digit increases each year. These - 
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rates of increase are far above the published rate of inflation, above 
the increases in our wage costs, and certainly well beyond our 
2-3% natural growth in revenues. 


lf we do not take the actions which will both lower our wage base 
and also contain these areas of astronomical cost increases, we 
are going to face a budget crisis every year. Therefore | am 
administratively directing: 


1. Reopening of contract negotiations to put into place cost 
containments in several areas including health care, paid time off, 
residency for new police officers and firefighters, and an early 
retirement inducement. 


2. Departments to examine their hours of public operation so 
that we have our public hours scheduled in such a way that it does 
not require overtime expenditures to prepare and complete 
necessary documentation. 


3. An expanded negotiation with other local governmental units 
to attempt to implement the joint health care insurance purchasing 
or administration of health care. 


4, Reduction of overtime in the same manner as | have already 
ordered for the current fiscal year. 


5. Limiting of all travel and requiring that it be rejustified as to 
relevance, importance, and cost/benefit. 


CHANGES TO REVENUE STRUCTURE 
| have said, and reiterate here, that | will not recommend an 
increase to the property tax rate without a vote of the people. In light 
of this commitment, | am recommending: 


1. Levy of the voter approved 1 mill levy for Parks, of which half 
shall be dedicated to Potter Park Zoo and the remainder to other 
park improvements through grant matches, or as direct funding for 
smaller improvements. 


2. No other increase in the operating property tax levy. 
3. Greater reliance on user fees including implementation of: 


a. An ambulance fee totally handled by a billing/collection 
service which will bill insurance companies, medicaid and 
medicare for emergency ambulance services. This approach will 
allow us to maintain our services to all people needing ambulance 
services for emergencies, to reduce cost burdens to general 
~ taxpayers, and to require virtually no added paperwork or time for 
our busy paramedics and finance staff. 


b. Fees suchas 1-900 telephone numbers for information 
services to people such as lawyers, paid tax preparers, banks, real 
estate agents, appraisers, etc. who call in for information from city 
offices which they need for their billable work. 


c. Enforcement fees as previously outlined in the David M. 
Griffith's study. 


4. Institution of the long discussed 1% tax collection fee. The 
State authorized flat rate fee is designed to cover costs for units 
who collect taxes for other jurisdictions, As we are the tax collector 
for the K-12 schools, the county, the intermediate schools, the 
airport authority and CATA, we have substantial costs that should 
not be the sole burden of the city. This collection fee is already 
collected by virtually all our neighboring jurisdictions and most 
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communities in the State. | do not think we should be cutting our 
other services so that we can maintain collection functions when 
the State has set a fee rate to recognize the cost of that service, 
This fee will enable us to keep up our war on drugs and retain those 
vital public services that give us a clean community with safe 
streets, and quality housing. 


OTHER ISSUES 


Pending State Actions 

There are obviously many unknowns in the current State budget, in 
the local economy, and in actions awaiting court determination. We 
cannot afford to budget for every contingency. At the same time, 
we cannot ignore their existence. | am, therefore, recommending 
that we retain the General Fund Contingency Fund at the same 
level as in the current year in order to deal with such things as the 
final determination on whether there will be a Presidential 
preference primary, and so forth. 


Refuse/ Recycling 

| whole-heartedly support recycling in our community. In light of the 
efforts we are going to be making, | think the time has come to 
recognize that recycling is our focus and that our continued 
competition with the private sector refuse collectors is not 
warranted. | am, therefore; proposing that the city get out of the 
refuse and bulk pick-up business, substitute a voucher plan for 
low-income homeowners, and let landlords and businesses 
provide trash removal services as part of their responsibility, 


Our refuse program becomes less used and less effective as the 
private sector broadens its base and as our recycling efforts 
reduce the number of bags our system users will need. Rather than 
recommend the $1.50/bag that the Public Service Director says it 
will cost and a $20 bulk sticker, | recommend we phase out our 
refuse program by September 1, 1991 and dedicate our efforts 
instead to improving recycling. — 


On the subject of recycling, we are all aware that the voter 
approved ballot issue did not identify a funding mechanism. To be 
consistent with my pledge on property taxes, | suggest we put the 
question of a recycling millage, or user fee, or privatization on the 
ballot. Although it is now clear that we cannot meet the June 1 
implementation date called for, | believe we must proceed as 
rapidly as possible, including adoption of a funding mechanism. 


Infrastructure 
We have all agreed that we need to provide major maintenance 
and improvements to our infrastructure. | think we have all seen, 


_ from the Finance Director's projections and from the current year 


budget crisis, we will not really address significant infrastructure 
needs unless and until we make a long-term, planned, funded 
approach. 


To that end, | believe we and our citizens must look at the cost and 
the useful life of infrastructure needs. Most of us do not buy a 
house, a car, home remodeling or new major appliances for cash. 
That is not because we wouldn't like to do so but because we can’t 
afford such major cash expenditures. We do buy them on time 
payments of some sort because we recognize they are major 
financial commitments to things that will last for years. 


Our infrastructure needs to be looked at, and financed, inthe same 


vein. | am, therefore, proposing that we place on the ballot an 
infrastructure bond: issue which will allow us to deal with these 
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critical needs to be paid for over their useful life by the citizens who 
will be enjoying the benefit. | am proposing a total $30,298,000 
issue to provide $1,450,000 for new fire rigs, $216,000 for park 
equipment, $455,000 for building improvements, $500,000 for 
preliminary combined sewer overflow needs, $26,426,000 for 
street, sidewalk and bridge improvements, and $1,250,000 for 800 
MHZ radio needs, to be placed on the August primary. 


| know that we can gain voter support for these issues, and! believe 
this will enable us to deal with our infrastructure needs for many 
years to come. 


TOTAL RECOMMENDED BUDGET/TAX LEVY 
The total General Fund Budget | am recommending to you is 
$76,568,453. Itincorporates the changes about which | have 
spoken. To support that budget, | am proposing an operating tax 
levy of 14.9 mills, including the 1 mill for Parks and Zoo and a debt 
service levy for existing debt of 2.5 mills for a total levy of 17.4 mills. 
The total budget for all funds is $114,337,997. 


CONCLUSION 
This has been a long and difficult budget process. | have given a 
longer message than usual because of the number and complexity 
of the issues | have addressed. Over the next several weeks, as 
you review these recommendations in your budget deliberations, | 
hope and | trust you will join me in my efforts tc take positive and 
effective measures to maintain our critical public services, address 
our infrastructure needs, and maintain fiscal solvency. Thank you.

They 
were trying to get a jump on the large amount of work that has to be 
done each year between April and May to ready the Cemeteries for 
Memorial Day. He recommended that anyone who had lost or 
damaged decorations as a result of this problem submit a claim to 
the City. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis expressed concern about 
information contained in the packet for Public viewing on Council 
proceedings, and the possibility that it could prove dangerous to 
people who are named in the documentation of certain items.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 805 OF THE CODE OF 
THE CITY OF LANSING BY AMENDING SECTIONS 805.02 AND 
805.04 TO PROVIDE FOR THE SETTING OF AUCTIONEER AND 
AUCTION LICENSE FEES BY RESOLUTION OF THE CITY 
COUNCIL AND ELIMINATING THE REQUIREMENT OF A 
SURETY BOND. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Section 805.02 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read as follows: 
805.02 LICENSE TO CONDUCT SALE REQUIRED; AUCTIO- 
NEER'S LICENSE REQUIRED; FEE AND BOND FOR AUCTIO- 
NEER'S LICENSE; EXCEPTIONS. 

No person shall sell or offer for sale, at public auction, or cause or 
permit to be sold or disposed of, in the City at public auction, any 
goods, wares, merchandise or personal property (whether the 
same is such person's own property or the property of some other 
person) without first obtaining from the City Clerk a license to 
conduct such sale, nor shall any person conduct such a sale 
otherwise than by an auctioneer licensed under this chapter. The 
City Clerk is hereby authorized to issue an annual license to any 
proper person to be an auctioneer upon such person's paying into 
the City Treasury A FEE SET BY RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL. 
This chapter shail not apply to the selling of property under legal 
process or under mortgage or order of any court, nor shall it apply 
to any person acting as an auctioneer for a charitable corporation, 
organization or association, provided that no part of the proceeds 
of such sale accrues to the private benefit of such auctioneer or to 
any Officer, director, agent or employee of such charitabie 
corporation, organization or association. 
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Section 2. That section 805.04 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be amended to read as follows: 
805.04 FEE FOR LICENSE TO CONDUCT SALE; ISSUANCE OF 
LICENSE; TERM; HOURS WHEN SALE PERMITTED. 

AFEE IN AN AMOUNT SET BY RESOLUTION OF THE COUNCIL 
shall accompany each application for license to conduct a public 
auction sale, which fee shall be retained by the City Clerk for the 
use of the City. If in all respects the foregoing provisions of this 
chapter have been complied with by the applicant for such a 
license, the City Clerk shall issue such license. Such license shall 
not be granted for any greater number of days than the number of 
days designated in the application for the license under which 
such sale is to be held, and in no event shall such a license be 
granted for more than ten days beginning with the first day of the 
sale mentioned in the application therefor, nor shall any auction 
sale be conducted later than 9:00 p.m., except when any such 
auction sale is wholly confined to a closed building or structure, in 
which case such sale may be conducted not later than 11:00 p.m. if 
such sale does not otherwise constitute a nuisance. 

Section 3. That all ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent 
with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by the City Council.

Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan commented about absent 
Councilmembers and the proposed pay raises for elected City 
Officials. 


Blayog Pogoncheff of 1509 E. Grand River spoke in opposition to 
the Mayor receiving a raise and to the elderly being required to pay 
for ambulance services. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis reminded the Council that the 
newly renovated Council Chambers will be open next Monday, 
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April 8, 1991 and suggested that the Council post a notice outside 
ofthe Board of Education Meeting Room to let people know where 
the meeting is being held. 


Bill Brenke, a member of the Board of Review, said that many 
elderly and low income families do not have the money to pay for 
trash pickup. People are fed up with fees and taxes. He stated that 
the idea of recycling was initiated through the Model Cities 
program when trash pickup was subsidized by the Federal 
Government. At that time the cost of the old ‘Orange bag’ program 
was .35 per bag. Then the Federal Government pulled out of the 
program and the tax payers had to pick up the cost. He is afraid the 
same thing will happen with the CMC Implementation Plan. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. agreed with the statements 
made by Mr. Brenke about the attitude of tax payers who are paying 
more and receiving less services for their money. He commended 
the Councilmembers that did not vote for pay raises and stated that 
the tax payers would remember who they were. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor McKane stated his belief in the democratic process 
whereby people can sit down and discuss an issue that they 
disagree on and retain their respect for one another. He thanked 
the members of the Board of Review for putting in a very hard 
season and stated that they are commendable Public Servants. He 
stated for the record that he did not recommend that Ambulance 
Service go to the Private Sector, what he recommended was a 
services fee to be collected by private business. He read a portion 
of an article in ‘TIME’ magazine entitled “Back to the Beat” which 
recommends putting Policemen on foot patrol in the ‘Community 
Officers Patrolling Streets’ program. In this article Lansing Police 
Officer Donald Christy a member of C.0.P.S was mentioned. Mayor 
McKane said the City started out with 1 Foot Patrolman and now 
has them in six other communities. They have proven that ‘Beat 
Cops’ develop closer relationships with the residents of their 
communities that help to control crime. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Benavides expressed his thanks to the Lansing 
School District for the use of their building and stated that he hopes 
the Council will have an opportunity to repay the favor. 


Councilmember Schmidt told the meeting that Dr. Halik of the 
Lansing School District was on National television, pointing out that 
Lansing is getting a lot of attention from the Media on a National 
level. She asked the Mayor if he could appoint one additional 
member to the Board of Review and thereby create a concurrent 
Board to help with the amount of review requests for next year. She 
questioned the Mayor about what portion of ambulance fees he 
was proposing be billed to the public. Would they be responsible for 
the entire fee, or just what their Insurance does not cover. Mayor 
McKane said his recommendation applied only to billable costs. 
Any part that insurance does not pay would be paid by tax payers.

The following people spoke in support of the Recycling Ordinance. 


—Phillip Ballbach, Ingham County Commissioner for District 19 
read a statement from the County Commissioners in support of the 
Recycling Ordinance. 


—Caro| Rall of 1608 W. Shiawaseee supports with funding through 
property tax assessments rather than user fees. 


—Kathy Boutin-Pasterz of the Recycler's of Ingham, Eaton, and 
Clinton Counties said that people will recycle. The existing 
recycling drop off centers and voluntary programs prove that. 


—Dale Dobberstein of 916 W. Cavanaugh stated that he is in 
support of funding through the private sector. He volunteered his 
services to sit on the Citizens Advisory Board for Recycling. 


—Ellen Moore of 1620 Osband stated that she feels landowners 
should not be responsible for the trash of their renters and that the 
type of funding used should be chosen via a public ballot. 


—Gloria Flemming of 2220 Pamela Place stated she does not 
agree with the concept of weekly collection, nor with making 
landlords responsible for the actions of the tenants. She would like 
to see these two things amended. 


—Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes, a member of the Ad Hoc 
Committee on Recycling thanked the Members of the Committee 
and the Council. He feels they developed a viable and constructive 
Ordinance and is confident that the Council will pass it tonight. He 
invited everyone to the next meeting of the South Central 
Neighborhood Organization during which a City recycling truck will 
pick up the first recyclable material. 


—Letha Dawson of Mason said she has invented a Recycling 
Game. It is available at the Hobby Hub and the Student Book Store 


The Following people spoke in opposition to the Recycling 
Ordinance. 


—Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm, because of it's mandatory conditions 
and asked if the City would have Recycling Cops to go house to 
house checking to see if anyone was disposing of their recyclables 
improperly. He feels the Ordinance is not enforceable and 
therefore should not be put on the books. 


—Richard Berry of 1228 Eureka, is opposed to parts of the 
Ordinance. He stated that the Green Bag pickup program has been 
subsidized by taxes all along and now the subsidy is going up and 
Still we willassess a house by house charge for recycling. He feels 
we should raise the price of the Green Bags high enough to support 
the program without the house by house assessment. 


—Anthony Weatherspoon of 1900 W. Kalamazoo, representing the 
Landlords of Mid-Michigan was opposed to landlords being held 
responsible for their tenants recycling. He stated that the 
Ordinance as it is written puts the onus on landlords. 


—Charles Jurasek of 3200 Reo Rd. is in opposition to the 
Ordinance and the raise in the price of Green Bags. He asked the 
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Mayor and the Council what the fines for non-compliance with the 
Ordinance would be. City Attorney, Al Knot replied that the 
maximum fine for non-compliance is 90 days in jail, and/or, a 
$500.00 fine as well as the cost of cleanup being assessed against 
the landowner. 


The following people spoke in support of both the Recycling 
Ordinance and the Public Nuisance Ordinance. 


—Sue Eby of 130 Island, President of Citizens for Public Recycling 
thanked the Ad Hoc committee on Recycling. She invited the 
Council to celebrate the passage of the Ordinance at Ramon’s 
following the meeting. She is also in favor of the Public Nuisance 
Ordinance. 


—Pat Murray of 216 Moores River Drive supports the Recycling 
Ordinance, but feels that there will be problems with the 
‘responsibility issue. He stated his support of the Public Nuisance 
Ordinance. 


Charles Creamer of 523 Everett Drive, a member of the Lansing 
City Council for 8 years from 1981 to 1990 stated his support for the 
Public Nuisance Ordinance. He said that tonight is the time to show 
landowners and drug dealers who are involved with this type of 
property that the City will not put up with violation of this law. 


The following people spoke in opposition to the Public Nuisance 
Ordinance. 


—Dennis Stepanvich of 1640 Sunnyside 

—An unidentified male giving his address as 5405 W. Jolly Rad. 
—Charles Jurasek of 3200 Reo Rd. 

—Ellen Moore of 1620 Osband 


—Dale Dobberstein of 916 W. Cavanaugh stated that there is too 
much legislation against landlords. He feels drug abuse should be 
treated as a health issue not a crime issue. 


—Alex Bohl of Lansing stated that as a landlord he could be ruined 
by the Public Nuisance Ordinance. He stated that landlords have 
no protection under the law. 


—Charles Leap, President of Landlords of Mid-Michigan said there 
were other options the City could take, such as having a Court put 
the property in receivership instead of boarding up houses. He said 
the City should not hold the landlord responsible for the actions of 
their tenants and that the City had violated Mr. Camponile’s rights. 
He is taking up contributions to fight this kind of legislation on 
behalf of landlords like Mr. Camponile. 


—Gloria Flemming of 2220 Pamela Place is opposed to the 
boarding of houses because of the resultant damage done to the 
neighborhood and property value. 


Councilmember Ford said that landowners who work with the 
Police Department when their tenants violate this Ordinance have 
protection from this type of enforcement. 


Councilmember Lindemann said that this Ordinance does not 
single out landlords, it could apply to any place that drug activity is 
taking place and the owner is not cooperating with the Police 
Department. He stated that the Mayor has a person on staff who is 
in charge of landlord/tenant problems. Landowners can work with 
the Police to take care of problems and not have their property 
boarded. 
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Councilmember Schmidt told the meeting that there is much work 
being done before any house is boarded up. The problem has to be 
investigated and the owner is given the opportunity to speak on his 
own behalf. 


Councilmember Canady stated that the City is not trying to hold 
owners responsible for the actions of their tenants. Landowners 
who are aware of the sale of drugs in their houses and fail to work 
within the requirements of the Ordinance will be faced with this 
type of enforcement. 


Councilmember Crawford said that there is no exemption for 
Public Housing. They are not taking action against the landowner 
for the renters behavior, but, on the behavior of the landowner 
himself. There are plenty of warnings. The landlord is given every 
Opportunity to evict the renter. He stated that Lansing is taking 
landmark steps that are being looked at across the Nation.

Therefore, it also recommended that materials 
handled on this property preclude any type of hazardous 
substances from being stored on the property, transported to and 
from the site or unloaded on the site, now or with any future use of 


the property. 


4. The issuance of a permit by the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources allowing the construction as well as any filling 
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of the property. 


5. The construction shall include protection to the mechanical 
and electrical system within the building by elevating them above 
the 100 year flood plain elevation. 


In approving this Special Land Use the City Council considered the 
following: 


1. The proposed building will be compatible with the surround- 
ing land uses and other similar types of industrial buildings in the 
area. 


2. The proposal for the recycling center will not change the 
existing character of the area which is predominated by industrial 
zoning and land use. 


3. The proposed facility is accessible by existing public streets 
and will not impede the use or interfere with the development of 
surrounding properties. 


4. The proposal, once the existing contaminated soil has been 
removed and replaced with appropriate fill, will represent a 
substantial improvement to the existing situation on the site and will 
enhance the-general area. 


5. As stated previously, the removal of contaminated soils will 
eliminate the existing hazardous conditions. The recycling 
operation. with in corporation of the appropriate mitigating 
measures, will not adversely impact the flood plain or the physical 
environment.

WHEREAS, the administrative rules governing the Clean Michigan 
Community Fund require each participating entity to enact local 
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ordinances or formal policies requiring the procurement of various 
recycled materials and products; and 


WHEREAS, the Lansing Ad Hoc Committee on Recycling 
recommends expanding current procurement practices to include 
the purchase of retreaded tires, re-refined oil, and compost 
material. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
hereby affirms their commitment to the purchase of recycled 
materials and products as set forth in Resolution #0281 dated May 
31, 1988; and

1. Retreaded Tires. 


It is the goal of the City that five per cent of all tires purchased in 
Fiscal Year 91-92 will be retreaded tires. The number of retreaded 
tires purchased, as a percentage of total tires purchased, shall be 
increased by five percent per year in each subsequent fiscal year 
until the percentage of retreaded tires purchased equals 
twenty-five percent of the total tires purchased. 


2. Re-refined Oil. 


It shall be the policy of the City to purchase, test, and evaluate the 
acceptability of re-refined oil in non-emergency passenger cars, 
pick-up trucks, and small tractors in Fiscal Year 91-92. The test 
universe shall include a minimum of 25 percent of the equipment 
listed. The test oil utilized shall be procured from a vendor with an 
acceptable product liability policy. If no significant oil-related 
engine or performance problems, such as abnormal wear or 
deposits, are encountered, then it shall be the policy of the City to 
utilize re-refined oil in 100 percent of the equipment listed. 


3. Compost Material. 


Itis the goal of the City that, commencing in Fiscal Year 91-92 and 
in each fiscal year thereafter, the amount of compost used shall be 
equal to the amount of topsoil used.

PURPOSES OF REGULATING THE COLLECTION, PROCESSING 
AND DISPOSAL OF SOLID WASTE, RECYCLABLE MATERIALS

THE ANNUAL COLLECTION FEE AND ENFORCEMENT FEE IS 
UNPAID, THE FEE SHALL BE PLACED UPON THE TAX ROLLS 
OF THE PROPERTY ON WHICH THE RESIDENTIAL UNIT IS 
LOCATED. 

1060.1 PURPOSE 

THE CITY FINDS THAT A SIGNIFICANT AMOUNT OF RECYC- 
LABLE MATERIALS THAT COULD BE REMOVED FROM THE 
SOLID WASTE STREAM IS NEEDLESSLY DISCARDED EACH 
YEAR. 

THE RECOVERY AND REUSE OF SUCH RECYCLABLE MATE- 
RIALS WILL: (1) MINIMIZE ENVIRONMENTALLY UNSOUND 
SOLID WASTE DISPOSAL METHODS; (2) REDUCE THE CON- 
SUMPTION OF AND THE DEMAND FOR SCARCE LANDFILL 
CAPACITY; AND (3) AID IN THE CONSERVATION OF VITAL 
NATURAL RESOURCES AND ENERGY. 

1060.2 DEFINITIONS 

FOR PURPOSES OF THIS ORDINANCE, THE WORDS AND 
PHRASES LISTED BELOW SHALL HAVE THE FOLLOWING 
MEANINGS. 

1. “GARBAGE” MEANS REJECTED FOOD WASTES, INCLUD- 
ING WASTE ACCUMULATION OF ANIMAL, FRUIT, OR VEGETA- 
BLE MATTER USED OR INTENDED FOR FOOD OR THAT 
ATTENDS THE PREPARATION, USE, COOKING, DEALING IN,

PRIVATE AGENCY ORANY OTHER ENTITY, OR ANY GROUP OF 
SUCH PERSONS. 

4, “PREMISES” MEANS ANY ENCLOSED AREA USED FOR 
RESIDENTIAL, COMMERCIAL, OR INDUSTRIAL PURPOSES, 
SEPARATELY OR IN COMBINATION, TO WHICH A SEPARATE 
STREET ADDRESS, POSTAL ADDRESS OR BOX, TAX ROLL 
DESCRIPTION, OR OTHER SIMILAR IDENTIFICATION HAS 
BEEN ASSIGNED TO OR IS IN USE BY A PERSON HAVING 
CONTROL OF THE AREA. 

5. “RECYCLABLE MATERIALS” MEANS NEWSPAPER, CLEAR, 
BROWN OR GREEN GLASS BOTTLES AND JARS, TIN AND/OR 
STEEL CANS, AND HIGH DENSITY POLYETHYLENE (HDPE) 
PLASTIC CONTAINERS. 

6. “RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION” MEANS ANY SITE 
OF GENERATION CONTAINING A SINGLE FAMILY DWELLING 
OR MULTI-FAMILY RESIDENTIAL DWELLING WHICH CON- 
TAINS 4 UNITS OR LESS. 

7, “NON-RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION” MEANS ANY 
COMMERCIAL OR INDUSTRIAL SITE, ANY MODULAR HOUSE 


IN A MODULAR HOUSE PARK OR MOBILE HOME IN A MOBILE | 


HOME PARK OR ANY MULTI-FAMILY DWELLING CONTAINING 
FIVE (5) UNITS OR MORE. | 
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8. “RIGHT OF WAY” MEANS THE AREA BETWEEN THE 
SIDEWALK AND THE CURB, OR WITHIN THREE FEET FROM 
THE CURB IF NO SIDEWALK IS IN PLACE, WHICHEVER IS 
APPLICABLE. 

9. “SOLID WASTE” MEANS GARBAGE, ASHES, INCINERATOR 
ASH, INCINERATOR RESIDUE, STREET CLEANINGS, MUNICI- 
PAL AND INDUSTRIAL SLUDGE, SOLID COMMERCIAL AND 
SOLID INDUSTRIAL WASTE, AND ANIMAL WASTE, BUT DOES 
NOT INCLUDE HUMAN BODY WASTE, LIQUID OR OTHER 
WASTE REGULATED BY STATUTE, FERROUS OR NONFER- 
ROUS SCRAP DIRECTED TO A SCRAP METAL PROCESSOR OR 
TO A REUSER OF FERROUS OR NONFERROUS PRODUCTS, 
AND SLAG OR SLAG PRODUCTS DIRECTED TO A SLAG 
PROCESSOR OR TO A REUSER OF SLAG OR SLAG PRODUCTS. 

10. “SITE OF GENERATION” MEANS ANY PREMISES IN ORON 
WHICH SOLID WASTE IS GENERATED BY ANY PERSON. 

11. “WASTE HAULER” MEANS ANY PERSON ENGAGED, IN 
WHOLE OR IN PART, IN THE BUSINESS OF COLLECTING 
TRANSPORTING, DELIVERING, OR DISPOSING OF SOLID 
WASTE, RECYCLABLE MATERIALS, OR YARD WASTE WITHIN 
THE CITY. 

12. “YARD WASTE” MEANS LEAVES, GRASS CLIPPINGS, 
GARDEN DEBRIS, SHRUBBERY OR BRUSH OR TREE TRIM- 
MINGS LESS THAN 4 FEET IN LENGTH AND 2 INCHES IN 
DIAMETER, THAT CAN BE CONVERTED TO COMPOST HUMUS. 
THIS TERM DOES NOT INCLUDE STUMPS, AGRICULTURAL 
WASTES, ANIMAL WASTE, ROOTS, SEWAGE SLUDGE OR 
GARBAGE. 


13. “ACCEPTABLE BULK ITEMS FOR COLLECTION” MEANS 
ANY ITEM WHICH CANNOT BE FULLY CONTAINED WITHIN A 
CITY COLLECTION BAG OR WHICH EXCEEDS THIRTY 
POUNDS, EXCEPT AS DEFINED IN SUBSECTION 14 BELOW. 

14. “UNACCEPTABLE BULK ITEMS FOR COLLECTION” 
INCLUDES, BUT IS NOT LIMITED TO, LOGS; STUMPS; TREES 
(EXCEPT CHRISTMAS TREES); BUILDINGS OR DEMOLITION 
MATERIALS; CONCRETE; ROCKS; ABANDONED OR JUNK 
VEHICLES, INCLUDING AUTOMOBILES, TRUCKS AND BUSES; 
AUTOMOBILE OR TRUCK PARTS (EXCLUDING TIRES); AND 
MANUFACTURING OR TRADE WASTES. 

1060.3 MANDATORY RECYCLING; ANTI-SCAVENGING; 
SOURCE SEPARATION OF RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND 
YARD WASTE 

(A) COMMENCING NOVEMBER 15, 1991, ALL PERSONS 
WHO ARE OWNERS, LESSEES OR OCCUPANTS OF A RESI- 
DENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION SHALL SEPARATE RECYCLA- 
BLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE FROM SOLID WASTE AND 
PREPARE THE RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE 
FOR RECYCLING. 

(B) COMMENCING NOVEMBER 15, 1992 ALL OWNERS, 
LESSEES OR OCCUPANTS OF MULTI-FAMILY DWELLINGS 
CONTAINING FIVE (5) UNITS OR MORE SHALL SEPARATE 
RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE FROM SOLID

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OCCUPANTS ON NON-RESIDENTIAL SITES OF GENERATION 
FIVE (5) UNITS OR MORE SHALL SEPARATE CORRUGATED 
CARDBOARD, YARD WASTE, AND RECYCLABLE MATERIALS 
FOR RECYCLING. 

(1) 'T SHALL BE THE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE NON-RES- 
IDENTIAL SITES OF GENERATION OTHER THAN MULTI- 
FAMILY DWELLINGS CONTAINING FIVE (5) UNITS OR MORE 


TO WORK IN COOPERATION WITH WASTE HAULING CON- - 


PANIES TO DEVELOP METHODS TO RECYCLE CORRUGATED 
CARDBOARD, YARD WASTE, AND RECYCLABLE MATERIALS 
AS DEFINED IN THIS CHAPTER BY OR BEFORE JULY 1, 1994. 

(D) THE CITY, AT ITS OWN EXPENSE, SHALL DISTRIBUTE TO 
EACH UNIT OF RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION, A CITY 
APPROVED RECYCLING CONTAINER. THE CONTAINER SHALL 
REMAIN THE PROPERTY OF THE CITY AND SHALL BE VISIBLY 
DESIGNATED AS SUCH. ANY REPLACEMENT OF OR ADDI- 
TIONAL CITY APPROVED RECYCLING CONTAINER MAY BE 
PURCHASED AT A FEE DETERMINED BY CITY COUNCIL

(F) NOTHING IN THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE CONSTRUED 
TO PREVENT AN INDIVIDUAL FROM DISPOSING OF YARD 
WASTE ON THEIR OWN PREMISES AS LONG AS THE DISPOSAL 
DOES NOT CREATE A NUISANCE OR HAZARD TO HEALTH; 
AND DOES NOT EMIT OFFENSIVE ODORS BEYOND THE 
PROPERTY LINES OF THE SITE IN WHICH THE YARD WASTE IS 
LOCATED. 

(G) THE BURNING OF YARD WASTE ON ANY PREMISES IN 
THE CITY IS PROHIBITED. 

(H) IT; SHALL BE A VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE FOR 
ANY WASTE HAULER TO DISPOSE IN A LANDFILL ANY YARD 
WASTE COLLECTED IN THE CITY OF LANSING. 

1060.4 SEPARATION BY SOURCE 

(A) NO OWNER, OCCUPANT ORLESSEE OF A RESIDENTIAL 
SITE OF GENERATION SHALL PERMIT THE ACCUMULATION 
OF SOLID WASTE UPON THE PREMISES IN A MANNER WHICH 
CREATES A PUBLIC NUISANCE. 

(B) COMMENCING ON NOVEMBER 15, 1991 AND AT ALL 
TIMES THEREAFTER, NO PERSON SHALL PLACE ANY SOLID 
WASTE FROM A RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION ON ANY 
PROPERTY OR IN THE RIGHT OF WAY FOR COLLECTION BY 
THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT UNLESS RECYCLABLE 
MATERIALS AND YARD WASTE HAVE BEEN SEPARATED FROM 
THE SOLID WASTE PRIOR TO COLLECTION. 

(C) COMMENCING ON NOVEMBER 15, 1992 AND AT ALL 
TIMES THEREAFTER, NO OWNER, LESSEE, OR OCCUPANT OF 
A MULTIFAMILY DWELLING CONTAINING FIVE (5) UNITS OR 
MORE SHALL PLACE ANY SOLID WASTE ON ANY PROPERTY 
OR IN THE RIGHT OF WAY FOR COLLECTION BY A WASTE 
HAULER UNLESS RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND YARD 
WASTE HAVE BEEN SEPARATED FROM THE SOLID WASTE 
PRIOR TO COLLECTION. 

(D) COMMENCING ON JULY 1, 1994 AND AT ALL TIMES 
THEREAFTER, NO PERSON SHALL PLACE ANY SOLID WASTE

(A) THE CONTAINERS FOR RECYCLABLE MATERIALS

SPECIFIED BY THE CITY’S PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. ITS

NUISANCE AND IS SUBJECT TO REMOVAL OR ABATEMENT. IF 
A VIOLATION OF THIS CHAPTER IS NOT CORRECTED WITHIN 
SEVEN DAYS AFTER NOTICE IS GIVEN IN THE MANNER 
PROVIDED IN SECTION 1060.8 OR 1060.17, RESPECTIVELY, 
THEN THE CITY, THROUGH ITS PUBLIC SERVICE DIRECTOR 
OR AUTHORIZED REPRESENTATIVE, AGENT OR DESIGNEE, 
MAY REMOVE OR ABATE THE NUISANCE. FAILURE TO 
SEPARATE RECYCLABLE MATERIAL OR YARD WASTE FROM 
SOLID WASTE IN VIOLATION OF THIS ORDINANCE SHALL 
RESULT IN GRADUATED ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS AS PRO- 
MULGATED BY THE PUBLIC SERVICE DIRECTOR AND AP- 
PROVED BY CITY COUNCIL BEGINNING FIRST WITH ONE OR 
MORE WARNINGS LEADING UP TO FULL ENFORCEMENT AS 
DETERMINED IN THIS SECTION. 
(B) EXPENSES. 

(1) THE COMPLETE EXPENSE, INCLUDING THE ADMINIS- 
TRATION COSTS TO THE CITY, INCURRED IN THE REMOVAL, 
ABATEMENT OR PREPARATION OF MATERIALS FOR RECY- 
CLING SHALL BE THE SOLE RESPONSIBILITY OF THE OWNER 
OR PARTY IN INTEREST OF THE PROPERTY ON WHICH ORIN 
FRONT OF WHICH THE CONDITION EXISTED AND SHALL BE 
PAID BY THE OWNER OR PARTY IN INTEREST IN WHOSE NAME 
THE PROPERTY APPEARS ON THE CITY'S LATEST REAL 
PROPERTY TAX ASSESSMENT RECORDS. THE EXPENSE 
SHALL BE A PENALTY FOR INCOME TAX PURPOSES. 

(2) THE COMPLETE EXPENSE INCURRED SHALL BE ALIEN 
AGAINST THE REAL PROPERTY AND SHALL BE REPORTED TO 
THE CITY ASSESSOR WHO SHALL ASSESS THE SAME 
AGAINST THE PROPERTY ON WHICH ORIN FRONT OF WHICH 
THE NUISANCE WAS LOCATED. 

(3) THE OWNER OR PARTY IN INTEREST IN WHOSE NAME 
THE PROPERTY APPEARS UPON THE LAST LOCAL TAX 
ASSESSMENT RECORDS SHALL BE NOTIFIED OF THE 
AMOUNT OF SUCH COST BY FIRST CLASS MAIL AT THE 
ADDRESS SHOWN ON THE RECORDS. IF HE OR SHE FAILS TO 
PAY THE SAME WITHIN THIRTY DAYS AFTER MAILING, BY THE 
CITY ASSESSOR, OF A NOTICE OF THE AMOUNT THEREOF, 
THE CITY ASSESSOR SHALL ADD THE SAME TO THE NEXT TAX 
ROLL OF THE CITY AND SUCH AMOUNT SHALL BE COL- 
LECTED IN THE SAME MANNER IN ALL RESPECTS AS 
PROVIDED BY LAW FOR THE COLLECTION OF TAXES BY THE 
CITY. 

1060.10 LICENSING OF WASTE HAULERS 

(A) NO PERSON SHALL ENGAGE IN THE BUSINESS OF 
COLLECTING, TRANSPORTING, DELIVERING, OR DISPOSING 
OF SOLID WASTE, AND/OR RECYCLABLE MATERIALS AND- 
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/OR YARD WASTE WITHIN THE CITY OF LANSING WITHOUT 
FIRST OBTAINING A LICENSE ISSUED BY THE CITY. A WASTE 
HAULER LICENSE SHALL BE VALID FROM THE DATE OF 
ISSUANCE TO THE FOLLOWING DECEMBER 31 (UNLESS 
REVOKED EARLIER). IT SHALL BE AN EXPRESS CONDITION OF 
EACH LICENSE THAT THE WASTE HAULER SHALL, (1) 
COMPLY WITH ALL PROVISIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE, 
FEDERAL AND STATE LAWS; (2) HAVE SUITABLE TYPES OF 
CONTAINERS AND AN APPROPRIATE NUMBER OF CONTAIN- 


ERS TO PROVIDE ADEQUATE SERVICE; (3) A SCHEDULE OF 


PICKUPS; AND (4) DISTRIBUTE APPROPRIATE EDUCATIONAL 
MATERIALS TO NON-RESIDENTIAL SITE OF GENERATION 
CUSTOMERS ON HOW TO PREPARE AND SET UP A COLLEC- 
TION SYSTEM FOR SOLID WASTE, RECYCLABLE MATERIALS 
AND YARD WASTE. 

(B) EVERY PERSON REQUIRED TO OBTAIN A WASTE 
HAULER LICENSE SHALL MAKE APPLICATION TO THE CITY 
ON FORMS PROVIDED BY THE CITY CLERK’S OFFICE. THE 
APPLICATION SHALL REQUIRE SUCH INFORMATION AS WILL 
ENABLE THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SERVICE’S DESIGNEE 
TO DETERMINE WHETHER THE APPLICANT, IF LICENSED, 
WILL SERVE THE PUBLIC IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE RE- 
QUIREMENTS OF THIS ORDINANCE, AND ALL OTHER APPLI- 
CABLE LAWS, STATUTES, ORDINANCES, RULES, AND REGU- 
LATIONS. THE NONREFUNDABLE FEE FOR A WASTE HAULER 
LICENSE SHALL BE DETERMINED BY CITY COUNCIL RE- 
SOLUTION. 

(C) UPON RECEIPT OF AN APPLICATION FORA WASTE 
HAULER LICENSE AND PAYMENT OF A NON-REFUNDABLE 
LICENSE FEE ESTABLISHED BY RESOLUTION OF CITY 
COUNCIL, THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SERVICE SHALL 
MAKE A RECOMMENDATION REGARDING WHETHER TO 
GRANT THE WASTE HAULER LICENSE. THE CITY MAY DENY 
THE ISSUANCE OF A WASTE HAULER LICENSE FOR ANY OF 
THE FOLLOWING REASONS: 

(1) FAILURE OF THE APPLICANT TO COMPLY WITH THIS 
ORDINANCE, AND ANY RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMUL- 
GATED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SERVICE AND 
ADOPTED BY CITY COUNCIL. 

(2) VIOLATIONS OF THIS ORDINANCE OR ANY OTHER 
APPLICABLE LAWS, STATUTES, ORDINANCES, RULES, AND 
REGULATIONS. 

(3) PRIOR CRIMINAL CONVICTIONS, OTHER THAN MINOR 
TRAFFIC OFFENSES, OR PRIOR LICENSE REVOCATION(S), 
WHEN SUCH CRIMINAL CONVICTION OR LICENSE REVOCA- 
TION BEARS ON THE ABILITY OF THE APPLICANT TO SERVE 
THE PUBLIC AS A WASTE HAULER IN A FAIR, HONEST, SAFE, 
AND LAWFUL MANNER. 

(4) MISREPRESENTATION OF ANY MATERIAL FACT IN THE 

APPLICATION FOR THE LICENSE. 
IN THE EVENT THAT THE WASTE HAULER LICENSE |S DENIED, 
THE CITY SHALL PROVIDE TO THE APPLICANT WRITTEN 
FINDINGS OF FACT IN SUPPORT OF THE DENIAL BASED ON 
THE STANDARDS DESCRIBED ABOVE. 

(D) ANY WASTE HAULER LICENSE GRANTED PURSUANT 
TO THIS ORDINANCE MAY BE SUSPENDED OR REVOKED BY 
THE CITY FOR ANY OF THE REASONS FOR DENIAL OF SUCH 
LICENSE SET FORTH ABOVE. THE PUBLIC SERVICE DEPART- 
MENT SHALL MAKE WRITTEN FINDINGS OF FACT IN SUPPORT 
OF ANY LICENSE SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION. 

A PERSON SHALL HAVE THE RIGHT TO A HEARING BEFORE 
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THE CITY COUNCIL ON ANY RECOMMENDED LICENSE 
SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION PROVIDED THAT A WRITTEN 
REQUEST THEREFOR IS FILED WITH THE CITY CLERK WITHIN 
FIVE (5) BUSINESS DAYS AFTER RECEIPT OF NOTICE OF SUCH 
SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION. IN THE EVENT THAT SUCH 
WRITTEN REQUEST ISFILED WITH THE CITY CLERK, THECITY 
COUNCIL SHALL HOLD A PUBLIC HEARING ON SUCH 
SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION AND SHALL HAVE THE POWER 
TO REVERSE, AFFIRM, OR MODIFY THE DECISION OF THE 
_ PUBLIC SERVICE DEPARTMENT. THE CITY COUNCIL SHALL, 
IN ITS DETERMINATION, MAKE WRITTEN FINDINGS OF FACT 
SUPPORTING ITS DECISION. THE DETERMINATION BY THE

(E) ANY VEHICLE USED BY A WASTE HAULER FOR THE

OF SOLID WASTE, WITHIN THE CITY SHALL HAVE THE WASTE 
HAULER’S NAME, ADDRESS, TELEPHONE NUMBER, AND THE 
NUMBER OF ITS LICENSE ISSUED PURSUANT TO THIS 
ORDINANCE, PLAINLY MARKED UPON BOTH SIDES OF THE 
VEHICLE IN LETTERS AND FIGURES NOT LESS THAN THREE

PERIOD OF MORE THAN SEVEN DAYS, EXCEPT DURING ANY

PUBLIC MAY COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm made several remarks about the heated 
debate between members of the Council regarding the Recycling 
Ordinance. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. stated his objection to the 
City Seal because it shows the last tree being cut down. He 
suggests development of a new seal, perhaps one showing a tree 
being planted. 


Ernestine McMullen, who is an Assistance Worker, stated that 
parents must work with the City to stop drug use. She is not 
opposed to the Public Nuigance Ordinance and the effort to rid the 
City's neighborhoods of drugs, however, she feels the City must 
look closely to the problenrof the children who will be put out on the 
streets as a result of the enforcement of this Ordinance. 


Ellen Moore of 1620 Osband stated that a possible alternative to 
boarding up houses is the use of window locks. She thanked the 
Council and the Mayor for the appointment of Robbyne Jones and 
Michael Delgado to the Board of review and stated that the Board 
had a very long and difficult year. Council President Belen thanked 
Ellen for her service on this Board and led the Council in applause 
for Mrs. Moore. 


Ron Sprinkle, a resident of East Lansing and a student of both 
L.C.C. and M.S.U. planning on going into Recycling as a career 
asked if Lansing had a reciprocal agreement with any of its 
neighboring communities such as E. Lansing. Council President 
Belen replied that Lansing has already done outreach to its 
neighboring communities asking for cooperation with Recycling. 


Sam Coulder of 534 S. Dexter, a firefighter for the City of Lansing 
voiced his objections to the Fire Department Budget Cuts, made 
observations about Fire Department overtime, and the need for 
specialty equipment. 


Charles Jurasek of 3200 Reo Rd. asked if there would be an 
assessment increase again this year. He has had one every year 
for the last 3 years. He asked if the City would get paid for the 
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recyclable material it collects. Councilmember Lindemann 
responded that yes the City would be paid for its recyclable 
material depending on the marketability of each separate 
commodity. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor McKane reminded everyone that Wednesday, April 17, 
1991 at 8:00 PM a Public Hearing on the proposed Combined 
Sewer Overflow Control Project plan will be held in the Gardner 
Middle School Auditorium. He urges all homeowners in the City to 
attend. He told the meeting that since passage of the Public 
Nuisance Ordinance last year there have been warning letters sent 
to 80 property owners. Of these 80 property owners 79 have 
complied with the law. One would not. There is due process, these 
properties are reviewed by the Police Department, City Attorney's 
Office, Public Safety Committee, Committee of the Whole, and 
there is a Public Hearing held, and finally the issue is brought 
before the City Council at a regular meeting.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE CITY OF LANSING AND 
ENPROTECH MECHANICAL SERVICES 


AGREEMENT dated this day of , 1991, by and 
between the City of Lansing, 124 W. Michigan Avenue, Lansing, 
Michigan 48933, hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘City,” and 
Enprotech Mechanical Services, 2200 Olds Avenue, Lansing, 
Michigan 48915, hereinafter referred to as “Enprotech,” by which 
the aforementioned parties agree as follows: 

1. The granting of a tax abatement to Enprotech is expressly 
conditioned upon the development and implementation of an 
Affirmative Action Plan (“Plan”) by Enprotech in compliance with 
the City Council Resolution, adopted May 7, 1979: 


. .. Must provide proof of an Equal Opportunity Affirmative 
Action Program that conforms with all appropriate laws and 
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regulations, and must agree to submit annual reports to the 
Lansing Human Relations Board to document non- 
discriminatory personnel practices during the period of 
economic assistance. 


2. The Plan shall be developed and submitted to the Human 
Relations Department no later than six (6) months from the date of 
the approval of the Tax Abatement by City Council. 

3. The Human Relations Department shall then have thirty (30) 
calendar days from the date of receipt by the Human Relations 
Department for its review and approval or disapproval of the 
proposed Plan. If disapproved by the Human Relations Depart- 
ment, Enprotech shall have thirty (30) calendar days to submit a 
revised proposed plan which will meet all the criteria identified by 
the Human Relations Department. 

4, The Human Relations Department of the City of Lansing shall 
conduct periodic reviews of protected class persons in the work 
force utilization of Enprotech in order to ensure compliance with 
the Plan, and Enprotech shall cooperate fully with the City's Human 
Relations Department, its officers, agents and employees in the 
performance by the Human Relations Department of its services 
under this Agreement. 

5. In the event Enprotech fails to comply with the terms and 
conditions governing the development of the Plan or if the reported 
progress made in implementing the Plan by the end of the first year 
subsequent to the granting of the tax abatement by City Council, is 
not satisfactory to the Human Relations Department, Enprotech 
agrees that City Council may withdraw and/or revoke the tax 
abatement. 

6. Enprotech expressly acknowledges and agrees that the 
granting of the tax abatement is expressly conditioned upon the 
performance of the terms and conditions of this Agreement and 
has read all of the terms and conditions and agrees with them. 

7. Enprotech agrees that this Agreement is the complete 
agreement with the City, and that this Agreement cannot be 
modified, altered or otherwise changed unless in writing and 
executed by both the Mayor and the Chief Executive Officer of 
Enprotech. 

8. Enprotech’s representatives in signing this Agreement 
represent to the City that they have legal authority to sign this 
Agreement on behalf of Enprotech. 

9. This Agreement shall not be merged or become part of any 
other term or condition of the tax abatement certificate. 

10. This document and the terms and conditions of this 
document shall be construed and interpreted as if both parties 
drafted this Agreement.

Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis commented on the letter from 
Continental Cablevision regarding their announced rate increase 
stating that this increase means $2.00 per month to the subscriber 
and is the second increase in the last year. Continental last raised 
their rate on June 18, 1990. He thanked channel 28 for getting the 
audio right and asked when we might get a clock in the Council 
Chambers. 


Howard Jones of 426 W. Barnes announced that the demonstra- 
tion truck for recycling that was supposed to be at the last meeting 
of the South Central Neighborhood Organization on Wednesday, 
April 17, 1991 had to be rescheduled to April 24, 1991. He stated 
that the citizens of Lansing were tired of paying for buildings that 
they did not have the use of and suggested that the City appoint a 
Citizens Review Board to work with the City on the expansion of the 
Lansing Center. 


Blayog Pogoncheff of 1509 W. Grand River spoke in opposition to 
the City’s subsidy of the Lansing Center and asked what the cost of 
operating the Lansing Center was last year and how much it would 
cost to put in a kitchen. Councilmember Schmidt requested a 
response to Mr. Pogoncheff’s question from any Councilmember 
who had appropriate information. Councilmember Lindemann 
responded to Mr. Pogoncheff's comments stating that the Civic 
Arena was always subsidized since it's conception and in all 
probability the Lansing Center would always have to be subsidized 
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too. Councilmember Brockwell reported that last year the subsidy 
request for the Lansing Center was $750,000 and was reduced to 
$675,000. Councilmember Canady stated that these subsidies are 
not bond issues, they are financed by T.I.F.A. funds. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm also stated his opposition to the 
renovation of the Lansing Center. 


William Hubbell of 1128% Cooper Ave. brought in a sketch of a 
revised City logo. 


Dennis Stepanvich of 1640 Sunnyside said that the Council should 
find out if the citizens want to subsidize City centers and accept 
their input. Councilmember Lindemann stated that he welcomes 
and wants public input on this matter. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan stated that the Council does not 
treat people right. He complained of rising costs and less services. 


REMARKS BY THE EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT 


Mr. Boyd commended Enprotech Mechanical Services for 
developing an Affirmative Action Plan. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Lindemann announced that on Saturday, April 27, 
1991 the Eastside, Neighborhood Association will hold their ‘Spring 
Souper’ beginning at 5:30 PM admission for adults is $3.00 children 
under 10 are half price and there is a $12.00 maximum charge per 
family. He said the food was excellent at last year’s event. He 
reported a problem with a manhole cover on Fairview and Vine 
sinking on one side and requested the attention of the Public 
Service Department. He told the Council that Lansing had been 
ranked 12th in the Nation on a recent list of Environmentally 
conscious Cities. 


Councilmember Benavides said that he has a candidate for the 
Citizens Advisory Committee/Board on Recycling. He stated his 
concern about a traffic problem on Reo Rd. occurring between 
3:00-4:00 P.M. when school lets out. He will give the Mayor the 
name and phone number of the neighborhood contact. 


Councilmember Schmidt told the Council that she had read a good 
article in the Lansing State Journal about the Beechfield 
Neighborhood's fight against crime in their area. She commended 
them for taking their neighborhood back and making it a place that 
people want to live in again.

The Committee disagrees with the Mayor's recommendation on 
this matter, and believes that the City should continue to fund 50% 
of the cost of planting and maintaining the flower tubs located in 
District #1.

PUBLIC MAY COMMENT 


Lloyd Teets of 116 East Elm Street commented on his agenda item 
VIII-D stating that he felt it should have been referred to the Mayor 
or City Attorney for action rather than being received and placed on 
file. Council President Belen stated that it was her understanding 
that a further letter had already been given by Mr. Teets to the City 
Attorney and that no further referral is necessary for action to 
occur. 


Mary Lou Mason, Chairperson of the Human Relations Board, 
stated the Board’s pleasure with the Council reinstatment of the 
Human Relation’s Department’s budget and stressed the 
importance of the City’s maintenance of this Department. 


Toni Lee, owner of Special Moments in the 100 Block of East 
Kalamazoo Street, submitted a petition to Council for short term 
parking for the 100 block. Councilmember Ford stated that he is 
representing Ms. Lee in this matter and that he will be abstaining 
from any Council action relating to this request. 


REFERRED TO THE MAYOR AND THE TRAFFIC BOARD 


Mr. William Mallett, no address given, stated that he felt the proper 
way to get action from Council is to use the proper channels and 
not by loud protest at the podium in front of the t.v. cameras. 


Betty Kost of 1425 Mcintyre stated that she felt the Civic 
Center/Arena had been built for use by the Veterans and felt the 
City was neglecting this commitment. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. inquired as to status of the 
Cable T. V. Advisory Board that was established a couple of 
months ago. He said that he had applied for membership on this 
Board and has heard nothing. The Mayor responded that he has 
had trouble obtaining applications to this Board and that he wanted 
to be able to fill the entire Board at once. He stated that he felt he 
had the proper number of applications for him to make the 
appointments and that he will be bringing appointments to Council 
the week of May 13th. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis Street said he hoped that the 
administration would be preparing a response to the Point of View 
Article which was in Sunday's (May 5, 1991) Lansing State Journal. 
He also reminded viewers that there still is only one candidate who 
has filed for the position of Councilmember of Ward 3. He also 
inquired of Council when they would have information available on 
the City budget. He felt that this should be made available to the 
general public for review prior to the public hearing scheduled for 
May 13, 1991. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor McKane stated that he would be happy to work with a 
citizen's advisory committee on the expansion to the Lansing 
Center if the Council wished to establish such a board to 
supplement the one already in place. The Mayor announced 
details of the Michigan Parades into the 21st Century which will 
take place downtown on Saturday, May 11, 1991, and urged 
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everyone to attend. The Mayor also read into the record the 
following memo from John Salmons of the Building Safety 
Department in response to the actions of Lloyd Teets: 


On April 30, 1991, Lloyd Teets called me to tell me that the 
Building Division would not be allowed to inspect his rental unit 
(he lives there, he doesn't own it) without a search warrant. He 
further indicated that, as | would need probable cause, | would not 
be able to get a search warrant. As usual, he was verbally 
abusive. | attempted to explain that, because we were required to 
inspect all rental units in the City of Lansing, we could obtain an 
administrative search warrant to do the inspection. As he had 
refused us entry, | indicated that my only recourse was to obtain 
the administrative search warrant. 


Once again, Mr. Teets began his verbally abusive tirade. This 
time he finished it up by stating that he was capable of physical 
violence, and that he would go after my family if we attempted to 
do the inspection. He indicated he would not waste his time on 
me, as | wasn't of significant value on which to waste his time. 


| have tolerated much abuse in my position over the past six (6) 
years, and have treated it as being part of my job. | have even 
been threatened personally on a number of occasions before, 
and | write it off as part of the job. | will not, however, accept 
threats against my family as part of my job. | will not tolerate 
threats against my family. Mr. Teets has gone too far this time. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Crawford stated that he felt Mr. Teets did not have 
any basis in law for his complaint against the Building Safety 
Department. 


Councilmember Lindemann asked for action on cleaning up trash 
on the skywalk by the Grand River School. He also wished to 
schedule a meeting with the Public Service Director about a 
possible extension of the leaf pick-up program. 


Councilmember Schmidt stated, in response to Betty Kost's 
comments, that the resolution passed this evening will guarantee 
that the City will provide facilities for veterans and senior citizens to 
replace those at the Civic Arena. 


Councilmember Lindemann moved for suspension of the rules for 
One additional item. This was carried unanimously. Council- 
member Lindemann submitted an application from Lana Byrd for 
the Recycling Board.

Randy, a respresentative of Wendy's on S. Cedar speaking in 
regards to SLU-3-91 at 433 & 435 S. Cedar St. stated that they are 
glad to see Mr. Kellogg building a shelter, but, they are concerned 
about parking for the shelter. He suggested that Mr. Kellogg put up 
a privacy fence to alleviate their concerns about people hanging 
around in the parking lot who are not supposed to be there. 


Sue Eby of 130 Island spoke regarding the Recycler's drop off site 
being funded, and asked for an amendment to the budget to give 
the site full funding. She stated that the Budget Department has 
been misleading people about the financial shape of the City. She 
believes that the City is in very good shape financially, and 
objected to the amount of executive overtime being paid. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland agreed with Sue Eby regarding the 
Recyclers drop off site, stating that he disagrees with a $55.00 per 
year charge for people, like him, who go tothe drop off site with their 
recyclables rather than using curbside pickup. He asked why he 
was not one of the appointees to the Cable Advisory Board. Mayor 
McKane stated that he did not feel that Gary was unqualified to sit 
on the Board. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 
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- Phil Grabel of 3632 Cooley Drive told the Council that he is 
concerned about a landfill between the back of his property and the 
Elks Lodge on Moores River Drive. This property is in the 
Floodplain of the Grand River. Originally the DNR approved a plan 
that had been submitted to property owners in the area specifying 
materials to be used in the landfill. Mr. Grabel believes that this 
landfill is in violation of the plan approved by the DNR and requests 
enforcement by either the City, or the State.

Said Utility Equity Investment Fee 
shall be computed on the basis of the formula and method as 
determined by the Finance and Public Service Departments. 


3. The City of Lansing will not participate in any costs for the 
extension of sanitary sewers or appurtenances, right of ways 
required, or legal, engineering and inspection fees. 


4. The City shall not be responsible for any costs of construction or 
maintenance of the individual house leads from the user's building 
to, and including the connection with the sewer main located in the 
street or within a sewer easement. 


5. Inthe case of borderline streets, where the City has previously 
constructed a sanitary sewer, connections will be allowed, subject 
to the payment of the utility equity investment fee and payment of 
the assessment cost as previously paid by residents of the City, 
and subject to all other provisions of this agreement. 


6. A permit from the Department of Public Service from the City of 
Lansing shall be obtained prior to any sanitary sewer construction 
work. Detailed plans and specifications prepared by a registered 
Engineer shall be submitted to the Lansing City Engineer for review 
and approval prior to issuing the sanitary sewer construction 
permit. 


7. If atall practical all sewer lines shall be placed in street Right of 
Way. If easements across private property are required, the 
Township shall acquire same at Township expense and in the 
name of the Township. Said easements shall be assigned to the 
City of Lansing, for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
sanitary sewer system. All easements shall be properly recorded. 


8. Upon completion of construction of sewers built, and prior to 
placing said system in use, satisfactory evidence shall be 
submitted to the City Engineer that the plans and specifications 
have been fully complied with and that the sewers may be placed in 
service.

ORDINANCE NO. 834 

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, TO 
AMEND SECTION 5.83 OF CHAPTER 5 OF THE LANSING CODE 
OF ORDINANCES FOR THE PURPOSE OF REQUIRING THAT A 
DRIVER OF A MOTOR VEHICLE SHALL SECURE BY SEAT BELT 
ANY CHILD FOUR YEARS OR MORE BUT LESS THAN 16 YEARS 
OF AGE IN ANY AREA OF THE MOTOR VEHICLE. 

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Part Four, Chapter 5 of the Codified Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing is hereby amended to read as follows. 

Sec. 5.83. Safety belt usage; exclusions; enforcement; evidence of 
negligence; violations; application of section. 

(1) This section shall not apply to a driver or passenger of: 

(a) A motor vehicle manufactured before January |, 1965. 
(b) A bus. 

(c) A motorcycle. 

(d) A moped. 

(e) A motor vehicle if the driver or passenger possesses a 
written verification from a physician that the driver or passenger is 
unable to wear a safety belt for physical or medical reasons. 

(f) A motor vehicle which is not required to be equipped with 
safety belts under federal law. 

(g) A commercial or United States postal service vehicle which 
makes frequent stops for the purpose of pickup or delivery of goods 
or services. 

(h) A motor vehicle operated by a rural carrier of the United 
States postal service while serving his or her rural postal route. 

(2) This section shall not apply to a passenger of a school bus. 

(3) Each driver and front seat passenger of a motor vehicle 
operated on a street or highway in this state shall wear a properly 
adjusted and fastened safety belt, except that a child less than 4 
years of age shali be protected as required in section 5.82 of this 
code. A driver of a motor vehicle transporting achild 4 years of age 
or more, but less than 16 years of age, in any area of the motor 
vehicle, shall secure the child in a properly adjusted and fastened 
safety belt. 

(4) Enforcement of this section by state or local law enforcement 
agencies shall be accomplished only as a secondary action when 
a driver of a motor vehicle has been detained for a suspected 
violation of another section of the act. 

(5) Failure to wear a safety belt in violation of this section may be 
considered evidence of negligence and may reduce the recovery 
for damages arising out of the ownership, maintenance, or 


operation of a motor vehicle. However, such negligence shall not 
reduce the recovery for damages by more than 5%. 

(6) A person who violates this section is responsible for a civil 
infraction. 

(7) Points shall not be assessed for a violation of this section. 

(8) This section shall not apply after April 1, 1989, if on that date or 
at any time thereafter, the United States government requires the 
installation of passive passenger restraints in new automobiles, 
whether that requirement is by statute, administrative rule, court 
decision, or any other way. 

(9) A violation of this section shall result in a civil fine and costs of 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00).

James VandeBunte of 806 N. Capitol speaking on behalf of 
Raymond and Steven Graham who have recently purchased 
property at 1215 W. lonia which is scheduled for demolition on 
Monday morning. They are attempting to bring the property up to 
code and ask for a delay of the demolition order. Councilmember 
Lindemann stated that the Council should not consider delaying 
the demolition order on this property. He suggested that the owners 
meet with the members of the Public Service Committee on Friday 
morning. Councilmember Ford, arriving late, stated that he had with 
him a Resolution granting an extension of time to the Graham's, 
but, he would defer to Councilmember Lindemann’s suggestion 
that the matter be dealt with in committee. Jim Kzeski, Director of 
the Building Safety Department stated that this renovation is not up 
to the quality of work that needs to be done to restore the building 
and he does not think that the people involved are capable of 
restoring this building. Councilmember Lindemann stated that staff 
person for the Public Services Committee, Tina, will set up a 
meeting with Mr. VandeBunte, the Grahams, and the members of 
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the Committee. 


Rick Gamber of 1213 W. Shiawassee is opposed to any delays in 
the demolition of this property, stating that it has been a problem to 
the neighborhood since 1983. 


John Hopkins of 1013 Climax suggested that before the planned 
extension of the Riverwalk is completed Lansing and East Lansing 
cooperate in a cleanup of the River and call it “Lansing Meets East 
Lansing Clean Up Day”. Councilmember Lindemann applauded 
John’s idea and suggested that the Committee of the Whole write a 
resolution co-sponsoring the event with East Lansing. Council- 
member Brockwell commented on this young man's insight into 
the need to clean up our environment and stated that in a lot of 
cases the young are more aware of these types of needs than are 
adults.

William Hubbell of 1128% Cooper Ave. said that, if the City can get 
the State to fund the Presidential Preference Primary, then they 
should be able to get the Federal Government to pay for the 
redistricting that they are mandating. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis commented on two articles 
recently published in the State Journal. He commented on a high 
speed chase involving the Lansing Police Department that took 
place on Pennsylvania at Oakland in which an innocent bystander 
was injured and the need to prevent these types of accidents. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR'S EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT 


Mr. Boyd turned the-floor over to Jo Flaherty for further discussion 
of the problem with the Terrace Townhome property. Jo told the 
Council that she felt this problem could best be solved administra- 
tively. Councilmember Schmidt agreed with Jo’s assessment of 
the problem. Councilmember Lindemann stated that the Terrace 
Townhome Residents have a petition in front of the Council and 
therefore Council should take action on it. CouncilmemberBrock- 
well stated that he wants to be advised of any meetings that are 
scheduled so that he can take part.

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WHEREAS at this public hearing residents in the vicinity spoke in 
opposition to the request indicating that it would have an adverse 
impact on adjacent development; and 


WHEREAS the Planning Board, at their meeting of April 16, 1991, 
reviewed this request and the testimony and evidence received 
from the applicant as well as the property owners within the vicinity 
and unanimously recommended approval subject to conditions, 
and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of City Council, 
to whom was referred the report of the Planning Board, concurs 
therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of the City 
of Lansing approves a special Land Use for properties located at 
433 and 435 South Cedar Street subject to the following conditions: 


1. Compliance with ali Building and Fire Code requirements. 
2. Installation of an opaque fence along the north property line to 
buffer the residence from the commercial parking lot to the north. 
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3. No signs are permitted in order to retain residential character. 


In recommending this approval the City Council considered the 
following: 


Compatible with Use of Adjacent Properties 

The proposal would re-establish a residential use in both of these 
properties which is the same type of use occupying the structures 
tothe south. To the north is the parking lot of a fast food restaurant 
(Wendy's) which was previously occupied by residential struc- 
tures. East from the site and separated by Larch Street are 
residential uses. Directly west of the site beyond Cedar Street is the 
Grand River with a view of River Street Park. North of the Wendy’s 
parking lot most uses are non-residential in nature. The zoning 
pattern is generally consistent with the land uses described above. 
DM-4 zoning exists to the east, west and south with primarily 
industrial zoning (“H” Light Industrial) to the north. 


The proposal appears to be compatible with a majority of the 
existing development to the south and east. Given adequate 
screening and buffering, the parking lot to the north could be made 
generally compatible. While not generally considered compatible, 
the non-residential uses north from the site are not of a type to pose 
significant problems for the proposed use. Most are daytime 
operations which will be closed when the residential uses are 
occupied. Generally the use proposed appears to be compatible 
with surrounding land uses. 


Change in Essential Character 

The proposal will be less intense than other non-residential uses in 
the area. Counselling and training programs will be for the house 
residents so the only traffic associated with such programs will be 
the staff person conducting it. None of the residents are expected 
to have a vehicle, although several spaces are available inthe rear 
yard. Asa result, little traffic is anticipated. Also 24 hour supervision 
should be effective in structuring the daily routine of residents in 
such a way as to establish a very low key, low intensive residential 
operation. 


The proposal will retain the residential character of the immediate 
properties and allow stabilization of this character until such time 
as other potential future use patterns can be established over the 
entire “point.” A discussion of these potential future patterns is 
presented under the section; compliance with the Master Plan. 


Interference with Use of Adjacent Properties 

Considering the low intensity level of the residential use proposed, 
it would appear that no interference with the enjoyment of 
surrounding properties will occur. 


Improvement to Property and Surrounding Area 

The implementation of this project will result in improvement to the 
physical structures as they are brought up to code standards. The 
surrounding area will benefit from having residential uses in these 
structures that will buffer other homes to the south and retain a 
residential character for the present. 


Cause Environmental Impacts 

The proposal will improve the existing visual environmental. No air, 
water or noise pollution is anticipated as a result of this project. No 
negative environmental impacts are anticipated. 


Impact on Public Services 
The proposal will allow residents to take advantage of the existing 
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bus service but their use of the system will not exceed the capacity 
of the facilities. The implementation of this proposal will not 
negatively impact on any public services. 


Impact on Utility Capacity 
No negative impacts are anticipated upon any of the public utilities 
which service the site. 


Compliance with the Master Plan 

The Northeast Area Master Plan included this “point” area in aland 
use category called downtown support services. Subsequently 
when the Cedar/Larch Corridor plan was being developed, 
Wendy's was established and then expanded their parking into the 
“point.” As the available land area dwindled, the expectation that a 
viable use would have sufficient space to operate also diminished. 
Therefore, when the plan was published, it recommended the 
“point” become open space, a green vista at the entrance to the 
Central Area. 


When further study was conducted regarding the Capitol Loop, the 
conclusion reached was similar to the Cedar/Larch Plan: that this 
property should be green space with a landmark or monument 
signifying the east entrance to the Capitol Loop. 


The proposal would do nothing in the long range to change or 
hinder the implementation of these plans. This residential facility 
providles a proper and appropriate interim use until the develop- 
ment of those plans can be realized. It will provide the continued 
residential element to stabilize existing residential development in 
the short term. 


In conjunction with the Cedar/Larch Corridor Plan and the Capitol 
Loop Plan, “a parking strategy for the CBD” was also developed 
and adopted by City Council. It recommends a 1200 space 
commuter parking lot north of Kalamazoo Street. City policy and 
funds have been committed to the acquisition and construction of 
this parking facility. All firm city policy commitments have been 
focused north of Kalamazoo. No definite plans have been identified 
south of Kalamazoo. Because no firm commitment has been made 
about redevelopment of this area, it is even more important to 
establish a use which continues to provide support for existing 
development. Without improved residential use the properties may 
become abandoned and introduce deterioration to the entire 
“point” area long before the city and/or state is willing or able to 
commit actual funds for a “landmark green space.” 


This proposal represents an opportunity to establish a reasonable 
residential use in accord with the existing zoning and land use 
pattern which is also in keeping with general master plan as well as 
citywide goals, objectives and policies. 


It further provides an opportunity to sustain existing development 
while recognizing potential eventual changes in land use patterns 
as identified in the Cedar/Larch and Capitol Loop plans. 


Compliance with Zoning District 

The property is zoned “DM-4” Residential District which permits 
multiple family dwellings. Each structure would house one 
functional family in an operational sense which is generally 
considered less intense than multiple dwellings. The proposal 
would appear to be in compliance with the uses permitted in the 
“DM-4” Residential District.

Lots 74 and 75 Fairfield Subdivision, City of Lansing, Ingham 
County, Michigan; 


and 


WHEREAS the Planning Board held a public hearing regarding this 
matter on March 19, 1991 where two persons spoke with concerns 
about lighting and access; and 


WHEREAS the Planning Board, on April 16, 1991, recommended 
approval of the Special Land Use subject to two conditions; and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of the City 
Council concurs therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
hereby approves a Special Land Use for the above described 
property to be used for the parking and sale of used automobiles 
subject to the following conditions: 


1. Elimination and relocation of the curb cut on Riley Street as 
discussed as part of the staff report and the continuation of a 
landscape buffer along the south property line to the west, directly 
to the south of the house on Riley Street. 


2. The adjustment/ shielding of parking lot lights to the confines of 
the lot. 


3. These conditions of approval be implemented by the owner- 
/applicant by September 30, 1991. Failure to comply with these 
conditions will be cause for the city to seek revocation of this 
special land use permit. 


Further, the City Council in rendering their decision considered the 
following: 


1. IS THE SPECIAL LAND USE DESIGNED, CONSTRUCTED, 
OPERATED AND MAINTAINED IN A MANNER HARMONIOUS 
WITH THE CHARACTER OF ADJACENT PROPERTY AND THE 
SURROUNDING USE? 


The existing portion of the parking lot that is zoned “J” Parking 
District is primarily surrounded on the north, east and south sides 
by a brick wall and a landscape planter. Single family residential 
land uses are adjacent to these sides, directly on the north across 
Colvin Court to the east and across Riley Street to the south. The 
landscape planter helps buffer the visual affects of the parking lot 
from the adjacent residential uses. A driveway curb cut on the 
south side of this portion of the parking lot is directly across from a 
residence on Riley Street. This curb cut was required to be closed 


_ whenthe sales building was constructed. The drive was allowed to 


remain open during the Cedar Street reconstruction but is required 
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to be closed this year. It is possible another curb cut closer to 
Cedar street could be approved where it would be located across 
froma commercial land use. This would have to be reviewed by the 
Transportation Division. Traffic generation for a used car facility is 
low compared to other common retail uses but the neighbors are 
concerned about the times cars are test driven down Riley street; 
therefore, some of those from the neighborhood want the curb cut 
closed also. It may be possible to design a relocated curb cut as 
suggested above to prohibit turns from the parking lotto go east on 
Riley Street. 


The site lighting was also considered somewhat of a problem since 
it shines in windows of adjacent homes. If approved, the lights 
should be required to be adjusted away from the windows of these 
homes. 


Based on the foregoing information, with relocation to the curb cut 
on Riley street and modification of the site lighting, the proposed 
use of the parking lot can be operated in a manner harmonious with 
the adjacent land uses. 


2. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE CHANGE THE 
ESSENTIAL CHARACTER OF THE SURROUNDING PROPERTY? 


The subject property has been utilized as a parking lot for many 
years. The proposed use does not change the essential character 
of its use in relation to the surrounding property. The parking lot has 
been improved with a landscape buffer and, therefore, has 
changed its character positively by reducing its impact on the 
adjacent residential uses. 


3. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE INTERFERE WITH 
THE GENERAL ENJOYMENT OF ADJACENT PROPERTY? 


The parking lot itself intrudes into the residential area just off the 
Cedar Street commercial strip and thereby its associated activity is 
imposed upon the adjacent uses. The activity though is limited 
since a majority of the vehicles in the lot are parked long term 
unless they are started or test driven. The intensity of this use 
compared to other commercial uses including its past uses is low. 
Therefore, the activity associated with this lot is lower than the 
vehicular activity on Cedar street and therefore acts as a transition 
between Cedar street and the residential uses east of Cedar Street. 


The landscape buffering helps buffer the used car sales from the 
adjacent residential uses. 


At the public hearing one nearby resident commented regarding 
the parking lot lighting which shines into their windows at night. The 
lighting is owned by the Board of Water and Light and rented to the 
applicant. These can be redirected or shielded in order to control 
lighting overflow. 


The special land use should not adversely impact the general 
enjoyment of the surrounding development. 


4, WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE REPRESENT AN IMPROVE- 
MENT TO THE USE OR CHARACTER OF THE SUBJECT 
PROPERTY AND THE SURROUNDING AREA IN GENERAL AND 
WILL THE USE BE IN KEEPING WITH THE NATURAL ENVIRON- 
MENT OF THE LOT? 


The special land use as proposed just changes the type of parking 
on the lot and does not necessarily represent a use change. The 
environment of the lot will not be adversely affected with the 
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proposed use. Instead, with the landscaping improvements 
proposed, the environmental character of the lot should improve. 


5. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE BE HAZARDOUS TO ADJA- 
CENT PROPERTIES OR INVOLVE USES, ACTIVITIES, MATE- 
RIALS OR EQUIPMENT WHICH ARE DETRIMENTAL TO THE 
HEALTH, SAFETY OR WELFARE OF PERSON OR PROPERTY 
THROUGH THE EXCESSIVE PRODUCTION OF TRAFFIC, NOISE, 
SMOKE, ODOR, FUMES OR GLARE? 


The use of the parking lot for the sale of used vehicles will not 
adversely impact the adjacent residential uses. As stated earlier 
the intensity of this type of use is much less than many land uses 
allowed in the “F"” Commercial District which is the primary zoning 
of the overall parcel. 


6 and 7. ARE THERE SUFFICIENT PUBLIC SERVICES AND 
FACILITIES AVAILABLE TO SERVE THE SPECIAL LAND USE? 


Additional public services are not required for this special land use 
request. 


IS THE SPECIAL LAND USE CONSISTENT WITH THE INTENT 
AND PURPOSE OF THE ZONING CODE AND THE OBJECTIVES 
OF THE CURRENT COMPREHENSIVE PLAN? 


The Zoning Code was recently amended to allow the sale of 
new/used vehicles from property zoned “J” Parking District if a 
special land use was granted. Four conditions accompany the 
approval of a special land use permit; they are: 


A. The parking area shall be covered with portland cement or 
asphaltic concrete. 


B. Each point of vehicular ingress and egress to the lot shall be 
not less than sixty feet from the intersection of any two streets. 


C. Any repair or refinishing which is done on the lot shall be done 
within the confines of an enclosed structure. 


D. Lighting shall be directed away from any adjacent residential 
district. 


The property used for parking is already paved. Therefore, the first 
condition is met. The driveway curb cut off Riley Street is 35 feet 
away from Colvin Court and approximately 160 feet away from 
Cedar Street. Therefore, the curb cut on Riley must be closed/rel- 
ocated closer to Cedar Street. This could accomplish the goal of 
not having the curb cut directly across from the house on the south 
side of Riley Street and could allow for better circulation around the 
building. The vehicle service work is performed within the building 
and the lighting was discussed earlier. 


All of these requirements can be, or are already, met. The Riley 
Street curb cut is required to be relocated and the lighting adjusted 
to meet Code requirements. The Southeast Area comprehensive 
Plan designates the property for commercial use. The special land 
use is a Commercial use and, therefore, meets the intent of the 
Plan. 


9. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE MEET THE DIMENSIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE DISTRICT IN WHICH THE PROPERTY 
IS LOCATED? 


Since a structure is not going to be constructed, building setback 
and height requirements do not apply; and 
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BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the City Clerk notify the petitioner 
of this action.

Compatible with surrounding Development 

The parcels north and south of the subject property are used for 
commercial and office uses respectively. East are several single 
family dwellings and to the west is one single family dwelling anda 
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truck dealership. This is an area in transition. The ambulance 
business, because of the nature of its operation, will provide 
residential use since four crew persons will eat and sleep here 
while also establishing a low intensity office which has little or no 
traffic associated with it. 


It appears to be an office use which can operate well out of a 
converted residential structure and as such would seem to be an 
appropriate use compatible with a variety of adjacent uses. 


Change in Essential Character 

The character was altered when the property was rezoned in 1983 
from “A” Residential to “D-1" Professional Office District. A totally 
non-residential office building could have been constructed which 
would have caused an abrupt change in the general character. 
This proposal will retain a residential component which should 
assist in a more gradual transition to non-residential uses. 


Interference with Enjoyment of Adjacent Properties 

The introduction of the ambulance service would only interfere 
possibly if the lights and siren were frequently used at night. That 
does not appear to be the case considering the present operational 
characteristics. No impact is expected in that regard. 


Environmental Impacts 

No changes in environmental conditions are anticipated. Noise at 
night should not be a problem according to the operational 
characteristics of the business. 


Impact on Public Services 

No change in public services is anticipated. Although traffic turning 
left from westbound Jolly onto southbound Cedar backs up to this 
property occasionally, the Transportation Engineer believes that if 
an emergency to the west occurred, the ambulance could U-turn 
on Jolly or it could be parked off site, possibly in the Jolly Cedar 
Plaza if the situation warranted. Since the vehicles are radio 
dispatched there should not be a problem. 


Impact on Provision of Utilities 
No change in the provision or capacity of utilities to the site is 
anticipated. 


Compliance with the Master Plan 

The Master Plan recommends office development in this location. 
The ambulance service with the special Land Use permit would fit 
appropriately into this classification. Therefore, it would appear 
that the proposal complies with Master Plan recommendations. 


Compliance with Zoning Regulations 

A private emergency service is a permitted use in the “D-1” 
Professional Office District with a special Land Use permit. The 
property is zoned “D-1” Professional Office. The proposal fits use 
requirements and with the addition of hard surfaced parking for 
four vehicles (not in the front yard) appropriately landscaped, 
parking requirements would also be met.

The Law Department has been working with the Personnel and 
Training Department to minimize the City’s Worker's Compensa- 
tion costs. As part of that commitment, the City has retained the 
services of Corporate Services, Inc. which is a service firm 
specializing in the handling of worker's compensation cases short 
of trial. A review of all of the City’s files by this firm along with a 
review by the Law Department and the Personnel and Training 
Department indicates the need for some specialized legal services 
in this area when these matters go to trial. The Law Department is 
recommending that the law firm of Howard & Howard, specifically, 
David Coey, be retained to provide this expert legal assistance. 


In addition, recently the City has been served with a lawsuit by an 
applicant who alleges that the City’s failure to hire her was 
discriminatory. f this case goes to trial, it appears that certain City 
employees, including employees in the Law Department, will need 
to testify on behalf of the City. As a result, the Law Department is 
not able to represent the City inthis matter and| am recommending 
that the law firm of Dickinson, Wright, Moon, Van Dusen & Freeman, 
be retained to assist the City in this lawsuit.

In addition, recently the City has been served with a lawsuit by an 
applicant who alleges that the City’s failure to hire her was 
diecriminatory.

WHEREAS THE Planning Board held a public hearing on this 
request May 7, 1991, at which time several persons spoke in favor 
and a number in opposition to the request, and petitions from the 
neighborhood opposing the location of Holden House at 3300 
South Pennsylvania Avenue were received; and 


WHEREAS the Planning Board, at their meeting of May 21, 1991, 
reviewed this request in conjunction with all ofthe communications 
that were received both in opposition and in favor of the request 
and by a vote of 4 yeas, 3 nays recommended that a special land 
use be approved for the property at 3300 South Pennsylvania 
Avenue for the purpose of establishing a residential care facility for 
up to fourteen (14) men who are recovering from alcohol and/or 
chemical dependencies, subject to conditions; and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of City Council, 
to whom was referred the report of the Planning Board, concurred 
therewith, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of the City 
of Lansing approves a special land use for the National Council on 
Alcoholism for the purpose of establishing a residential care facility 
for up to fourteen men who are recovering from alcoholism and 
other chemical dependencies, subject to the following conditions: 


1. That a minimum lot area of 14,000 square feet be maintained for 
the residents of this facility. 


2. That twenty-four (24) hour supervision be maintained and that 
this supervisory personnel be awake when on the job. 
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3. The improvements to the property shall be of a residential 
nature and proper landscape screening and buffering for 
surrounding land uses shall be provided. The landscape, 
screening and buffering for the property must meet or exceed the 
standards established by the City’s Ordinances and the plan shall 
be approved by the Planning Division. This should include the 
provision of open space as required through the removal of 
pavement as necessary along the west and south property lines. 


4. That a pass system be developed whereby no resident is 
allowed to leave the Holden House premises without supervision 
and a pass, 


5. There shall be no signs on the property. 


6. There shall be continual contact with the neighborhood as 
necessary through the National Council's offices and the contact 
person from Holden House will be available to the neighbors to 
facilitate communication. 


7. That the National Council consider holding an open house at 
this location for the neighborhood on a yearly basis. 


8. The staff vehicles associated with the facility shall not cut 
through the neighborhood to get to Holden House, but rather utilize 
major arterials for access. 


9. That if a resident of the facility wishes to discontinue 
participation in the program, the on duty staff person will first 
attempt to keep the person in the house. If the resident insists on 
leaving, a destination should be determined and transportation be 
arranged to that location. 


10. Prior to occupancy of the site all of the above conditions shall 
be met and all of the requirements of the Building Division and Fire 
Prevention shall be completed. 


TheCity Council considered the following with their approval of this 
request: 


A. That there are no other such similar uses located within 1500 
feet of the subject property. The City of Lansing has mandated 
dispersion of residential care facilities. This was recommended in 
the River Island Master Plan completed in 1978. The Ordinance 
setting the 1500 foot distance was adopted by City Council in 1988. 


B. The special land use be designed, constructed (altered in this 
Case), operated and maintained in a manner harmonious with the 
surrounding area. 


C. The essential physical character of the building will be 
residential. This residential character should be enhanced by the 
site improvements as required by the Zoning Ordinance for 
screening and buffering. The residential character of the building 
will be maintained by the applicant and enhanced through exterior 
cosmetic changes which will include site improvements. 


D. The essential character of the surrounding area-will not be 
altered. 


E. The uses, activities, materials and equipment should not be 
detrimental to the health, safety or welfare of persons or property 
by the introduction of traffic (no cars allowed for residents and no 
Cut-through traffic of the neighborhood by staff), noise, smoke, 
odor, fumes (this will be a residential facility with 24 hour 
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supervision for control) or glare (screening and buffering will be 
required). 


F. The facility is adequately served by essential public facilities 
and services and it is demonstrated by NCA that they will 
continually provide for services and facilities deemed essential to 
the Holden House. 


G. This facility will not place demands on public services and 
facilities in excess of current capacity. The various utilities have 
assured this. 


H. The special land use is consistent with the intent and purpose of 
the Zoning Code and the objectives of the currently adopted 
Comprehensive Plan.

WHEREAS the Planning Board at their meeting of Aprit 16, 1991 
recommended denial of the request by a vote of 6 yeas, 1 nay; and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of the City 
Council, to whom was referred the report.of the Planning Board, 
does not concur therewith and recommends approval of the 
special land use request; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED the Lansing City Council 
approves the request for a Special Land Use to allow the property 
at 1012, 1016 and 1018 Walsh Street as described above to be 
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utilized as an off street surface parking lot in conjunction with the 
Hager Fox Centre with the condition that the parking lot will be 
developed in accordance with the preliminary plan (#90119) dated 
3/5/91; such plan being finalized to meet the landscape buffering 
requirements of the Planning Division and the design and water 
runoff requirements of the Public Service Department, and with the 
understanding that the petitioner will relocate the house structure 
located at 1012 Walsh Street to another lot within the neighborhood 
as proposed and the petitioner will make available and provide a 
reasonable time frame to any interested parties to relocate the 
house structures at 1016 and 1018 Walsh Street as an alternative 
to demolition. 


Finally, the City Council in rendering their decision considered the 
following: 


1. IS THE SPECIAL LAND USE DESIGNED IN A MANNER 
HARMONIOUS WITH THE CHARACTER OF ADJACENT PROP- 
ERTY AND THE SURROUNDING USE? 


The proposed surface parking lot is designed to be paved and have 
a considerable landscaped buffer on the north and east sides. The 
design also illustrates the painting of the cement block portion of 
the Hager Fox Centre building that would be exposed and the 
planting of arbor vitae shrubs against the wall to break up the blank 
wall appearance. 


These features of the proposal would greatly soften the impact of 
the removal of the houses. The buffering would also soften the 
visual impact of having a parking lot exposed to the surrounding 
single family residences. 


The parking lot use will be significantly different than the use of the 
property for three small residential homes. The parking lot use is 
currently intended for those employed by and utilizing the services 
of the Center for Occupational Health Services operated by 
Ingham Medical Center. Employers such as the City of Lansing 
utilize this center for work related injuries and physical therapy. 
Their primary hours of operation are Monday through Friday from 8 
a.m. to 5 p.m. This clinic type of use can generate considerably 
more traffic than the three homes do. 


This traffic generation will result in an increase in the intensity of 
use of these properties. The revised site plan limits access to 
Pennsylvania Avenue. Therefore, Walsh Street traffic should not 
increase. The landscape buffer will soften the impact but will not 
decrease the intensity of the use. The character of the non- 
residential parking lot is different from the character of the adjacent 
residential homes and may not be harmonious. 


2. WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE CHANGE THE 
ESSENTIAL CHARACTER OF THE SURROUNDING PROPERTY? 


To the north and east are single family residential structures. To the 
south is the existing Hager Fox Center and to the west is the 
existing parking lot. 


The subject properties are somewhat of a transition between the 
adjacent residential and abutting non-residential uses. These 
homes are a part of a residential fringe of sorts. The removal of 
those structures and the placement of a parking lot in their place 
will have a tendency to enlarge the residential fringe area by 
exposing more homes to the non-residential use. 
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Therefore, because the project is somewhat small, the affects to 
the residential character are limited. 


3, WILL THE PROPOSED SPECIAL LAND USE INTERFERE WITH 
THE GENERAL ENJOYMENT OF ADJACENT PROPERTY? 


The increased intensity of the use of the subject properties and the 
exposure to more traffic of a non-residential use may interfere with 
the general enjoyment of the adjacent residential properties. 


Secondly, the basements of the houses along this portion of Walsh 
Street have occasion to get wet because of their location in the 100 
year flood plain. The proposed lot will increase the amount of 
impervious surface and could increase storm water runoff. If this is 
not handled correctly, this action could cause increased runoff to 


_ adjacent properties and adversely impact the general enjoyment 


of the surrounding residential use. The Public Service Department 
runoff requirements would have to be met to reduce this potential. 


4, WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE REPRESENT AN IMPROVE- 
MENT TO THE USE OR CHARACTER OF THE SUBJECT 
PROPERTY AND THE SURROUNDING AREA IN GENERAL, AND 
WILL THE USE BE IN KEEPING WITH THE NATURAL ENVIRON- 
MENT OF THE LOT? 


The proposed parking lot with its associated landscape improve- 
ments could represent a visual improvement in some aspects 
since the homes at 1016 and 1018 Walsh need improvements. 


The only significant environmental aspect of the subject properties 
is that they are in the 100 year flood plain. As such, they are subject 
to flooding. A positive aspect of this proposal is that homes subject 
to flooding and damage are removed from the flood plain. 


5. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE BE HAZARDOUS TO ADJA- 
CENT PROPERTIES OR INVOLVE USES, ACTIVITIES, MATE- 
RIALS OR EQUIPMENT WHICH ARE DETRIMENTAL TO THE 
HEALTH, SAFETY OR WELFARE OF PERSON OR PROPERTY 
THROUGH THE EXCESSIVE PRODUCTION OF TRAFFIC, NOISE, 
SMOKE, ODOR, FUMES OR GLARE? 


The proposed use of the property will, as discussed earlier, 
increase the amount of traffic exposure to the adjacent residential 
homes. According to traffic generation statistics by the Institute of 
Transportation Engineers a single family detached dwelling can 
generate an average often (10) trip ends* per day. 


*(Trip ends are the total of all vehicle trips entering and exiting a 
particular building/use i.e. five trips coming to a use and five trips 
leaving a use equals 10 trip ends.) 


Therefore, these three dwelling units could expose the adjacent 
properties to an average of 30 vehicle trip ends* per day. A medical 
office building averages 75 trip ends* per day per each 1,000 gross 
square feet of floor space. The facility is designed to contain 9,650 
gross square feet for the clinic use. Therefore, an average of 724 
vehicle trip ends could be focused on the subject property and the 
abutting lot that exists. The traffic generation differences are 
significant and, therefore, the focus of the trip generation would be 
in this lot north of the building adjacent to the residential uses. 


Also, noise from the entering and exiting of patients possibly in their 
work vehicles would undoubtedly be increased. 


The initial plan retained a driveway access off of Walsh Street, but 
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the revised plan illustrates access only from Pennsylvania Avenue. 
Therefore, based upon the limited access and the proposed 
buffering, any impact should be minimal to the abutting residential 
properties. 


6.and7. ARE THERE SUFFICIENT PUBLIC SERVICES AND 
FACILITIES AVAILABLE TO SERVE THE SPECIAL LAND USE? 


From the comments received from the various public utilities the 
only problem may arise with the storm water runoff. The Public 
Service Department stated that the site may be required to retain/ 
detain storm water. The engineering of the parking lot will require 
approval by the Public Service Department. 


8. ISTHE SPECIAL LAND USE CONSISTENT WITH THE INTENT 
AND PURPOSE OF THE ZONING CODE AND THE OBJECTIVES 
OF THE CURRENT COMPREHENSIVE PLAN? 


The proposed parking lot expansion represents an expansion of 
the non-residential use into an area designated for residential use 
inthe Northeast Comprehensive Plan This Master Plan reflects the 
maintenance of the existing land use pattern and does not promote 
the expansion of the non-residential uses into this area of the 
neighborhood. The Master Plan also illustrates the non-residential 
uses and the supporting parking lot to the north. The expansion of 
the lot will support the use of the non-residential property (Hager 
Fox Centre). 


9. WILL THE SPECIAL LAND USE MEET THE DIMENSIONAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF THE DISTRICT IN WHICH THE PROPERTY 
IS LOCATED? 


This parking lot proposed for the “B” Residential District must meet 
the dimensional requirements established for the “B” District. A 
front yard setback must be maintained equivalent to the 
established setback of adjacent residential properties. This can be 
achieved. The proposed parking lot can meet the dimensional 
requirements of the district in which it is located.

Section 1. That Part 10, Chapter 1042.04 and 1042.09 of the Code 
of Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to be 
read as follows: 

1042.04 AMOUNTS; BILLING. 

(a) Method of Charging. The rates and charges for services 
furnished by the City sewage disposal system shall be levied upon 
each lot or parcel of land, building or premises having any sewer 
connection with the system, on the basis of the quantity of water 
used therein, as the same is measured by meters therein used, or 
in the absence thereof by such equitable method as shall be 
determined by the Director of Public Service with the approval of 
Council. Such charges shall be collected at the same time and in 
the same manner as provided for the payment of charges for water 
used, except in cases where the character of the sewage from a 
manufacturing or industrial plant, building or premises is such that 
unreasonable additional burden is placed upon the system greater 
than that imposed by the average sewage delivered to the system 
plant. In such case, the additional cost of treatment created 
thereby shall be an additional charge over the regular rates set 
forth in subsection (b) hereof, or the City may, if it deems it 
advisable, compel such manufacturing or industrial plant, building 
or premises to treat such sewage in such manner as specified by 
the City before discharging such sewage into the sewage disposal 
system. 

Rates for all users obtaining all or part of their water supply from 
sources other than the City’s water system may be determined by 
gauging or metering the actual sewage entering the system or by 
metering the water used, in a manner acceptable to Council. The 
commodity charge for resident users shall be computed on the 
basis of 900 cubic feet per month per customer, where gauging or 
metering is not practical. 

Council may classify the users of the system according to the 
quantity and quality of water used and charge such rates to users 
in each class as it may deem reasonable. 

(b) Schedule of Regular Rates. The monthly rate to be billed for 
use of the system shall be as follows for all users within the sanitary 
sewer service area of the City, except as otherwise provided in this 
section: 


(1) SERVICE CHARGE. THREE DOLLARS AND TWENTY-ONE. 
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CENTS ($3.21) PER CUSTOMER, PER MONTH. 

(A) TO RECOVER ALLOCATED CUSTOMER COST ASSO- 
CIATED WITH METER READING AND BILLING EXPENSES 
CHARGED BY THE BOARD OF WATER & LIGHT AND THE WEST 
SIDE WATER DISTRICT ($1.25/BILL); 

(B) TO RECOVER THE CUSTOMER RELATED PORTION OF 
ALLOCATED INFILTRATION/INFLOW COSTS ($1.96/BILL). 

(2) Commodity charge. One dollar and seventy-six SEVENTY- 
FIVE cents ($1.75) per 100 cubic feet of water usage TO 
RECOVER VOLUME RELATED COST ASSOCIATED WITH 
CONTRIBUTED WASTEWATER [INCLUDING VOLUME RELAT- 
ED INFILTRATION/ INFLOW (75.00%)] AND STRENGTH RELAT- 
ED COST ASSOCIATED WITH DOMESTIC STRENGTH WASTE. 

(3) Lawn sprinkling. Upon all water used by residential users of 
two units or less, the sewerage charge shall be subject to a 
discount as follows: 

A. In the case of residential customers billed monthly, bills 
rendered during the months of June, July and August will receive a 
discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all water 
used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn sprinkling 
is metered separately. Such discount shall not apply to the billing 
charge. 

B. In the case of residential customers billed quarterly, bills 
rendered during the months of August, September and October will 
receive a discount on the commodity charge of ten percent for all 
water used. The discount does not apply if water used for lawn 
sprinkling is metered separately. Such discount shall not apply to 
the billing charge. 

(4) Delayed payment charge: A delayed payment charge of five 
percent of the unpaid balance, excluding delayed payment 
charges, shall be added to any bill not paid on or before the due 
date shown thereon. 

(5) Extra-strength waste surcharge for BOD. TWENTY-ONE 
CENTS ($0.21) per pound ON ALL CONTRIBUTED VOLUME in 
excess of 2,500 pounds per day. 

(6) Extra-strength waste surcharge for suspended solids. 
NINE CENTS ($0.09) per pound ON ALL CONTRIBUTED 
VOLUME in excess of 1,500 pounds per day. 

(7) EXTRA-STRENGTHAMMONIANITRIFICATION (NH). 
TWENTYTWO CENTS ($0.22) PER POUND ON ALL CONTRIB- 
UTED VOLUME IN EXCESS OF 500 POUNDS PER DAY. 

(8) SERVICE CHARGE. FOUR DOLLARS AND SEVENTY-FIVE 
CENTS ($4.75) PER COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL CLASSI- 
FIED USERS PER MONTH TO RECOVER THE REMAINING 
ALLOCATED CUSTOMER COST ASSOCIATED WITH THE 
INDUSTRIAL PRETREATMENT PROGRAM (IPP). . 

(9) Industrial and commercial monitoring charges: 

A. Composite sample. Two hundred twenty-six dollars 
($226.00) each. 

B. Grab sample. Ninety dollars ($90.00) each. 

C. Laboratory analysis. Thirty-two dollars ($32.00) each. 

(C) Effective Date. The rates set forth in this section shall be 
effective on July 1, 1991, except as otherwise provided. A billing 
covering use of the system before and after the effective date of a 
rate change shall have such bill prorated, based upon the average 
use per day and the number of days within such billing period, at 
the rate then in effect. 

(D) Collection by Board of Water and Light. The Board of Water 
and Light is hereby designated as the billing and collecting agent 
for the City for the purposes of this chapter and is reimbursed from 
the funds collected for the expense of such billing and collecting. 
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(E) Suburban Users. Suburban users of sewer services located 
outside of the corporate limits of the City who have connection with 
the sewerage system of the City shall pay for such services such 
additional rate to that charged to users within the City as Council 
may determine to cover additional costs to the City of transporta- 
tion of waste water, administrative costs and depreciation of 
investments by the City in sewerage facilities. 

1042.09 NOTIFICATION TO USERS. 

All users shall be notified annually, in connection with a regular bill, 
of the current sewer service charge, changes in the sewer service 
charge and the distribution of the sewer service charge into its 
subparts (i.e. user charge, debt service charge and SERVICE 
charge). 

Section 2. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent with 
the provisions hereof are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall take effect thirty (30) days from its 
passage unless given immediate effect by City Council.

The above matter involves a lawsuit filed against the City and two 
(2) Lansing Police officers. The claimant maintains that these 
officers used excessive force when effecting his arrest. Accord- 
ingly, he claims that he was assaulted, battered, and that his 
constitutional rights were deprived under the provisions of 42 USC 
§1983. 


A mediation panel evaluated this matter and found: 1) that the City 
and the two Lansing police officers were not liable; and, 2) that the 
Claimant was entitled to no money damages. Under the Michigan 
Court Rules, a mediation award must be accepted or rejected 
within a period of twenty eight (28) days from the date of the award.

Jeff Lang of 1505 Osborne Rd., founder of Drug Free Ministries said 
Lansing does have a gang problem and it goes hand in hand with 
the growing drug problem. The Mayor and the Council do not seem 
to be taking the problem seriously. He thinks more effort should be 
given to joining people of different ethnic backgrounds together to 
combat the problem, stop denying it exists, and start educating 
people on specific drug problems that exist in their communities. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan disagreed with Mr. Lang's analysis 
of the gang and drug problem saying that he lives in the Westside 
neighborhood that Mr. Lang mentioned and spends a lot of time on 
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the streets. He has never seen either the gangs, the drug problems, 
or, Mr. Lang on Westside streets. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm stated his approval of Councilmember 
Brockwell’s campaign. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis commented on the absence of a 
Lansing State Journal reporter at last Monday's Council meeting. 


Toni Densmore of 1420 Reo Rd. called Granger Container service 
to ask how she would get receipts for the recycling she does with 
them to give to the City in order to get her recycling fee reduced. 
They told her that the City has refused to allow them to operate a 
recycling program in Lansing. Councilmember Canady responded 
that she had been misinformed. The only restriction on private 
pickup is that recyclable material picked up by private haulers 
must be placed 4 feet from the curb or road side. Only the City is 
allowed to pick up recyclable material within 3 feet of the curb. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR OR EXECUTIVE ASSISTANT 


Mayor McKane commented on the 4th of July festivities 
complimenting the Parade, Concert Band, and the Fire Works 
which were funded through private enterprise this year. The most 
damage from Sunday's storm was done to privately owned trees. 
Forestry is working first on trees down in City streets, limbs hanging 
from trees second, and finally trees in City owned lots. He advised 
residents who have problems with privately owned trees and limbs 
to calla Tree Service. He reiterated his feeling on the gang problem 
in Lansing saying that it is not as bad as other communities, but, it is 
a potentially serious problem that they are monitoring very 
carefully. He told the Council that he will be gone for the next few 
days attending a State Library Conference in Washington, D.C. as 
the appointed delegate from Michigan. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Canady said that over the weekend he met with 
Wayne Hawkins of 940 N. Logan. There is a house next door to his 
property that has been vacant for five years and is not being taken 
care of. Councilmember Ford said that he had made a request to 
the Building Safety Department last year concerning the same 
property. Mayor McKane responded that the City has to keep on 
these kinds of situations because there are recurring problems 
with the same properties. 


Councilmember Lindemann stated that there is State owned 
property along Main St. and Pennsylvania that the City should be 
mowing that has not been mowed all year. He commented on Mr. 
Bernstein's claim against the City saying that he chaired the 
committee that investigated this claim. He believes that Mr. 
Bernstein cannot get a lawyer to take his case because the claim 
does not have any basis. 


Councilmember Benavides thanked City employees for their quick 
response to Sunday night's storm. 


Councilmember Schmidt agreed with Councilmember Benavides 
saying that she, for one, did not receive any complaints about 
problems resulting from the storm and that is unusual. She 
attributed it to timely response by City employees. She reminded 
everyone that rummage sale signs must be taken down within a 
few days according to City Ordinance.

WHEREAS, the Board has proposed to add a new utility service to 
provide chilled water by means of a District Cooling System (DCS)

WHEREAS, the Board’s proposal notes that providing chilled water 
service will allow the Board to defer the need for additional electric 
generating capacity, since the DCS will reduce electrical demand 
from air conditioners in the warm weather season, and 


WHEREAS, the DCS will enable the Board to use its existing 
facilities more efficiently by managing demand on both the steam 
and electric systems; and 


WHEREAS, a DCS provides an economic development incentive 
to stimulate growth in the City of Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, as an environmentally-desirable alternative to 
electrically-operated chillers and air conditioners, a DCS reduces 
the use of chloroflourocarbon (CFC) refrigerants, which are 
depleting the Earth's stratospheric ozone layer; and 


WHEREAS, the costs of installing the network of pipes and other 
infrastructure to provide this service is estimated to be $33.5 
million (1990 dollars), which would be funded by revenue bonds 
issued by the Board; and 


WHEREAS, the Commissioners of the Board of Water and Light 
adopted Resolution 91-1-15, which authorized the Board staff to 
proceed with final engineering design of the DCS, on the condition 
that a sufficient number of contracts from customers desiring 
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chilled water service can be obtained to justify constructing the 
system; and 


WHEREAS, the Board has established a General Chilled Water 
Service Rate to be charged to DCS customers; and 


WHEREAS, the Council's Committee on Public Services has 
reviewed the Board’s proposal, including financial projections, 
market assessment, environmental and load management 
advantages of such a system, as well as the Board’s phased 
approach to evaluation and implementation of a DCS; and 


WHEREAS, the Committee has recommended that the Board 
proceed with the next steps in the evaluation process, including 
marketing the DCS to potential customers;

WHEREAS, on December 7, 1983, the Authority approved a First 
Amended Development Plan for the Phase | Lansing Convention- 
/Exhibition Center and Associated Facilities Project, which was 
approved by the City on January 16, 1984 (the “First Amended 
Development Plan”) pursuant to which the Lansing Center was 
acquired and constructed; and 


WHEREAS, the properties located in the City, commonly known as 
425, 425-%, 427, 429, and 431 East Michigan Avenue and 107 and 
107-% North Cedar Street (the Properties”), and legally described 
on the attached Exhibit A, are located within the First Amended 
Development Plan; and 


WHEREAS, on May 22, 1989, the City Council adopted the 
Cedar/Larch District Area Plan as the official Master Plan 
Amendment for that part of the City; and 


WHEREAS, the Cedar/Larch District Plan calls for the acquisition 
of the property located at the Northwest corner of Cedar and East 
Michigan Avenue for uses consistent to support the hotel/conven- 
tion business; and

WHEREAS, Section 10 of Act 450, MCL 125.1810; MSA 3.540 
(210), provides that a municipality may take private property under 
Act No. 87 of the Public Acts of Michigan, 1980 (“Act 87”), for the 
purpose of transfer to the Authority pursuant to the terms and 
conditions the City deems appropriate for use as authorized in the 
Development Plan and that such taking, transfer, and use shall be 
considered necessary for public purposes and for the benefit of the 
public. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: 


1. The City Council hereby determines that the acquisition of the 
Properties and the transfer of the Properties under the terms and 
conditions that the City deems appropriate to the Authority and the 
Properties use in the expansion of the Lansing Center and in the 
acquisition and construction of supportive facilities is in the public 
interest and constitutes a public use, a public purpose anda public 
necessity. 


2. The City Administration is hereby authorized to make offers to 
purchase the Properties consistent with their fair market value as 
determined by the appraisals of the Properties which have been 
provided by Malcolm L. Milks and Delta Consultation Services for 
the Authority and to take such steps as necessary to acquire such 
Properties consistent with Act 87. 


3. Prior to making such offers to purchase, the City Administra- 
tion is authorized and requested to cause an environmental 
inspection of the Properties to be conducted in compliance with 
Act No. 307, Public Acts of Michigan, 1982. 


4. The City shall provide the owners and the owners’ attorney(s) 
with an opportunity to review the written appraisals prepared by 
Malcolm L. Milks and Delta Consultation Services. 


5. If any of the owners of the Properties reject the offers to 
purchase and if the City of Lansing and any of the owners of the 
Properties are otherwise unable to agree as to the purchase of any 
of the Properties within a reasonable period of time after the bona 
fide otter is provided to the owners of the Properties, at the 
direction of the Authority, the City Administration is hereby 
authorized to file a complaint with the Circuit Court for the County of 
Ingham, or other appropriate Court, asking the Court to ascertain 
and determine just compensation to be paid for the acquisition of 
any of the Properties.

ORDINANCE NO. 838 

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING AND PROVIDING FOR THE 
ISSUANCE OF REVENUE BONDS FOR IMPROVEMENTS AND 
EXTENSIONS TO THE EXISTING SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 
UNDER THE PROVISIONS OF ACT 94, PUBLIC ACTS OF 
MICHIGAN, 1933, AS AMENDED, AND ORDINANCE NO. 29-A, 
30-A, AND 31-A OF THE CITY OF LANSING; PROVIDING FOR 
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THE ISSUANCE AND SALE OF REVENUE BONDS AND TO PAY 
CERTAIN COSTS RELATING TO THE REVENUE BONDS; 
PROVIDING FOR THE RETIREMENT AND SECURITY OF THE 
BONDS HEREIN AUTHORIZED AND PROVIDING FOR OTHER 
MATTERS RELATIVE TO THE BONDS. 


WHEREAS, it is deemed necessary by the City Council of the City 
of Lansing, Counties of Ingham and Eaton, State of Michigan (the 
“City”) to make repairs, enlargements and improvements to the 
sewage disposal system of the City including the design for Phase | 
of the combined sewer overflow corrections, replacement of the 
Potter Park lift stations, improvements to the East Jolly Road and 
Rivers Edge pump stations, the design and construction of anew 
Lansing Avenue Force Main, the design and replacement of the 
existing Mifflin Street Sanitary Sewer, installation of seventeen 
pumping station bypasses, installation of a sanitary sewer on 
Kalamazoo Street, replacement of the Lapeer Street Sanitary 
Sewer, removal of Grand Avenue catch basin and extension of the 
Center Street sanitary sewer (the “Project”); and 


WHEREAS, Section 19(b) of Ordinance No. 29-A authorizes the 
issuance of bonds of equal standing and priority of lien with the 
outstanding bonds authorized by ordinance 29-A as follows: 


(a) For subsequent repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to the System or for the purpose of refunding part of 
any Bonds then outstanding and paying costs of issuing such 
Additional Bonds including deposits which may be required to be 
made to the Bond Reserve Account. Bonds for such purposes shall 
not be issued pursuant to this subparagraph (a) unless the average 
actual or augmented Net Revenues of the System for the then last 
two (2) preceding twelve month operating years or the actual or 
augmented Net Revenues for the last preceding twelve month 


operating year, if the same shall be lower than the average, shall be - 


equal to at least one hundred thirty (130%) percent of the maximum 
amount of principal and interest thereafter maturing in any 
operating year on the then outstanding Bonds and on the 
Additional Bonds then being issued. If the Additional Bonds are to 


be issued in whole or in part for refunding outstanding Bonds the _ 


maximum annual principal and interest requirements shall be 
determined by deducting from the principal and interest require- 
ments for each operating year the annual principal and interest 
requirements of any Bonds to be refunded from the proceeds of the 
Additional Bonds. For purposes of this subparagraph (a) the City 


may elect to use as the last preceding operating year any operating 


year ending not more than sixteen months from the date of delivery 
of the Additional Bonds and as the next to the last preceding 
operating year, any operating year ending not more than 
twenty-eight months from the date of delivery of the Additional 
Bonds. If the System rates, fees or charges shall be increased at or 
prior to the time of authorizing the Additional Bonds, the Net- 
Revenues for each of the two preceding operating years shall be 
augmented by an amount reflecting the effect of the increase had 
the System's billings during such operating years been at the 
increased rates. In addition, the actual Net Revenues for each of 
the two preceding operating years may be augmented by the 
estimated increase in Net Revenues to accrue as a result of the 
acquisition of the repairs, extensions, enlargements and 
improvements to said System to be paid in whole or in part from the 
proceeds of the Additional Bonds to be issued. In addition, the 
actual Net Revenues may be augmented by an amount equal to 
the investment income representing interest on investments 
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estimated to be received each operating year from the addition to 
the Bond Reserve Account to be funded from the proceeds of the 
Additional Bonds being issued. Determination by the Council as to 
existence of conditions permitting the issuance of Additional 
Bonds shall be conclusive. No Additional Bonds of equal standing 
as to the net Revenues of the System shall be issued pursuant to 
the authorization contained in this subparagraph if the City shall 
then be in default in making its required payments to the Operating 
and Maintenance Fund or the Redemption Fund. 


WHEREAS, the City has met or will meet all the conditions and 
requirements of Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A for the issuance 
of bonds; and 


WHEREAS, all things necessary to the authorization and issuance 
of the 1991 Bonds (as hereinafter defined) under the Constitution 
and laws of the State of Michigan, and the Charter and Ordinances 
of the City and particularly Act 94, Public Acts of Michigan, 1933, as 
amended and Ordinance Nos. 29-A, 30-A and 31-A have been 
done and the Council is now empowered and desires to authorize 
the issuance of the 1991 Bonds; 


NOW, THEREFORE, THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Definitions. All terms not defined herein shall have the 
meaning set forth in Ordinance 29-A and whenever used in this 
Ordinance, except when otherwise indicated by the context, the 
following terms shall have the following meanings: 


(a) “1991 Bonds” means the 1991 Bonds authorized by this 
Ordinance. 


(b) “Ordinance” means this ordinance and any ordinance or 
resolution amendatory of or supplemental hereto. 


(c) ‘Outstanding Bonds” means the outstanding Sewage 
Disposal System Revenue and Revenue Refunding Bonds, Series 
1985 authorized by Ordinance 31-A and the Sewage Disposal 
System Revenue Refunding Bonds, 1988 Series authorized by 
Ordinance 35-A. 


(d) “Project” has the meaning given in the first WHEREAS 
clause of this Ordinance. 


Section 2. Conditions Permitting Issuance of Additional Bonds. 
Pursuant to Section 19 of Ordinance No. 29-A, the City Council 


hereby determines that: (a) The average actual or augmented Net | 


Revenues of the System for the last two (2) preceding twelve 
month operating years ending June 30, 1989 and June 30, 1990 or 
the actual or augmented Net Revenues for the last preceding 
twelve month operating year, if the same is lower than the average, 
is equal to at least one hundred thirty percent (130%) of the 
maximum amount of principal and interest thereafter maturing in 
any operating year on the Outstanding Bonds and on the 1991 
Bonds less the annual principal and interest requirements for the 
Outstanding Bonds to be refunded; (b) The City is not in default in 
making its required payments to the Operation and Maintenance 
Fund, or the Redemption Fund established by Ordinance No. 29-A. 


Section 3. Cost: Useful Life. The cost of the Project is estimated to 
be not less than Two Million Nine Hundred Forty Five Thousand 
($2,945,000) Dollars including the payment of incidental expenses 
as described in Section 8 of this Ordinance, (but exclusive of the 
amount required to be deposited to the Bond Reserve Account and 
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the amount of discount on the 1991 Bonds) which estimate of cost 
is hereby approved and confirmed, and the period of usefulness of 
the Project is estimated to be not less than forty (40) years. 


Section 4. 1991 Bond Details, Registration and Execution. The 
1991 Bonds shall be designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 
REVENUE BONDS, 1991 SERIES and shall not be a general 
obligation of the City but shall be payable solely out of the Net 
Revenues. The 1991 Bonds shall be issued in an aggregate 
principal amount determined in the Sale Resolution but in any case 
not exceeding $3,500,000. The 1991 Bonds shall be issued in 
fully-reqistered form in the denomination of $5,000 or integral 
multiples thereof, not exceeding the amount of the 1991 Bonds 
maturing on the same date that the Bond matures and shall be 
numbered in consecutive order of authentication from 1 upwards. 
The 1991 Bonds shail be dated as of June 1, 1991 or such later 
date as this Council shall approve by resolution at the time of sale 


- (the “Sale Resolution”). The 1991 Bonds shall mature on May 1st, 


2007. 


The 1991 Bonds shail bear interest at a rate or rates set forth in the 
Sale Resolution, but in any event not exceeding eight percent (8%) 
per annum payable on November 1, 1991, and semi-annually 
thereafter on May 1st and November 1st of each year, by check 
drawn on the transfer agent and mailed to the registered owner at 
the registered address, as shown on the registration baoks of the 
City maintained by the transfer agent. Interest shall be payable to 
the registered owner of record as of the fifteenth day of the month 
prior to the payment date for each interest payment. The date of 
determination of registered owner for purposes of payment of 
interest as provided in this paragraph may be changed by the City 
to conform to market practice in the future. The principal of the 
1991 Bonds shall be payable at a bank or trust company to be 
designated by the Director of Finance as a registrar and transfer 
agent and co-paying agent for the 1991 Bonds. The 1991 Bonds 
shall be sold at the price determined in the Sale Resolution. 


The 1991 Bonds shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity at 
the times and prices provided for in the Sale Resolution, provided 
that the 1991 Bonds shall be subject to optional redemption not 
later than May 1,2001 and that any prepayment premium shall not 
exceed 2%. The Mandatory Redemption Requirements for the 
1991 Bonds shall be specified in the Sale Resolution provided that 
the first Mandatory Redemption shall occur not later than May 1, 
2002. 


Upon written notice received by the transfer agent not later than 
May 1,2005 the 1991 Bonds shall be redeemed by the City on May 
1, 2006 at a price equal to the principal amount of the 1991 Bonds 
to be redeemed and accrued and unpaid interest. The City 
covenants and agrees with the owners of the 1991 Bonds that it 
shall maintain sufficient funds in the Bond Reserve Account and 
available for such redemption to assure timely payment of the 1991 
Bonds to be so redeemed on May 1, 2006 or otherwise provide 
additional security for such redemption in accordance with Section 
7a(1)(g) of Act 94. 


The 1991 Bonds shall be signed by the facsimile signature of the 
Mayor and countersigned by the facsimile signature of the City 
Clerk. The 1991 Bonds shall have the facsimile corporate seal of 
the City printed thereon. No 1991 Bond shall be valid until 
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authenticated by an authorized officer of the transfer agent: The 
1991 Bonds shall be delivered to the transfer agent for authentica- 


tion and be delivered by him to the purchaser in accordance with 


instructions from the Director of Finance upon payment of the 
purchase price for the 1991 Bonds in accordance with the Sale 
Resolution. Executed blank 1991 Bonds for registration and 
issuance to transferees shall simultaneously, and from time to time 
thereafter as necessary, be delivered to the transfer agent for 
safekeeping. 


Any 1991 Bond may be transferred upon the books of the City 
maintained by the transfer agent by the person in whose name itis 
registered, in person or by his duly authorized attorney, upon 
surrender of the bond for cancellation, accompanied by delivery of 
a duly executed written instrument of transfer in a form approved 
by the transfer agent. Whenever any 1991 Bond or 1991 Bonds 


‘shall be surrendered for transfer, the transfer agent shall 


authenticate and deliver anew 1991 Bond or 1991 Bonds, for like 
aggregate principal amount. The transfer agent shall require the 
payment by the bondholder requesting the transfer of any tax or 
other governmental charge required to be paid with respect to the 
transfer. The City shall not be required (i) to issue, register the 
transfer of or exchange any 1991 Bond during a period beginning 
at the opening of business 15 days before the day of the giving of a 
notice of redemption of 1991 Bonds selected for redemption under 
this Ordinance and ending at the close of business on the day of 
that publication, or (ii) to register the transfer of or exchange any 
1991 Bond so selected for redemption in whole or in part, except 
the unredeemed portion of 1991 Bonds being redeemed in part. 
The City shall give the transfer agent notice of call for redemption 
at least 20 days prior to the date notice of redemption is to be given. 


Section 5. Municipal Bond Insurance. If municipal bond insurance 
is purchased in respect of the 1991 Bonds the provisions of this 
section shall be applicable thereto. If on an interest or principal 
date the transfer agent determines that there are insufficient funds 
in the Redemption Fund to make payment on the 1991 Bonds on 
such payment date, the transfer agent shall notify the insurance 
company of such deficiency. Such notice shall specify the amount 
of the anticipated deficiency, the 1991 Bonds to which such 
deficiency is applicable land whether such 1991 Bonds will be 
deficient as to principal or interest, or both. 


The transfer agent shall, after giving notice to the insurance 
company as provided above, make available to the insurance 
company all records relating to the funds and accounts maintained 
under the Ordinances, and the transfer agent, after receiving such 
notice, shall make available to the insurance company the 
registration books of the City maintained by the transfer agent. 


_ The transfer agent shall provide the insurance company with a list 


of registered owners of the 1991 Bonds entitled to receive principal 
or interest payments from the insurance company under the terms 
of the policy, and shall make arrangements with the insurance 
company (i) to mail checks or drafts to the registered owners of 
1991 Bonds entitled to receive full or partial interest payments from 
the insurance company, and (ii) to pay principal upon 1991 Bonds 
surrendered to the insurance company by the registered owners of 
1991 Bonds entitled to receive full or partial principal payments 
form the insurance company. 


The transfer agent shall also notify registered owners of 1991 
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Bonds entitled to receive the payment of principal or interest 
thereon from the insurance company (i) as to the fact of such 
entitlement, (ii) that the insurance company will remit to them all or 
a part of the interest payments next coming due, (iii) that should 
they be entitled to receive full payment of principal from the 
insurance company they must tender their 1991 Bonds along with 
a form of transfer of title thereto for payment to the insurance 
company and not the transfer agent, and (iv) that should they be 
entitled to receive partial payment of principal from the insurance 
company they must tender their 1991 Bonds for payment thereon 
first to the transfer agent, who shail note the portion of the principal 
paid by the transfer agent, and then, along with a form of transfer of 
title thereto, to the insurance company which will then pay the 
unpaid portion of principal. 


The insurance company shall, to the extent it makes payment of 
principal of or interest on the 1991 Bonds, become subrogated to 
the rights of the recipients of such payments in accordance with 
the terms of their policy. 


The Finance Director is hereby authorized to purchase a policy of 
municipal bond insurance with respect to the 1991 Bonds and to 
pay the premium therefor from the proceeds of the 1991 Bonds. 


Section 6. Applicability of Ordinances No. 29-A, 30-4r 31-A and 
35-A. Except to the extent Supplemented or otherwise provided in 
this Ordinance, all of the provisions and covenants*provided in 
Ordinance 29-A as supplemented by ordinances 30-A, 31-A and 
35-A shall apply to the 1991 Bonds issued pursuant to provisions of 
this Ordinance, such provisions of said Ordinances being made 
applicable to the 1991 Bonds herein authorized, the same as 
though said 1991 Bonds were originally authorized and issued as a 
part of the Outstanding Bonds issued pursuant to Ordinances 
29-A, 30-A, 31-A and 35-A. 


Section 7. Bond Reserve Account Deposit. From the proceeds of 
the 1991 Bonds there shall be deposited to the Bond Reserve 
Account a sum, which together with the sum then on deposit in the 
Bond Reserve Account will result in the Bond Reserve Account 
being equal to the maximum annual principal and interest 
requirements on the Outstanding Bonds and the 1991 Bonds. At 
such time as Bonds authorized by Ordinances 29-A, 30-A and 
31-A are no longer Outstanding the Bond Reserve Account 
requirement shall equal the lesser of (1) maximum annual debt 
service due on Bonds Outstanding, (2) 125% of the average annual 
debt service on Outstanding Bonds or (3) 10% of the principal 
amount of the Bonds. 


Section 8. 1991 Bond Proceeds. From the proceeds of sale of the 
1991 Bonds there first shall be immediately deposited in the 
Redemption Fund, an amount equal to the accrued interest and 
premium, if any, received on delivery of the 1991 Bonds and the 
City may take credit for the amount so deposited against the 
amount required to be deposited in the Redemption Fund for 
payment of the next maturing interest on the 1991 Bonds. There 
shall next be deposited in the Bond Reserve Account an amount 
necessary to meet the requirements of Section 7 hereof. The 
balance of the proceeds of the sale of the 1991 Bonds shail be 
deposited in a bank or banks, designated by the Director of 
Finance, qualified to act as depositary of the proceeds of sale 
under the provisions of Section 15 of Act 94, in an amount 
designated SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM 1991 CONSTRUC- 
TION FUND (the “Construction Fund”). Monies in the Construction 
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Fund shall be applied solely in payment of the cost of the Project 
and any costs of engineering, legal, bond insurance premiums, if 
any, and other expenses incident thereto and to the financing 
thereof. Payments for construction, either on account or otherwise, 
shall not be made unless the registered engineer in charge of such 
work shall file with the City’s Department of Public Service a signed 
statement to the effect that the work has been completed in 
accordance with the plans and specifications therefor; that it was 
done pursuant to and in accordance with the contract therefor, that 
such work is satisfactory and that such work has not been 
previously paid for. 


Any unexpended balance of the proceeds of sale of the 1991 
Bonds remaining after completion of the Project in the Construc- 
tion Fund may in the discretion of the City be used for meeting 
requirements of the Bond Reserve Account or for further 
improvements, enlargements and extensions to the System if, at 
the time of such expenditure, such use is approved by the 
Department of Treasury Municipal Finance Division, if such 
permission is then required by law. Any remaining balance after 
such expenditure shall be paid into the Redemption Fund for the 
purpose of purchasing of 1991 Bonds or Outstanding Bonds on the 
open market at not morethan the fair market value thereof but not 
more than the price at which thie 1991 Bonds or Outstanding Bonds 
may next be called for redemption or used for the purpose of calling 
1991 Bonds or Outstanding Bonds for redemption.

Andy Kuebler of 823 Comfort St. said that only 10% of renters vote 
and urged everyone who is a renter to get out and vote on August 
6th. He said user fees are going to drive renters out of the Lansing 
area. He commented on the use of revenue from the proposed 
bonding issue. 


Jack Britten of 716 Baker St spoke about the violence in his 
neighborhood. He was threatened by a youth with a shotgun 
recently. He said the Police cannot do anything about the sale of 
drugs in the neighborhood because dealers can move the drugs 
too fast. Transactions take place in a matter of only a few seconds. 
He does not think barricades are the answer, however, the Police 
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Department and the Council must do something. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said there are problems with 
violence everywhere and that Police should catch the drugs before 
they get into the neighborhoods. He read an article from the 
‘Lansing State Journal’ regarding the Presidential Preference 
Primary and said no one has the right to tell him how to vote. 


Dave Laycock of 1534 Linval asked the Council take steps to see 
that the Police Department enforce the Curfew Law. He asked the 
City Attorney for help with research he is doing and stated that 
Police are sent out without enough power to enforce the law. 


Dan Stouffer of 7400 W. Willow thanked the Council for granting the 
three parking places on Washington Ave. to assist in the dropping 
off of children at the Day Care Center and thanked the Building and 
Planning Department for their help. 


Lucien Ruest of 2180 Auburn in Holt spoke in regards to Baker St.

Loretta Street subject to conditions; and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of City Council, 
to whom was referred the report of the Planning Board, concurs 
therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the Council of the City 
of Lansing approves a special land use for property at 6040 Loretta 
Street for the purpose of establishing a residential care facility for 
not more than eight (8) residents, excluding supervisory staff, 
subject to the following conditions: 


1. The number of residents, excluding supervisory staff, does 
not exceed eight (8) people. 


2. Alandscape, screening and buffering plan be submitted that 
meets the approval of the Planning Division. Such plan should 
show, at minimum, the screening of the off street area from

adjoining properties as well as some screening of the facility along 
the west property line. 


3. Twenty-four hour supervision by Community Mental Health 
shall be required. 


4. The facility shall comply with all Building and Fire Codes. 


In making this recommendation the Lansing City Council 


considered the following: 


1) Approval of this special land use will allow the continued 
residential use of the property, which is harmonious with the 
character of adjacent properties and the surrounding area. 


2) Approval of this special land use will not change the essential 
character of the surrounding area. The applicant has testified that 
no exterior alterations will be made to the existing residential 
structure. 


3) Approval of this special land use should not interfere with the 
general enjoyment of the adjacent property. As previously 
mentioned, the use of this property is for residential purposes, 
which is consistent with development in the vicinity. 


4) Approval of this special land use will not be hazardous to 
adjacent property, nor does it involve uses, activities, materials or 
equipment which are detrimental to the health, safety or welfare of 
persons or property through the excessive production of traffic, 
noise, smoke, odor, fumes or glare. 


5) Ithas been determined that the use of this property is served by 
essential public facilities and services. 


6) The proposed use of this property will not place demands on 
public services in excess of current capacity and that the special 
land use is in conformance with the Zoning Code and the 
objectives of citywide goals and policies. 


7) The special land use meets the dimensional requirements of the 
district in which the property is located.

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. accused Councilmembers of 
obstructing justice. 


Sam Gentry of 3818 Blue River asked why it was necessary to 
remove funding for the Police Helicopter from the budget. 


Geraldine Neal of 1702 Maplewood, Secretary of Fabulous Acres 
Neighborhood Association distributed letters to members of 
Council asking for their help with lighting in their neighborhood. 
Last spring the Board of Water and Light removed their mercury 
globe style street lights and installed lower wattage sodium lights 
which emit light only from the bottom and leave many areas such 
as porches, between houses, and garage areas completely dark. 
This makes the residents more susceptible to crime. They are 
asking for the mercury globe lighting back, or, at least higher 
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wattage sodium lamps. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said he attended Councilmember Ford’s 
“{llusionary Night of Magic” show last Friday and it was a great 
show. He urged everyone who missed this year’s show to attend 
next year. He sympathized with Mrs. Neal's problems with the 
Board of Water and Light. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan commented on the recent coup 
attempt in the Soviet Union, the finding of bodies in the river, and 
the lack of black leaders in the penal system. 


Gary Hewer of 1511 S. Washington said that the Board of Water 
and Light recently changed the lighting in his neighborhood also, 
installing dimmer lighting than they previously had. When he 
complained to them they told him that the dimmer lights were the 
result of a mandate by City Council.

MENTAL AFFAIRS 


Andrew Anthos of 216 N. Holmes stated that he has close to 25,000 
signatures on his petition to have the Capital Dome lit in the colors 
of the American Flag. 


John Pollard of 1718 Blair, a member of the Parks Board offered 
alternatives to requiring proof of residency, or, an admission fee to 
get into the Potter Park Zoo, including a pass that would be mailed 
to all tax payers of record, the sale of Zoo membership cards, 
payment of admission fees by everyone with a tax deduction 
available when taxes are filed, and a regional approach to Zoo 
funding through a County millage. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis suggested that the lobbyist that 
the City pays $25,000 per year get involved with working out some 
type of regional funding for the Zoo. He suggested that the people 
who are experiencing problems with street lighting attend 
tomorrow night's meeting of the Board of Directors of the Board of 
Water and Light. He reminded everyone that petitions for School 
Board positions are due on September 9th. He inquired as to the 
disposition of a letter he wrote to the Mayor on July 8, 1991 
regarding recycling fees. Mayor McKane responded that he had 
referred Mr. Leeman’s letter to the Public Service Department and 
he would follow up on it. 


Tom Shiels of 1118 Riley reported that there is City owned property 
on Washington Ave, that needs to be mowed, and that the Grand 
Trunk Railroad property next to it needs maintenance also. He 
commented onthe article in ‘Money’ magazine that reported 
Lansing below Flint in a list of desirable cities in which to live. 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland said that the City does not provide 
enough services for the taxes it collects. He informed the Council 
that times are very tough for it's residents financially. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor McKane said he was pleased to hear how successful 
Councilmember Ford's magic show was. He announced that he 
will be waiting tables at Fratelli’s restaurant on W. Saginaw 
Tuesday night for a fund raiser for the Voluntary Action Center. On 
Thursday night he will be performing the marriage ceremony of 
City Clerk James Blair and Marjorie Williams at the VIP party for

He remarked that the 
survey in ‘Money’ Magazine did not merit anything more than idle 
conversation. He said that Lansing is a very good community. 


Councilmember Schmidt announced that there are openings for 
Crossing Guards at several schools in Lansing.

Interested persons 
can call the Personnel Department at 483-4000 and speak with 
Jim Kinnard. She asked for the replacement of a traffic sign on the 
North East corner of Linval and Bailey. 


Councilmember Benavides stated that the Committee on Ways 
and Means has asked the same questions that were raised by the 
article in the newspaper regarding City parks. He felt that the article 
presented the Parks and Recreation Department in a bad light. 
Ways and Means is waiting for the recommendations of the Mayor, 
the Parks Board, the Parks Director, and the Zoological Society 
before proceeding with any action on a Zoo admittance fee. He 
asked the Mayor to investigate a traffic problem at the Waverly- 
Miller area. 


Councilmember Ford apologized to the residents of Sparrow 
Estates and Officer Christy for not being able to do a magic act for 
their show. He asked on behalf of the Black Child and Family 
Institute about a park that was scheduled to be closed. Institute 
teachers and children use the park and would like to have it left 
open. 


Councilmember Canady remarked that the article in Sunday's 
paper about City parks and golf courses was based on a study 
done in 1990 and fees for park usage have since been raised.

MAYOR'S COMMENTS 


Mayor McKane outlined letters #1 his response to a request from 
Harold Leeman, Jr. for information on the recycling program, #2 
regarding the resignation of Tim Poxson from the Police 
Community Relations Board, #3 appointments to the Police 
Community Relations Board, #4 the results of Downtown Donor 
Days—American Red Cross. He introduced Marshall Klaus, 
Recycling Coordinator to the Council and asked him to give them 
an update on the progress of the recycling program and field any 
questions they might have. 


Marshall told the Council that beginning September 30, 1991 the 
City will begin pickup of yard waste items such as grass, tree limbs 
(properly sized and bundled), and leaves. Curbside pickup of 
recyclable items is scheduled to begin on 11-4-91 pending 
delivery of the recycling trucks which should be here on October 
28, 1991. The bids are out on the curbside recycling containers 
and they should be available by September 30, 1991. The bins will 
all contain brochures stating what types of materials the City will 
pick up and instructions for pick up. The bins will be distributed in 
October by the Public Service Department. They have been 
contacted by a few neighborhood associations who have indicated 
interest in helping with the distribution of the containers, but, for the 
most part, the bulk of distribution will be done by the Public Service 
employees. 


Council President Belen asked for the specific types of material 
covered by the City’s program. Newspapers packaged in paper 
bags (with glossy inserts removed), glass containers (3 colors, 
clear, green and brown), steel cans, and plastic milk jugs and 
laundry jugs with the recycling designation of #2 on the bottom. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked what people were supposed to do 
with the items that the City will not pick up. Mr. Klaus told her that 
the best choice was for people to go to drop off centers with the 
items the City does not collect. 


Councilmember Brockwell suggested that sometime in the near 
future, the City should redesign the green trash bags to state the 
locations of all drop off centers rather than just the Recycler's of 
Ingham, Eaton and Clinton Counties. Mr. Klaus replied that they 
have drafted a new brochure that lists all drop off centers. 


City Clerk Blair asked for a detailed explanation of the September 
30, 1991 yard waste program. Mr. Klaus explained that this 
program is funded under the CMC grant from the State of Michigan. 
They plan to collect yard waste through November 22, 1991 at 
which time the collection of yard waste will cease, but will begin 
again next year. Yard waste may be put out in any bag, it does not 
have to be a City of Lansing Green Bag. Mr. Blair asked how the 
Public Service employees would know which bags were meant for 
the City’s yard waste program and which are meant for private 
trash haulers. 


Councilmember Brockwell suggested that the City produce a City 
of Lansing yard waste bag in a specific color that will be easily 
recognized by employees of Public Service. 


Councilmember Lindemann thanked Marshall for his work on the 
recycling program and said that private haulers pickup on alternate 
days as the City and therefore there should not be much confusion. 
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Regarding the 11 items that the City does not collect, the Ingham, 
Eaton, Clinton County Recycler's receive many items that are not 
usual to be collected. Most items of this kind are not regularly sent 
to recycling sites because they are worth money when redeemed. 
Funding for the drop off center is currently in committee .

Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan spoke regarding the confirmation 
of Clarence Thomas to appointment on the Supreme Court. 


Kris Nicholoff on behalf of the newly formed Lansing Youth and 
Recreation Fund at P.O. Box 10722 explained the goals of this 
private, non-profit, organization. They will work to raise the funding 
to operate summer parks programs for local youths in 1992. The 
Summer Parks Program will be operated under the direct 
supervision of the City’s Parks and Recreation Department to 
provide activities such as arts and crafts, sports-games, special 
events, mobile units, music & drama, and field trips.

He explained that public hearings 
are held so that residents can give information to the Council for 
investigation. That is how the Council gets through the process. 
Council does not step out of bounds as far as condemning 
buildings is concerned, but rather, looks at these properties closely 
before proceeding with an order for demolish or make-safe. 


Anne Allen of 2914 Fielding said that the young couple who own 
this house have been refused the assistance they sought to help 
them bring the house up to code because it is next to a highway, 
She said that the Council should have more compassion for people 
who do not have enough money to keep their houses as nice as 
people who are wealthy. 


‘Ed Guenette of 1134 N. Pennsylvania said that he owns this house 

and every time that he tries to clean up or make repairs he gets put 
in jail for trespassing. He stated that there are small defects in the 
house but the Building Department is giving him a hard time about 
all sorts of repairs they want him to make. He cannot get a loan or 
any assistance to fix the house. 


Jim Kzeski, Director of the Building Department said that they allow 
people to go into ‘stickered’ houses at certain times of the day only 
for purposes of safety. 


Councilmember Canady asked the Mayor for a report on this 
particular situation from the Police and Building Departments.

~ responsible for their lack of funding. He asked what was being 


done with the $55.00 recycling fee the City collected. He 
commented on the letter from the City Clerk notifying the Mayor 
and the City Council of the results of the redistricting by the 
Election Commission. He said Councilmember Schmidt could 
have run for an ‘At Large’ Council seat. He stated that under the 
plan they approved some people will not have the opportunity to 
select their Councilperson for up to 6 years. Councilmember 
Crawford said that no matter which plan was approved there would 
be people who were not able to elect their Councilperson. 


SPECIAL CEREMONIES 


Mayor McKane announced that Deane J. Battley was not able to 
be present to accept his proclamation. 


Mr. Kzeski gave a presentation regarding the history of the 
Bernstein property which opened as a restaurant in 1985. He said 
no plans or blueprints were ever submitted to the City. The 
restaurant was opened illegally. The Health Department inspected 
the property and alerted the City to the problem. The Health 
Department allowed ample time for the building to be renovated, 
but the tenant moved out without doing so. Permits were applied for 
to fix the building, but, the work was never done. Improvements 
required were a ceiling ventilation system for the kitchen and a 
second bathroom because the seating capacity of the restaurant 
was more than the code allows for 1-bathroom facilities. His staff 
talked to Mr. Bernstein many times to try to change the occupancy 
load, but the only way to do so was to decrease the amount of 
square feet in the restaurant which is the basis for determining 
occupancy. He said his department works very hard to help 
business owners. 


Councilmember Schmidt thanked Mr. Kzeski, Mayor McKane, and 
Mr. Boyd from the Mayor's Office for their help with this matter.

REPORTS AS FOLLOWS: The Mayor's recommendation noted 
that, based on a recent survey conducted at the drop-off site, 68% 
of Lansing residents using this facility and 84% of non-residents 
using this facility would be willing to pay a user fee.

~ CITY OF LANSING POLICIES 
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ON USES OF CITY FUNDING FOR - 
COMMUNITY CABLECASTING ACTIVITIES 
INTRODUCTION 


The City of Lansing’s franchise agreement with Continental 
Cablevision, as amended, specifies that the City will set aside an 
amount annually for community cablecasting activities. The 
amount is equal to 0.35 percent of Continental’s annual gross 
revenue from provision of cable television service, andis part of the 
franchise fee paid to the City by Continental. 


This money, the agreement says, shall be provided “...for the sole 
purpose of promoting the use of, and programming on, Grantee's 
community institutional and public access channels.” Under 


federal law and FCC regulations, cable franchisees may be 


required to provide channel capacity, facilities and equipment for 
public, educational, and governmental use. The funds for 
community cablecasting activities supplement required expendi- 
tures by Continental Cablevision to help develop quality local 
programming for Lansing cable subscribers. 


The goals of the community cablecasting grant fund are: 
1. To encourage a diversity of local programming; 


2. Toencourage members of the public to take advantage of the 
cable television medium to deliver their messages; 


3. To showcase the creative talents of our people; and 


4, To encourage full discussion, including alternate viewpoints, 
of issues important to our times. 


POLICIES 

One of the primary responsibilities of the Lansing Cable Advisory 
Board is to make recommendations to the City Council on how this 
money should be spent each year. The following policies will guide 
Board members as they formulate their annual recommendations 
to the Mayor and City Council: 


1. The City may set aside a portion of the available funds for 
promotional activities including, but not limited to: 


a. An awards ceremony to recognize outstanding programs 
and series produced for Lansing’s community channels. As part of 
this recognition, the City may submit such programs and series to 
higher-level. video competitions by paying the competition entry 
fee. 


b. Advertising and/or other communications to increase cable 


- subscribers’ awareness of programs appearing on the community 


channels. 


2. The majority of available funds shall be used to encourage 
production of local programs for cablecasting on the community 
channels. Lansing community channels are defined as: 


—Channel 28, a government access channel programmed by 
the City of Lansing; 

—Channel 36; an educational access channel programmed by 
Lansing Community College; 

—Channel 37, a public access channel programmed by 
Continental Cablevision; 

—Channel 38, an educational access channel programmed by 
Michigan State University; 
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—Channel 39, a public access channel programmed by the 
Capital Area Religious Cable Television Association, Inc., doing 
business as GNS; 

—Channel 40, an educational access channel programmed by 
the Lansing School District; 

—Channel 41, an educational access channel programmed by 
the Lansing School District; and 

—Channel 98, an educational access channel programmed by 
Michigan State University. 


Producers may apply for grants from such funds by submitting an 
application containing all pertinent information required by the 
format described in (3) below. 


The Board shall screen applications to develop a list of 
recommended grant recipients for consideration by the City 
Council. The Board shall have the right to require grant applicants 
to attend a Board hearing for further discussion of their 
applications. The Board shall determine the viability of a program 
proposal and may modify the grant application in consultation with 
the applicant. The Board,s primary concern shall be the resources 
needed to produce a high-quality program, regardless of content. 
These policies stipulate, however, that certain expenses shall not 
be eligible for City grant funding (see item 5 below). 


The Board shall forward its grant recommendations to the City 
Council. In accordance with Section 218.04 of the City Code, 
review by the Committee on Ways and Means shall be required 
prior to Council action on allocation of grant funds. 


After the City Council approves a list of grants from the Board's 
recommendations, grant recipients shall be required to enter into a 
contractual agreement with the City in which they agree to account 
for all grant funds and actually produce the programming specified 
in their applications. Unexpended funds from grant allocations 
shall be returned to the City. 


3. Applicants shall be required to furnish the following 
information as part of their submission: 


a. Applicant's name. If the applicant is a public institution or a 
non-profit organization, the name of the individual(s) responsible 
for fulfilling grant agreement requirements shall also be provided. 
Non-profit organizations shall also provide a current copy of their 
Federal IRS 501(c)(3) tax exemption statement or, alternatively, 
their articles of incorporation filed with the State of Michigan. 


b. Complete mailing address. Non-Lansing residents may 
apply for production grants provided that the proposed programs 
are localized to Lansing or of interest to the Lansing viewing 
audience. 


c. Daytime and evening telephone number(s). 


d. A statement of qualifications to produce local programs of 
high technical quality for cablecasting. However, technical 
expertise shall not be considered essential to qualify for a grant. 
For individual producers of public access programs, this statement 
shallinclude previous training and/or experience indicating 
knowledge of basic and advanced television production tech- 
niques. Public institutions that employ trained staff to program one 
or More designated community channels shall be considered 
qualified. 

e. Type of programming to be produced (public access, 
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educational access, or government access) and the community 
channel(s) on which it will be cablecast. 


f. Adescription of the program(s) or series to be produced. The 
description may be in the form of a narrative as part of the 
application, or a piece of video that illustrates the proposed 
program(s), or a script treatment (outline), or a storyboard, or a 
combination of these, at the discretion of the applicant. If grant 
funds are requested to continue an existing series, the applicant 
shall be requested to supply a video sampler of not more than five 
minutes. 


g. Dollar amount requested. 


h. A list of the specific expenditures for which grant funds will 
be used. (See description of allowed and prohibited uses of grant 
funds, below.) The list shall indicate whether amounts are 
estimates or are based on firm price quotes, and shall indicate a 
timetable for expenditure. 


i. Dollar amount of all matching funds provided by the applicant 
and/or any other source. 


j. Applicant's signature. 


k. A statement signed by the applicant agreeing, if grant funds 
are approved, to comply with all pertinent non-discrimination, 
equal opportunity, and affirmative action requirements imposed on 
City contractors by the Charter and the Code of Ordinances. 


|. A letter signed by an authorized individual stating that the 
entity responsible for programming the community channel listed 
in (e) above agrees to cablecast the proposed program(s). 


4. Grant funds may be used by producers of local programming 
for a variety of production-related expenditures. The City shall 
examine each application based on its merits. Permitted 
expenditures of City grant funds include: 


a. Purchase of videotape. 


b. Purchase of supplies and materials for special program sets, 
flats, backdrops, graphics, logos, and other on-camera visuals. 


c. Purchase or rental of specialized production and post- 
production equipment not otherwise available. 


1. If the City Council approves a request from an individual 
producer to purchase an item of specialized production or 
post-production equipment, Continental Cablevision shall have 
the right to. purchase the item with allocated grant funds. Under this 
circumstance, the item shall be added to the Public Access 
equipment inventory for loan to the applicant and other producers. 
lf Continental Cablevision chooses to not purchase an approved 
item for inclusion in its inventory, the applicant may use the grant to 
purchase the item. 


2. Public institutions and non-profit organizations responsible 
for daily operation of designated community channels may also 
apply for grants to purchase equipment to operate their channels. 
This category may include new or replacement production and 
control equipment needed to improve the technical quality of their 
cablecasts. 


d. Rental of special locations required to fulfill the objective of a 
proposed program. This may include a meeting room, an 
auditorium, a gymnasium, or an outdoor location available for rent. 


i“ 
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e. Unique expenses for materials or services without which a 


proposed program or series would not be possible. Such expenses 
must be fully explained in the grant application. 


5. City programming grant funds shall not be approved for: 


a. Salaries and wages for the applicant or any person(s) 
involved in production of the proposed program or series. 


b. Purchase of any equipment which is available free of charge 
fromthe Public Access equipment inventory. (This exclusion 
applies only to grant applications from individual producers. ) 


c. Any reimbursement of past production expenses. 


d. Any expenses associated with production, sieht or 
cablecasting of non-local programs. 


e. Any sales tax on approved purchases. Sales taxes shall be 
the responsibility of grant recipients. 


f. Any program that has a religious purpose, or any program 
that has a primary effect of advancing or inhibiting a religion. 
Religious organizations producing secular programs are not 
prohibited from receiving grant monies. 


6. The following titles will be required for all productions that 
utilize City grant money: 


—This program was made possible in part by a grant from the 
City of Lansing. 


—The City of Lansing is not responsible for program content.

The contractor must be held responsible to fulfill 
the terms of the contract and the City must not grant bids without 
responsibility on the part of the contractor. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked Mr. Boyd if there is anything the 
City can do to curtail the operating hours of the Quality Dairy Store 
as the many letters and cards the Council has received are 
asking? Mr. Boyd replied that the City can ask Q.D. to close early, 
but the question is can the store be forced to curtail it's hours. He 
said that if the Police Department can document a certain 
incidence of crime they can use the ‘Padlock Law’ to close the 
business, but this is very difficult to prove in Court. 


Councilmember Brockwell announced that the Council received 
an award from the Neighbors United in Action group for being 
supportive and trying to help them build safer communities. He 
stated that he was recently in Connecticut where they operate a 
recycling program very similar to the one the City of Lansing is 
starting up and their charge is $25.00 per month, however, this 
includes trash pickup. He remarked on the incident in which a 
woman was beaten up in her car on a City street last week. 


Councilmember Ford responded to Councilmember Brockwell's 
comments regarding the woman assaulted in her car saying that 
facts were not as they were represented to the public and that the 
investigation into this incident is ongoing.

At my direction, Jacqueline Warr, Human Resources Director has 
prepared and submitted Grant Applications for funding a 
Substance Abuse Prevention Program for Lansing. | am pleased to 
announce that her efforts and that of her staff have paid off and 
Lansing has received a Notice of Grant Award by the Department 
of Health and Human Services. The Grant was submitted to the 
Substance Abuse Prevention Community Partnership Program. 
While an update application is required for subsequent years 
submission, it is a five year program totaling slightly over $2 Million 
Dollars. The first year approved budget is $365,569.00. The goal of 
the program is to establish parent and youth coalitions in targeted 
census tracts of the City of Lansing. The census tracts were 
determined by the number of domestic offenses, drug offenses, 
and families with children. 


The Grant provides for the hiring of one community police officer 
within the middie of the first year of operation and will pay for that 
police officer over the life of the Grant and all costs associated with 
the hiring. The role of this officer and the other community police 
Officers is to serve as a core member of a neighborhood prevention 
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team whose role is to assist the parent and youth coalitions. 


The remaining portions of the program are to be subcontracted 
with various providers involved in the area of substance abuse 
prevention. The Substance Abuse Commission will hire a 
coordinator to oversee and coordinate all of the services of the 
other subcontracts associated with the program. The subcontrac- 
tors include Gateway Community Services who will provide staff 
support to the Coalitions and work as a team member with the 
community police officers. The training contractors are Region 13 
of the Eaton Intermediate School District, Black Child and Family 
Institute whose consultant trainer will be Dr. Gloria Smith of 
Michigan State University and Cristo Rey Substance Abuse 
Prevention Program. These training agencies are responsible for 
training a cadre of volunteers who will train the parent and youth 
Coalitions. The volunteers will be recruited from civic organiza- 
tions, neighborhood organizations, church organizations, mentors 
functioning in the schools, and Greek organizations. The Grant 
requires expert evaluators whose responsibility it is to determine 
both process and outcome/impact measurements. The two expert 
evaluators receiving contracts are Dr. Harry Perlstadt and Dr. 
Bertram Stoffelmayr who are on the faculty of Michigan State 
University.

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 888 of the Code of Ordinances of the City 
of Lansing, Michigan, be amended by adding new Section 888.03, 
to read as follows: 

SECTION 888.03 CAPITOL MANOR APARTMENTS 

(A) PURPOSE. 

(1) TIS DETERMINED THAT IT ISA PROPER PUBLIC PURPOSE

PUBLIC MAY COMMENT 


Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Blvd. spoke regarding item VII-D, 
a letter from Margaret Beard on the recycling program. He said he 
went to inspect the site for the recycling garage and they have not 
even poured concrete yet. He asked what residents are supposed 
to do with their recycled materials now that the Ingham, Eaton, 
Clinton Counties Recycler's site has been closed. Councilmember 
Brockwell suggested that until the City's program is functional, 
people take their materials to other collectors such as Friedland 
lron and Steel who accept metal products, and Waldorf Paper Co. 
who accept paper products. Councilmember Lindemann noted 
that the closing of the Recycler's site was their choice, not that of 
the City Council, and that the City has invested ' million dollars in 
the site and they certainly do not want to see it fail. He also noted 
that the State Journal publishes a list of places that accept 
recyclable material. Gary objected to the ease with which free 
parking was granted to the Greater Lansing Convention and 
Visitors Bureau for their Holiday Celebration while the request from 
Neighborhood Watch #125 for a waiver of fees for the Parks and 
Recreation Department Showmobile required much more 
discussion and partial payment by the Neighborhood Organization. 
Councilmember Canady said that the co-sponsorship of the 
Convention and Visitors Bureau Holiday Celebration did not 
require any expenditures from the General Fund while the granting 
of the waiver of fees for the showmobile does. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. spoke on a dispute between 
himself and the Building Department regarding his building on 
Baker St. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm said that as the Oversight Committee of 
the Board of Water and Light, Council should make referrals on his 
communications, not receive them and place them on file. He 
threatened to sue the City on various issues. When his allotted 
speaking time expired, Mr. Teets requested two additional minutes, 
however, no motion was made and Council President Belen asked 
Mr. Teets to leave the podium. He refused and continued with his 
comments. Councilmember Schmidt asked President Belen to 
eject Mr. Teets from the meeting. President Belen warned Mr. 
Teets that if he did not cooperate by leaving the podium, she would 
declare him to be disrupting the meeting and have the on duty 
Police Officer arrest him. Mr. Teets refused to comply with 
President Belen’s request and she directed the Officer on duty to 
escort him from the meeting. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan said that Councilmembers work for 
the public and should have more respect for the people in the 
audience. He said that what happened here tonightis a violation of 
the public’s rights. He stated that Council does not need to give 
people the right to speak at public meetings, the Constitution gives 
them that right. 


Sandy Schafley of 918 McKim said that people like Gary Andrews 
are unfair to the Council. He should give them an opportunity to 
answer the questions he asks instead of just walking away from the 
podium. She said that one reason more people do not attend 
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Council meetings is because people like Mr. Teets and Mr. 
Bernstein are turning Council Chambers into a frightening place. 


Andrew Anthos of 216 N. Holmes spoke regarding his drive to get 
the Capitol Dome lit in the colors of the American Flag. 
Councilmember Canady said that Council has nothing to do with 
the Capital Building and cannot tell the State what to do with it. 


Jenny Sanchez of 413 S. Pennsylvania spoke on the report from 
the Mayor's Office regarding the problems with the Quality Dairy 
Store on Pennsylvania and Kalamazoo. She feels that this report 
was not done at the proper time. There are many factors that 
impact on the amount of traffic at that store and the report was 
done at a time that is not representative of what really goes on 
there.

Mayor McKane announced that Thursday at 10:00 A.M. there will 
be a ceremonial raising of the flag of the United Nations and that 
Councilmember Benavides will be the Chairperson of this years 
UN Day. He said that Thursday from 11:30 to 1:30 Lansing Citizens 
Against Pornography will be picketing at Deja Vu and invited 
anyone who is interested to join them. He gave an update on 
property at 1417 Linval asked for by Councilmember Ford at the 
October 7, 1991 meeting.

Mayor McKane gave an address for Cleophus Boyd in New Jersey 
where he is attending the funeral of his father. He said that cleanup 
of the burned out properties on Washington Avenue began this 
morning. There was a temporary delay due to not receiving DNR 
approval until today. Councilmember Lindemann asked to have 
the Administration check into changing the cycle of the traffic 
signal at the affected corner. Mayor McKane reviewed safety tips 
published by the Easter Seal Society for safe Trick or Treating. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Canady agreed with the remarks of Mrs. Schafley 
and said there is definitely a need for more decorum in Council 
Chambers. He said it is nice to have the proceedings televised for 
the benefit of people who cannot attend the meetings, however, he 
believes this may be a major contributor to people grand-standing 
at the podium. He stated that he is in favor of more restrictive rules. 
There is no reason for any Councilmember to have to sit at the 
meetings and be denigrated. He said that some people do use the 
forum properly such as Gary Andrews and Harold Leeman. Itis the 
manner in which abusers speak at the podium that is in question 
not their right to use it that needs to be dealt with very firmly. 


Council President Belen agreed with Councilmember Canady and 
said that Councilmember Schmidt does a wonderful job for the 
people in her ward and tried her best to help Mr. Bernstein. 


Councilmember Schmidt thanked Councilmember Canady and 
President Belen for their remarks. She asked the City Clerk to read 
the letter from LISC regarding Low Income Housing Grant monies 
and asked the Mayor to explain. Mayor McKane explained that this 
act allows for the renovation of older housing units in economically 
depressed areas.

The City of Lansing ordains: 

Section 1. That Chapter 804, Sections 804.01, 804.02, 804.03 and 
804.04 of the Codified Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, 
be amended to read as follows: 

804.01 DEFINITIONS. 

As used in this chapter: 

A. “Alarm system” means ANY SYSTEM WHICH IS PHYSICALLY 
OR MANUALLY ACTIVATED AND/OR a detection device or an 
assembly of equipment and/or devices arranged to signal the 
presence of a situation requiring urgent attention to which police 
are expected to respond. A fire alarm system or ASYSTEM WHICH 
ONLY SUMMONS MEDICAL HELP, an alarm system which 
monitors temperature, humidity or other conditions, not directly 
related to the detection of an unauthorized intrusion into a 
premises or an attempted robbery of a premises, is excluded from 
this chapter. 

B. “False alarm” means the activation of an alarm system through 
mechanical failure, malfunction, improper installation, negligence 
or the intentional activation of the alarm system without A 
legitimate need by the owner or lessee of an alarm system or his or 
her employee or agent. “False alarm” does not include an alarm 
Caused by a hurricane, tornado, earthquake, downed telephone 
lines or other violent condition beyond the control of the owner or 
lessee of an alarm system or of his or her employee or agent. 
804.02 INSTALLATION OF ALARM SYSTEMS; GENERALLY. 

(a) No person shall install or operate an alarm system in the City, 
unless the alarm system is: 

(1) Installed by an alarm system contractor licensed under 
Public Act 330 of 1968, as amended; or 

(2) Installed by the owner or occupant of a residence in his or her 
own residence. 

(b) An alarm system installed in a commercial or public building 
shall utilize equipment and methods of installation equivalent to or 
exceeding minimum Underwriters’ Laboratory requirements for 
installation. 

(c) An alarm system installed in a residence shail utilize 
equipment equivalent to or exceeding minimum applicable 
Underwriters’ Laboratory or American National Standard Institute 
requirements for household burglar alarm systems. 

(d) ANY ALARM SYSTEM INSTALLED IN A RESIDENCE, AFTER 
THE DATE OF ADOPTION OF THIS ORDINANCE, SHALL BE OF 
AN AUDIBLE TYPE ON SITE. IN ADDITION, THE ALARM SYSTEM 
MAY ALSO CALL INTO A CENTRAL STATION. 

(1) ALL ALARM SYSTEMS OF AN AUDIBLE TYPE SHALL BE 
DESIGNED AND SHALL FUNCTION SO THAT THE AUDIBLE 
ALARM SHALL AUTOMATICALLY CEASE OPERATING WITHIN 
FIFTEEN (15) MINUTES OF ACTIVATION AND SHALL NOT 
RE-ACTIVATE AS A RESULT OF THE SAME EVENT WHICH 
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CAUSED THE ORIGINAL ACTIVATION. 

(e) ANY ALARM COMPANY SHALL DILIGENTLY ATTEMPT TO 
MAKE TELEPHONE CONTACT WITH THE ALARM SITE WHE- 
NEVER AN ALARM IS ACTIVATED. ATTEMPTED VERIFICATION 
OF AN EMERGENCY AND THE TYPE OF EMERGENCY SHALL 


~ OCCUR PRIOR TO THE ALARM COMPANY NOTIFYING THE 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

(f) A COMPANY WHICH MONITORS AN ALARM SYSTEM IN 
THE CITY SHALL PROVIDE TO THE POLICE DEPARTMENT A 
LOCAL TELEPHONE NUMBER OR A TOLL-FREE NUMBER BY 
WHICH A REPRESENTATIVE OF THE COMPANY CAN BE 
REACHED TWENTY-FOUR (24) HOURS A DAY. IF THIS TELE- 
PHONE NUMBER CHANGES, THE COMPANY SHALL IMME- 
DIATELY NOTIFY THE POLICE DEPARTMENT WITH THE NEW 
TELEPHONE NUMBER. 

804.03 CONNECTIONS WITH POLICE DEPARTMENT ONLY 
UPON WRITTEN PERMISSION. 

No person shail sell, install, operate, adjust or arrange for a 
contract to provide a device which, upon activation, either 
mechanically, electronically or by any other means, initiates the 
automatic calling or dialing of, or makes a connection directly to a 
telephone assigned to the Police Departmetn for the purpose of 
delivering recorded message, without first receiving written 
permission from the Police Department. 

804.04 FALSE ALARMS; FEES AND COLLECTION PRO- 
CEDURES. 

(a) A POLICE DEPARTMENT RESPONSE TO TWO (2) FALSE 
ALARMS AT ONE ALARM SITE WITHIN A TWELVE (12) MONTH 
PERIOD FROM THE DATE OF THE FIRST FALSE ALARM SHALL 
BE WITHOUT ANY FEE ASSESSMENT. A FEE, AS DETERMINED 
BY CITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION, SHALL BE ASSESSED FOR 
THE THIRD POLICE DEPARTMENT RESPONSE TO A FALSE 
ALARM AT ONE ALARM SITE DURING A PERIOD OF TWELVE 
(12) MONTHS FROM THE DATE OF THE FIRST FALSE ALARM. A 
POLICE DEPARTMENT RESPONSE TO ANY SUBSEQUENT

FIRST FALSE ALARM, THE POLICE DEPARTMENT SHALL MAIL 
A NOTICE BY FIRST CLASS MAIL TO THE TAXPAYER OF 
RECORD AS LISTED IN THE ASSESSOR'S OFFICE, AND THE 
OCCUPANT AT THE ALARM SITE, STATING THAT THE NEXT 
FALSE ALARM WITHIN A PERIOD OF TWELVE (12) MONTHS

OF TWO (2) FALSE ALARMS, NO SUBSEQUENT WRITTEN 
NOTICE IS NECESSARY FOR THE FEES TO PROGRESS IN THE 
MANNER DESCRIBED IN SUBSECTION (B). FOR ALL FALSE 
ALARMS THAT RESULT IN THE ASSESSMENT OF THE FEE AS 
DETERMINED BY CITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION, THE POLICE 
DEPARTMENT SHALL NOTIFY THE TAXPAYER OF RECORD AS 
LISTED IN THE ASSESSOR'S OFFICE AND THE OCCUPANT AT

William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. addressed his remarks to the 
television audience. He invited all homeowners to come down and 
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relate their experiences with the building department to the rest of 
the listening public. 


Ed Anderson of 831 Chestnut said that drug dealers are 
re-surfacing in his neighborhood. He watched a drug deal taking 
place on his street just tonight. He said there are several burned 
down houses on Turner St. that are owned by Mr. Basel that need to 
be torn down. They are dangerous structures and kids get into 
them. Councilmember Benavides said there are late develop- 
ments in the City’s Court case involving these houses and he 
expects an announcement to be made soon. 


Mark Panello of 420 S. Fairview thanked the Mayor and Council for 
helping to clean up their area. He said there were 2 houses in their 
neighborhood owned by Frank Basel, 415 and 419 S. Fairview that 
have been nothing but trouble for 9 years. Mr. Basel will not 
cooperate with the neighborhood association or the city in any 
way. The houses are rented time after time to drug dealers and 
prostitutes, who perform their services outside in the back yard of 
these houses. One of the houses burned in a fire that was 
determined to be caused by arson, and the other house had a toilet 
that drained directly into the basement. Mr. Basel got permits to 
repair the houses, but should not be allowed to repair only surface 
problems. If these houses are to remain in their neighborhood, they 
should be brought completely up to code and the building 
inspectors should look carefully behind the surface repair to 
assure that there are not violations that are being covered up. He 
said that it would cost more than the houses are worth to bring them 
to code. 


Christina Panello of 420 S. Fairview said she had been asked by 
Helen Jeffries of 431 S. Fairview to read a letter to Council 
regarding these two properties. Mrs. Jeffries letter details the 
problems mentioned by Mr. Panello and asks the Council to 
intervene on the neighborhood's behalf. 


Maria Valdez of 531 Ash St. demanded a statement from each 
Councilmember regarding the Torres shooting and what they were 
going to do about it. Council President Belen told Ms. Valdez that 
Councilmembers are policy makers, not administrators. Their 
function is to determine what the rules should be, not to enforce or 
administer them. Councilmember Crawford said they have to wait 
until all the evidence has been presented before any decisions can 
be made, but the community must be open to the possibility that 
what happened was justified. He reminded everyone thatthe 
Police Officers involved in the shooting are hurting as much as 
everyone else. Councilmember Ford said they have to wait for the 
results of the investigation before they decide on a course of 
action. He said Lansing has a fine Police Department, but, 
mistakes and errors in judgement do happen. Councilmember 
Schmidt said that she will draw no conclusions tonight because 
their response needs to be based on factual information. 
Councilmember Lindemann explained that the rules of the meeting 
reserve a portion of the agenda at the end of the meeting for 
Councilmembers to make their statements and, anytime a section 
of the population feels they are being treated unjustly they need 
attention. They should not be left to feel as if they are being dealt 
with unfairly. He expressed his hope that in some way, good can 
come out of this. Councilmember Benavides said that in his twelve 
years on Council they have dealt with a lot of tough issues, but 
tonight is one of the toughest. Seeing your people suffer is very 
hard. They are doing all they can to get what information is 
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available out into the open, but it takes patience and time. They 
cannot reach a conclusion tonight; it would be premature. He said 
the City Officers and Council are honest people; there is nothing 
hidden. They can only give the public the information they have. 
They must wait for the findings of the Ingham County Prosecutor 
and the FBI to find out what really happened and what needs to be 
done about it. 


Andrew Anthos of 216 W. Holmes said that he hopes this incident 
will help make Councilmembers less apathetic about the concerns 
of the public. He stated his support of the Lansing Police 
Department and said he does not think this incident was a racially 
motivated one. 


REMARKS BY THE MAYOR 


Mayor McKane said that he held a press conference in his office on 
Friday to express his sorrow over this tragedy to the Torres Family 
and to everyone in the community and to assure the community 
that the proper procedure is being followed regardless of the race, 
sex, or religion of the victim. If people have objections to the 
procedure, changes need to be made before an incident occurs. 
They cannot be made in the middle of an investigation of an 
incident. He said that at this stage of the investigation some 
information must be kept confidential for the protection of all 
parties involved. He reminded everyone that the FBI is a very 
capable agency and can be depended upon to conduct the 
investigation fairly. He congratulated the winners of last week's 
election. 


REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Canady reported to the Mayor that he has 
received complaints from residents on W. Maple that some people 
are sweeping their leaves out into the right of way. 


Councilmember Ford told the Mayor that residents of Moores River 
Estates have complained to him that people are dumping their 
leaves into the river. 


Councilmember Schmidt asked Chief Deputy City Clerk Slade to 
read the tribute to Jud English into the record. 


Councilmember Lindemann thanked the people in the first ward 
and throughout the city who voted last Tuesday. He congratulated 
the winning Candidates and said he is grateful and proud ofthe 12 
years he has spent as a City Councilmember and feels they have 
made great strides toward making the City a better place to live.

REMARKS BY COUNCILMEMBERS 


Councilmember Ford said that he attended a meeting at the Black 
Child and Family Institute at which discussion was held on Middle 
School athletics. He said the City should have an objective to 
develop more extra-curricular activities. He asked where people 
can call to get replacement recycling bins when theirs are stolen? 
He suggested that the City reconsider the issue of funding drop off 
centers because of the level of participation it is experiencing.

PUBLIC OR SECTION 501 TAX-EXEMPT EMPLOYER DEFERRED 
COMPENSATION PLAN 


PURSUANT TO SECTION 457 OF THE INTERNAL REVENUE 
CODE 


ARTICLE | 


INTRODUCTION 

The City of Lansing (“Employer”) hereby establishes the City of 
Lansing Deferred Compensation Plan (“Plan”) pursuant to Section 
457 of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended (“Code”). 
The purpose of the Plan is to attract and retain certain individuals 
by permitting them to enter into agreements with the Employer 
which will provide for the payment of deferred compensation on 
retirement or separation from service as well as death benefits in 
the event of death before or after separation. 


Nothing contained in this Plan shall be deemed to constitute an 
employment contract or agreement for services between the 
Participant and the Employer nor shall it be deemed to give a 
Participant any right to be retained in the employ of, or under 
contract to, the Employer. Nothing herein shall be construed to 
modify the terms of any employment contract or agreement for 
services between a Participant and the Employer as this Plan is 
intended to be a supplement thereto. 


ARTICLE I! 


DEFINITIONS 

2.01 Compensation: The total annual remuneration for employ- 
ment or contracted services payable by the Employer that would 
be included.in the federal gross income of the Participant but for 
the Participant's election to participate in the Plan. 


2.02 Includible Compensation: That amount of Compensation 
includible in the Participant's federal gross income, reduced both 
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by amounts of Compensation deferred under this Plan or any other 
plan or arrangement pursuant to Section 457 of the Code or 
otherwise and also reduced by the following: 1) employee salary 
reduction contributions to a 401(k) plan, simplified employee 
pension plan or cafeteria plan; 2) employee contributions which 
are picked up by the employer pursuant to Code Section 41 4(h) 
and 3) amounts contributed by the Employer to an annuity contract 
described in Section 403(b) of the Code: without regard to any 
community property laws. 


2.03 Deferred Compensation: The amount of Compensation not 
yet earned, as designated in the Participation Agreement which is 
made a part hereof, which the Participant and the Employer 
mutually agree shall be deferred in accordance with the provisions 
of this Plan, subject to the following limitations: 


a. Normal Limitation: The maximum amountthat may be deferred 
under this Plan for a Participant's taxable year (except as provided 
in paragraph 2.03 b.) is the lesser of $7,500 or 33 1/3% of the 
Participant's Includible Compensation. 


For a Participant in more than one 457 plan, the maximum amount 
that may be deferred for such Participant's taxable year is $7,500 
(as modified by 2.03 b. below). In applying this limit, a reduction 
must be made for any amounts excluded under 403(b) for the year 
and any salary deferrals for the year under a 401(k) plan or a 
simplified employee pension plan. 


b. Catch-up Limitation: For each one of the Participant's last 
three taxable years ending prior to but not including the year of 
such Participant's Normal Retirement Age, as elected by the 
Participant pursuant to Section 2.04, the limitation set forth in 
paragraph 2.03 a. shall be the lesser of: 


1. $15,000; or 


2. the sum of the Normal Limitation set forth in paragraph 2.03 a., 
plus so much of the Normal Limitation which has been underutil- 
ized in all prior taxable years since January 1, 1979, or since plan 
inception date, if later. 


c. For purposes of paragraph b., a prior taxable year can be taken. 
into account: (1) if the Participant was eligible to participate in the . 


Plan or any similar prior plan of the same Employer or another 
employer in the same state during any portion of any prior taxable 
year since January 1, 1979; and (2) ifthe compensation deferred, if 
any, under such plan or the Plan during such prior taxable years 
was Subject to a maximum deferral limitation as required by 
Section 457 of the Code. 


A Participant may elect to utilize the Catch-up Limitation once in 
this Plan or any other similar plan notwithstanding the fact that the 
Participant utilizes the Catch-up Limitation in less than all of the 
three eligible years. 


2.04 Normal Retirement Age: For purposes of the Catch-up 
Limitation under Section 2.03b., the Normal Retirement Age shall 
be age 70 ¥%, unless, prior to that time, another Normal Retirement 
Age is elected in writing by the Participant. In selecting an alternate 
Normal Retirement Age, a Participant can choose any age whichis 
(1) not earlier than the earliest age at which the Participant has the 
right to retire and receive unreduced retirement benefits from the 
Employer's basic pension plan and (2) not later than the date the 
Participant attains age 70 ¥. 
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Notwithstanding the above, a Participant who continues in the 
service of the Employer after age 70 '%, and has not utilized the 
Catch-up Limitation, may elect a later Normal Retirement Age. Any 


such age elected, however, may not be later than the Participant's - 


actual date of Separation from Service with the Employer. 


2.05 Separation from Service: The severance of the Participant's 
employment contract or agreement for services with the Employer 
whereby the Participant thereafter is not providing services to the 
Employer. 


2.06 Beneficiary: Beneficiary or Beneficiaries of certain benefits of — 


the Plan designated by the Participant in the Participation 
Agreement. Nothing herein shall prevent the Participant from 
designating more than one Beneficiary or primary and secondary 
Beneficiaries or changing the designation of a Beneficiary. Iftwo or 
more or less than all designated Beneficiaries survive the 
Participant, payments shall be made equally to all such Beneficiar- 
ies, unless otherwise provided in the Beneficiary designation. 
Elections made by a Participant in the Participation Agreement 
shall be binding on any such Beneficiary or Beneficiaries except 
for the-right of a Beneficiary as provided in Section 6.04. Upon the 
death of the Participant, the Employer will be responsible for 
notifying the Designated Institution of the Beneficiary entitled to 
payments under the Plan. It will not be the responsibility of the 
Designated Institution to determine the Beneficiary hereunder. 


2.07 Eligible Individual: Any individual employee of the Employer or 
any individual performing services for the Employer by appoint- 
ment, election or contract, who performs services for the Employer 
for which Compensation is paid and who meets the criteria set forth 
in Section 4.01. 


2.08 Participant: Any Eligible Individual who fulfills the eligibility and 
enrollment requirements of Article IV. 


2.09 Participation Agreement: A written agreement between the 
Employer and a Participant setting forth certain provisions and 
elections relative to the Plan, establishing the amount of Deferred 
Compensation and the manner and method of paying benefits 
under the Plan, incorporating the terms and conditions of the Plan 
and establishing the Participant's participation in the Plan. 


2.10 Plan Year: The calendar year. 


2.11 Approved Institution: Any organization that has been 
approved by the Employer to provide services or Investment 
Product(s) to the Employer under the Plan. 


2.12 Investment Product: Any product issued by or obtained from 
an Approved Institution for the purpose of satisfying the Employer's 
Obligations under the Plan. 


2.13 Designated Institution: As designated by a Participant in the 
Participation Agreement, any Approved Institution whose 
Investment Product is used for purposes of measuring the benefits 
due that Participant pursuant to the Plan. 


2.14 Employer: City of Lansing 
ARTICLE III 


ADMINISTRATION 
3.01 This Plan shall be administered by the Employer. The 
Employer may appoint a Committee (“Committee”) of one or more 
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‘individuals in the employment.of Employer for the purpose of 
discharging the administrative responsibilities of the Employer 
under the Plan. The Employer may remove a Committee member 
for any reason by giving such member ten (10) days written notice 
and may thereafter fill any vacancy thus created. The Committee 
shall represent the Employer in all matters concerning the 
administration of this Plan; provided however, the final authority for 
all administrative and operational decisions relating to the Plan 
remains with the Employer. 


3.02 The Committee shall have full power and authority; to adopt 
rules and regulations for the administration of the Plan, provided 
they are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Plan, and 
Section 457 of the Code and any Treasury regulations promul- 
gated thereunder; to interpret, alter, amend or revoke any rules and 
regulations so adopted; to enter into contracts on behalf of the 
Employer with respect to this Plan; to make discretionary decisions 
under this Plan such as called for in Article Vil; to demand 
satisfactory proof of the occurrence of any event that is a condition 
precedent to the commencement of any payment or discharge of 
any obligation under the Plan; and to perform any and all 
administrative duties under this Plan. 


3.03 A Committee member shall be eligible to participate in the 
Plan, but such person shall not be entitled to participate in 
discretionary decisions under Article VII relating to such person's 
own participation in the Plan. 


3.04 The Employer or Committee acting on behalf of the Employer 
shall screen and approve any insurance company or other entity 
seeking to sell an Investment Product or otherwise operate as an 
Approved Institution under this Plan. The Committee may contract 
with an Approved Institution (a) to issue to the Employer an 
Investment Product as described in Article V of the Plan or (b) to 
provide services under the Plan for the convenience of the 
Employer including, but not limited to, the enrollment of Eligible 
Individuals as Participants on behalf of the Employer, the 
maintenance of individual or other accounts and other records, the 
making of periodic reports and the disbursement of benefits to 
Participants and Beneficiaries. 


ARTICLE IV 


PARTICIPATION IN THE PLAN 

4.01 Eligibility: Any Eligible Individual who performs services for the 
Employer for which Compensation is paid and who executes a 
Participation Agreement with the Employer is eligible to participate 
in the Plan. 


4.02 Enrollment in the Plan: 


a. 10 become a Participant, an Eligible Individual must agree to 
deter Compensation not yet earned by entering into a Participation 
Agreement. The Participation Agreement will become effective on 
the first day of the second calendar month following the date on 
which it is executed. 


b. At the time of entering into or modifying the Participation 
Agreement hereunder to defer Compensation or at the time of 


re-entry following a withdrawal under Article VII, a Participant must | 


agree to defer a minimum amount of $600.00 annually. 


c. A Participant who defers Compensation may not modify.such 
agreement to change the amount deferred except with respect to 
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Compensation to be earned ina subsequent calendar month or 
except as provided in Article VII hereof with respect to withdrawals. 
Any such modification will be effective on the first day of the 
second calendar month following the execution of the new 
Participation Agreement. 


d. A Participant may at any time revoke the Participation 
Agreement to defer Compensation with respect to Compensation 
not yet earned. The revocation is effective and the Participant's full 
Compensation will be restored in the month subsequent to the 
month such revocation is approved by the Committee. The 
Participant must notify the Committee in writing of such revocation 
at least thirty-five (35) days prior to the beginning of the calendar 
month for which such revocation is to be effective. Amounts 
previously deferred shall be paid only as provided in this Plan. 


e. A Participant who has withdrawn from the Plan, as set forth in 
Article Vill, or has revoked the Participation Agreement, as set forth 
in subsection d. above, or who returns to perform services for the 
Employer after a Separation from Service, may again become a 
Participant in the Plan and agree to defer Compensation not yet 
earned by entering into a new Participation Agreement as provided 
in Section 4.02 a. above. 


f. Pursuant to procedures determined by the Committee, a 
Participant may request that the Employer change the designation 
of the Designated Institution utilized by the Employer to measure its 
Plan promise to the Participant; provided, however, such a request, 
whether executed or not, shall inno way interfere with the status of 
the Employer as the legal owner of any assets or contracts 
acquired by the Employer to support its obligation under this Plan. 


ARTICLE V 


CALCULATION OF BENEFITS 

5.01 The amount of any benefit payment to a Participant or 
Beneficiary made pursuant to this Plan shall be determined by the 
value at the time of such payment of the Investment Product(s) 
described below in accordance with elections in the Participation 
Agreement and the provisions of the Plan: 


An amount equal to the amount which would have been payable to 
the Employer under either an annuity contract or life insurance 
policy issued to the Employer by an Approved Institution selected 
by the Participant as the Designated Institution according to the 
terms and conditions of the Participation Agreement. The amount 
shall further be determined as if — 


— the Participant is the annuitant under the annuity contract or the 
insured under the life insurance policy or both. 


— the manner and method of payment is as specified in the 
Participation Agreement, and 


— the premium is equal to the Participant's Deferred Compensa- 
tion as if such Deferred Compensation had been applied as a 
premium to such annuity contract or life insurance policy within a 
reasonable time subsequent to the reduction in the Participant's 
Compensation as authorized and as specified in the Participant's 
Participation Agreement. 


5.02 The Employer at its discretion may acquire an Investment 
Product and invest amounts of Deferred Compensation in an 
Investment Product in order to provide a fund from which it can 
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Satisfy its obligation to make benefit payments pursuant to this 
Pian. Any Investment Product so acquired for the convenience of 
the Employer shail be the sole and exclusive property of the 
Employer with the Employer named as owner and beneficiary; 
provided further, such Investment Product shall not be held in trust 
or as collateral security for the benefit of any Participant or 
Beneficiary. 


5.03 All amounts of Compensation deferred under this Plan, all 
property and rights which may be purchased by the Employer with 
such amounts and all income attributable to such amounts, 
property or rights to property shall remain the sole property and 
rights of the Employer without being restricted by the provisions of 
this Plan subject only to the claims of the Employer's general 
creditors. The obligation of the Employer under this Plan is purely 
contractual and shall not be funded or secured in any way. 


5.04 The Employer shall be liable to pay benefits under this Plan 
only to the extent of amounts that would have been available under 
the Investment Product as measured by elections made in the 
Participation Agreement, and the Employer shall not be respons- 
ible for the investment or performance results of such Investment 
Product. Furthermore, if an Investment Product is so acquired to 
measure benefits payable under this Plan, the value of any benefit 
shall be determined by the actual value of the Investment Product 
at the time of benefit payment, unaffected by any independent or 
arbitrary standard of calculation with respect to such Investment 
Product. 


ARTICLE VI 


BENEFITS 
6.01 General Benefit Terms: 


a(i) Benefit payments to a Participant or Beneficiary shall be 
made according to the manner and method of payment as elected 
inthe Participation Agreement, which election may be changed by 
a Participant or a Beneficiary as appropriate and as allowed by the 
Plan at any time more than thirty (30) days prior to the 
commencement of such benefit payments pursuant to the 
Participation Agreement. 


(ii) Subject to the restrictions on choice of benefit contained in 
paragraphs 6.01 b.,6.01 c.,6.03, and 6.04, the options available for 
selection by the Participant or Beneficiary as to the manner and 
method of payment are: 

1) Lump sum, 
2) periodic payments for a designated period; 
3) periodic payments for life; 


4) periodic payments for life with a guaranteed minimum 
number of payments; 


5) periodic payments for the life of the Participant with 
Continuation of the payments or a percentage of the payments for 
the lifetime of the Participant's spouse; 


6) such other option as the Employer may, in its sole discretion, 
offer to the Participant prior to the commencement of benefits. 


Periodic payments may be monthly, quarterly, semiannually, or 
annually. The amount of each payment may be fixed or fluctuate 
with the performance of the Investment Product. 
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b. Inthe absence of an election in the Participation Agreement as 
to the manner and method of such benefit payments as provided in 
Section 6.01 a.(ii), the Employer shall make periodic payments to 


the Participant or Beneficiary as a distribution of the account in 


equal percentages over ten years; provided further, in no event 
shall payments to a Beneficiary exceed (i) the life expectancy of a 
Beneficiary where such Beneficiary is the surviving spouse of the 
Participant or (ii) a period of fifteen (15) years or, if less, the life or 
life expectancy of the Beneficiary where such Beneficiary is not 
the surviving spouse: of the Participant. 


c. In determining the amount of benefit payments, the minimum 
distribution incidental death benefit rule must be satisfied. This rule 
will be similar to the one contained in IRS Proposed Requlation 
1.401(a)(9)-2. To the extent that the payment required under this 
rule is greater than the amount determined under 6.01 d., the 
greater amount must be paid. 


d. Benefits under the Plan must either (i) be distributed by the 


April 1 of the calendar year following the calendar year in which the . 


participant attains age 70 % or separates from service whichever 
occurs later, or (ii) commence no later than the April 1, of the 
calendar year described in (i) and be made over the life of the 
Participant (or the lives of the participant and the Participant's 
Beneficiary) or over a period not exceeding the life expectancy of 
the Participant (or the life expectancies of the Participant and his 
Beneficiary). 


For purposes of this provision, life expectancy(ies) shall be 
determined using the return multiples of Section 1.72-9 of the 
Regulations. The life expectancy of the Participant and the 
Participant's spouse (other than in the case of a life annuity) may 
be recalculated, but not more frequently than annually. 


e. Benefit payments to a Participant or Beneficiary shall 
commence at the time provided in the Plan, subject to an 
irrevocable election by the Participant or Beneficiary as 
appropriate prior to the time such benefits first become payable to 
defer the beginning of such payments or a portion of such 
payments toa later date as allowed by the Plan and pursuant to the 
Participation Agreement. 


f. Distributions payable over a period of more than one year must 


_be paid in substantially non-increasing amounts (not less 


frequently than annually). 


g. For purposes of interpreting the provisions of the Plan, the 
Committee shall only consider a Participation Agreement signed 
by the Participant or Beneficiary, as appropriate, and submitted to 
the Committee. 


6.02 Benefits Upon Separation from Service: If Separation from 
Service occurs prior to attainment of age 70 4, the Employer shall 
begin benefit payments no earlier than sixty-one (61) days and no 
later than ninety (90) days following such Separation from Service; 
provided however, the Participant may irrevocably elect, within the 
one hundred twenty (120) day period ending sixty (60) days after 
Separation from Service, to defer the beginning of such payments, 
or any portion of such payments, to a date not later than the April 1, 
of the calendar year following the calendar year in which the 
Participant attains age 70 %, as provided in the Participation 
Agreement. 


For Participants separating from service on or after attaining age 
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70%, the Employer shall begin benefit payments on the April 1, of 
the calendar year following the calendar year in which the 
Participant separates from service, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 6.01 d. and f. and with the election made by 
the Participant in the Participation Agreement. 


6.03 Benefits Upon Death After Commencement of Benefits: 


a. Should the Participant die at any time after benefit payments 
have commenced, the Employer shall commence payment to the 
Beneficiary of the balance remaining of such payments no earlier 
than sixty-one (61) days following the death of the Participant but in 
no event no later than ninety (90) days following the Participant's 
death. Payments to the Beneficiary shall continue under the option 
selected by the Participant in the Participation Agreement. 


b. Ifno Beneficiary is designated as provided in Section 2.06 or if 
no Beneficiary survives the Participant for a period of thirty (30) 
days, then the Employer shall pay to the estate of the Participant a 
single lump sum amount equal to the current value of such 
remaining payments. If a Beneficiary does not survive the period 
after the Participant’s death during which such payments to the 
Beneficiary are to be made, the Employer shall pay to the estate of 
that Beneficiary a single lump sum amount equal to the current 
value of such remaining payments to that Beneficiary. 


6.04 Benefits Upon Death Prior To Commencement of Benefits: 


a. Should the Participant die at any time before benefit payments 
have commenced, the Employer shall commence benefit 
payments to the Beneficiary no earlier than sixty-one (61) days 
following the Participant's death and no later than ninety (90) days 
following the Participant's death. Such payments shall be made 
according to the manner and method provided in the Participation 
Agreement or as selected by the Beneficiary pursuant to a revised 
Participation Agreement submitted to the Committee more than 
thirty (30) days prior to the commencement of such benefit 
payments over a period not to exceed: 


1. the life expectancy of the Beneficiary if the Beneficiary is the 
Participant's surviving spouse, or 


2. aperiod not in excess of fifteen (15) years or, if less, the life or 
life expectancy of the Beneficiary if the Beneficiary is not the 
Participant's surviving spouse. 


b. However, the Beneficiary may irrevocably elect within the sixty 
(60) day period subsequent to the Participant's death to defer the 
beginning of such payments as described below. Subject to the 
limitations provided under Section 6.04 a., the Beneficiary may also 
elect to change the manner and method of benefit payments as 
allowed under the Plan if such election is made more than thirty 
(30) days prior to the date when such deferred benefits are to 
commence. 


The maximum deferral period is five years from the Participant's 
date of death. Provided that,if the deferral of benefits extends 
beyond one year from the Participant's date of death, the manner of 
payout elected must assure that the entire amount payable is 
distributed within five years of the Participant’s date of death. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, if the Participant’s spouse is the 
Beneficiary, the beginning of such payments can be deferred until 
the date the Participant would have attained age 70 '. 
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c. Ifno Beneficiary is designated as provided in Section 2.06 or if 
no Beneficiary survives the Participant for a period of thirty (30) 
days, the Employer shall pay to the estate of the Participant a single 
lump sum amount equal to the current value of any remaining 
payments. If a Beneficiary does not survive the period after the 
Participant's death during which such payments to the Beneficiary 
are to be made, then the Employer shall pay to the estate of that 
Beneficiary a single lump sum amount equal to the current value of 
such remaining payments to that Beneficiary. 


ARTICLE VII 


WITHDRAWALS 

7.01 Inthe case of an unforeseeable emergency, a Participant may 
apply to the Committee for withdrawal of an amount reasonably 
necessary to satisfy the emergency need. If such application for 
withdrawal is approved by the Committee the withdrawal will be 
effective at the later of the date specified in the participant's 
application or the date of approval by the Committee. The 
approved amount shall be payable in a lump sum within thirty (30) 
days of such effective date or in some other manner consistent 
with the emergency need as determined by the Committee. 
Emergency withdrawals may not be available subsequent to 
commencement of certain benefit payments. 


7.02 For the purpose of this Plan, the term ‘‘unforeseeable 


emergency" means a severe financial hardship to the Participant - 


resulting from a sudden and unexpected illness or accident of the 
Participant or of a dependent (as defined in Section 152(a) of the 
Code) of the Participant, loss of the Participant’s property due to 
casualty, or other similar extraordinary and unforeseeable 
Circumstances arising as a result of events beyond the control of 
the Participant. Withdrawals for foreseeable expenditures normally 
budgetable, such as a down payment on a home or purchase of an 
auto or college expenses, will not be permitted. The Committee 
shall not permit withdrawal for unforeseeable emergency to the 
extent that such hardship is or may be relieved: 


a. through reimbursement of compensation by insurance or 
otherwise; 


b. by liquidation of the Participant's assets, to the extent the 
liquidation of such assets would not itself cause severe financial 
hardship; or 


c. by cessation of deferrals under the plan. 


7,03 Inno event shall the amount of a withdrawal for unforeseeable 
emergency exceed the amount of benefits which would have been 
available to the Participant at the time of withdrawal. Notwithstand- 
ing any other provision of this Plan, if a Participant makes a 
withdrawal hereunder, the value of benefits under the Plan shall be 
appropriately reduced to reflect such withdrawal, and the 
remainder of any benefits shall be payable in accordance with 
otherwise applicable provisions of the Plan. 


ARTICLE VIII 


LEAVE OF ABSENCE 

A Participant on an approved leave of absence with or without 
Compensation may continue to participate in the Plan subject to all 
the terms and conditions of the Plan; provided further, Compensa- 
tion may be deferred for such Participant if such Compensation 
continues while the Participant is on an approved leave of 
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absence. 
ARTICLE IX 


NON-ASSIGNABILITY CLAUSE 

Neither the Participant nor any other person shall have any rightto 
commute, sell, assign, pledge, transfer or otherwise convey or 
encumber the right to receive any payments hereunder, which 
payments and rights thereto are expressly declared to be 
unassignable and nontransferable. Nor shall any unpaid benefits 
be subject to attachment, garnishment or execution for payment of 
any debts, judgments, alimony or separate maintenance owed by 
the Participant or any other person or be transferable by operation 
of law in the event of bankruptcy or insolvency of the Participant or 
any other person. 


ARTICLE X 


AMENDMENT OR TERMINATION OF PLAN 

10.01 The Employer may terminate or amend the provisions of this 
Plan at any time; provided however, no termination or amendment 
shall affect the rights of a Participant or a Beneficiary to the receipt 
of benefits with respect to any Compensation deferred before the 
time of the termination or amendment, as adjusted for the 
investment experience of the Investment Product of the Desig- 
nated Institution prior to or subsequent to the termination or 
amendment. 


10.02 Upon termination of the Plan, the Participants in the Plan will 
be deemed to have withdrawn from the Plan as of the date of such 
termination. The full Compensation of all Participants will be 
thereupon restored on a non-deferred basis. The Employer shall 
not distribute Plan benefits at the time of such termination; the 
Employer shall rather retain all amounts of Deferred Compensation 
and shall only pay or dispose of Plan benefits as otherwise 
provided in the Plan and according to the terms and conditions of 
the Plan. 


ARTICLE XI 
PLAN-TO-PLAN TRANSFERS 


11.01 This Plan shall accept for transfer amounts of Compensation 
previously deferred pursuant to another “eligible” plan of deferred 
compensation established pursuant to Section 457 of the Code 
maintained by another employer. 


11.02 If the Participant separates from service to accept 
employment with or perform services for another employer which 
maintains an “eligible” plan of deferred compensation pursuant to 
Section 457 of the Code, the amounts deferred under this Plan 
shall, at the Participant's election, be transferred to such other 
“eligible” plan, provided such other plan provides or is able to 
provide for the acceptance of such amounts. The Participant's 
election to transfer must be made prior to the date benefits would 
otherwise become payable pursuant to the terms of this Plan. 


ARTICLE XII 
APPLICABLE LAW 


The Plan shall be construed under the laws of the State of 
Michigan.

WHEREAS the Lansing Planning Board, at their meeting of August 
20, 1991, recommended approval of this request with conditions 
and with the specific understanding that no further increase in the 
intensity of use or in the physical dimensions of the structure will be 
supported or encouraged; and 


WHEREAS the Physical Development Committee of Council has 
reviewed the report of the Planning Board and concurs therewith; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BEIT RESOLVED that the Lansing City 


Council approves a special land use permit for property at 3016 . 


Risdale Avenue to increase the size of the existing residential care 
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facility for up to nine (9) elderly adults, subject to the following 
conditions: 


1. There is no change in the parking area unless problems arise. 
Several additional spaces can be provided (if Planning Division 
requires it) west of the addition. These must be heavily landscaped 
and adequately drained. 


2. There is no change in exterior dimensions of the structure. 


3. There are provisions for fencing along the rear of the open 
back yard at 4314 Ballard. 


4. Final approval by the City Council of the Special Land Use will 
take place only after all Code requirements identified in the June 
26, 1991 inspection have complied with and approved by the 
Building Division. 


This recommendation is made with the understanding that no 
further increases in the number of beds or in the physical 
dimensions of the structure will be supported or encouraged by 
City Council. 


In making this decision the Lansing City Council has considered 
the following: 


Compatibility with Surrounding Area 

The structure at 3016 Risdale will retain single family residential 
character. Even though it has a large rear addition completed in 
1989, where six of the nine bedrooms are located, the structure is 
situated on a double lot (65 x 250) which contains 16,250 square 
feet. There is ample rear lot area for gardens and outdoor passive 
or active recreation. 


The lot is similar to or larger than most of the parcels in the 
surrounding area. While the structure is large, it does not appear 
overdeveloped because of the size of the lot. 


The increase in number of residents should be generally 
compatible since the size of the physical use will not increase and 
adding three more persons should not generally cause more traffic 
than can be accommodated by the existing situation. 


Impact on Essential Character 

Increasing to nine residents should not substantially change the 
character of the house or the area. Some of these elderly residents 
do not receive many visitors. Therefore, little change in the 
character of the area is anticipated. However, if the facility were to 
try to expand beyond nine, either there would be people in every 
occupiable space upstairs and in the basement or a physical 
addition would be required. Either of these situations would change 
the character of the use and should not be encouraged. It would 
also necessitate an increase in parking requirements which would 
increase the intensity of the use beyond what would normally be 
associated with single family residential uses for parking. Parking 
for the structure is provided via a long single car paved driveway 
sufficient to house four vehicles. On street parking on one side of 
the street is also available for visitors. None of the residents have 
vehicles. 


Interference with Use of Adjacent Uses 

Previously neighboring property owners felt that having this facility 
would reduce privacy in their rear yards. Concerns voiced at the 
public hearing for this request ranged over several issues, but 
privacy was not mentioned. Two adjacent neighbors to the east 
supported the increase in the number of residents to nine as long 
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as no further physical expansion occurred. 


The resident at 3101 Risdale indicated that on occasion the elderly 
residents wandered from the house. If one of the elderly persons 
were to wander into someone else's yard, some interference with 
the enjoyment of one’s property might occur. However, this would 
seem fairly innocuous and infrequent. It would seem to be similar to 
a smail child wandering or getting lost. It would appear that the 
increase in residents would have little significant impact on the use 
of adjacent properties. 


Impact on Environmental Features 

No change in the exterior of the building or the lot is contemplated 
as a result of this request. No noise, air or water pollution is 
anticipated. No negative environmental impact should occur. 


Served Adequately by Public Services 

Public services such as bus service are not directly available to the 
site but transportation for the residents is provided by the applicant. 
Sidewalks and paved street are installed and accessible. 


The proposal will not negatively impact the general availability of 
public services in the neighborhood. 


Impact on Public Utilities 

A major concern at the time of the last request for twelve persons 
was the potential for standing water and/or runoff into the low spot 
inthe northeast corner of the lot which would adversely impact the 
neighboring properties. 


According to one neighbor, no standing water caused by the adult 
foster care home has been observed. 


No changes in the grading or amount of runoff is proposed as a 
result of this project. No additional parking area is being requested 
or required. 


No other utility services are expected to be impacted as a result of 
this proposal. 


Compliance with the Master Plan 

It would appear to be in compliance with the Master Plan, which 
indicates residential use at 0 to 7 units per acre for the area. The 
comprehensive plan generally regards foster care facilities as 
compatible in residential areas provided no significant negative 
impacts are identified. 


Compliance with Zoning Code Requirements 

The structure and lot comply with city zoning ordinances relating to 
square footage and setback requirements. At present, nine parking 
spaces would be required. Approximately four are provided in the 
single car width drive. However, to expand parking would change 
the single family character. If the present arrangement is adequate, 
the additional parking which could be provided should be omitted. 
lf the present situation begins to present problems, several more 
spaces could be developed west of the addition which would have 
to be heavily landscaped and adequately drained to alleviate this 
problem. it would appear that all zoning requirements can be 
fulfilled; and

C. The name(s) of the owner(s) of record of all parcels of land 
located within said area and the name of the developer of said land, 
if the identity of the developer is known and is not an owner, 


2. Prior to the award of any construction contracts or the issuance 
of required permits, the Township shall submit to the City a “Utility 
Equity Investment Fee”. Said fees are $4,096.05 per acre and shall 
be revised on July 1 of each year. Said Utility Equity Investment Fee 
shall be computed on the basis of the formula and method as 
determined by the Finance and Public Service Departments. 


3. The City of Lansing will not participate in any costs for the 
extension of sanitary sewers or appurtenances, right of ways 
required, or legal, engineering and inspection fees. 


4. The City shall not be responsible for any costs of construction or 
maintenance of the individual house leads from the user's building 
to, and including the connection with the sewer main located in the 
Street or within a sewer easement. 


5. Inthe case of borderline streets, where the City has previously 
constructed.a sanitary sewer, connections will be allowed, subject 
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to the payment of the utility equity investment fee and payment of 
the assessment cost as previously paid by residents of the City, 
and subject to all other provisions of this agreement. 


6. A permit from the Department of Public Service from the City of 
Lansing shall be obtained prior to any sanitary sewer construction 
work. Detailed plans and specifications prepared by a registered 
Engineer shall be submitted to the Lansing City Engineer for review 


and approval prior to issuing the sanitary sewer construction - 


permit. 


7. If at all practical all sewer'lines shall be placed in street Right of 
Way. If easements across private property are required, the 
Township shall acquire same at Township expense and in the 
name of the Township. Said easements shall be assigned to the 
City of Lansing, for the purpose of constructing and maintaining 
sanitary sewer system. All easements shall be properly recorded. 


8. Upon completion of construction of sewers built, and prior to 
placing said system in use, satisfactory evidence shall be 
submitted to the City Engineer that the plans and specifications 
have been fully complied with and that the sewers may be placed in 
service.

services directly to the public. 


3. That the City strongly endorse State action on the Act 51 
formula to preserve our streets and transportation capabilities; 


4. That the moratorium on new General Fund, or General Fund 


_ Subsidized, programs and service levels be continued; 


5. That the City, with appropriate involvement from the 
community and other levels of government, develop a strategic 
plan within the next 12 to 18 months; 


6. As part of the strategic planning process, the City explore 
consolidations of functions with other local governmental service 
providers in order to reduce duplication of facilities and personnel: 


7. That the City continue its efforts to contain costs through 
negotiations with its unions and with other governmental units so 
that service levels and jobs be preserved as much as is feasible in 
light of economic conditions. 


8. That the City only accept grants which are both operationally 
and financially prudent and needed to maintain or improve critical 
services and that all grant fund positions shall terminate upon 
expiration of the grant funding. 


9. That the City utilize the Human Service Rainy Day Fund to 
address the critical transition problems that are facing our 
community from the recession, industrial changes, and downsizing 
of government.

1296.01 ADULT BUSINESSES; ADULT BOOK STORES, ADULT 


MOVIE THEATRES, ADULT PERSONAL SERVICE BUSINESSES,

(a) Purpose. The purpose and intent of this section is to regulate 
the location of, but not to exclude, adult BUSINESSES in the City, by 
preventing the concentration of such uses in CLOSE PROXIMITY

OF THEIR OPERATION BY SEPARATING SUCH USES FROM

Gary Andrews of 560 Brookland Bivd. thanked Councilmembers 
for the amendment to the list of allocations for Michigan Equity 
Grant funds. 


William Bernstein of 420 Baker St. talked about his problems with 
the Building Department. oa 


Bill Cox, of the Law Firm of Kline and Schafer, on behalf of their 
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client William Ensley asked what public necessity required 


immediate effect on the amendment to the Planning and Zoning » 


code. City Attorney, Al Knot advised Mr. Cox that, as this issue is 
currently in litigation, his question must be asked through the 
discovery process. They may file an interrogatory request with his 
Office. 


Dan Zayro of 1004% S. Washington asked by what criteria the 
amendment to the Planning and Zoning Code was judged to be of 
public necessity. City Attorney Knot replied that questions in this 
vein would not be answered because the City is currently in 
litigation regarding this issue. 


William Hubbell of 1138% Cooper Avenue spoke regarding the 
economic climate in the state and Governor Engler’s policies. He 
stated his support of Andrew Anthos’s campaign to light the dome 
of the Capital in the colors of the American Flag. 


Frank Curtis of 1137 W. Allegan accused the Council of being 
disrespectful to the public and stated that they should answer the 
questions regarding the necessity for immediate effect on the adult 
entertainment ordinance. 


Lloyd Teets of 116 E. Elm St. said goodbye to Councilmember 
Lindemann. He told the audience that you can accomplish 
something by coming down and appearing before Council, but, it 
takes determination and persistence.

because of their efforts to clean up the neighborhood. 


Andrew Anthos of 216 W. Holmes thanked Councilmember 


Lindemann for his service to the city. He spoke regarding the plight 
of the homeless and asked everyone to help him convince 
Governor Engler to rehabilitate abandoned houses as shelters for 
them. 


Dale Irwin of 815 N. Capitol asked for a clarification of the public 
necessity for giving immediate effect to the planning and zoning 
code amendment. City Attorney Knot repeated his refusal to 
discuss this issue because of current litigation. 


Harold Leeman of 529 N. Francis objected to the ene a8 of 
Rudy Reyes to the Cable Advisory Board because his application 
for appointment to a City Board had not been completed, and 
because the Committee on General Services has not had an 
opportunity to review it. He said that he feels Councilmember 
Benavides has a conflict of interest in this matter because Mr. 
Reyes sits on the Board for Cristo Rey Community Center. He 
asked for a recycling update and inquired when the Council 
President and Vice President would be elected. 


Rudy Reyes of 2201 S. Pennsylvania thanked Council for 
confirmation of his appointment to the Cable Advisory Board and 
stated that his interest in this board is as a consumer. 


D.J. Fairbanks of 2104 May St. thanked the Council for the fine job 
they do and wished them a Merry Christmas.

Mr. Boyd said that Mayor McKane is conducting a portion of the 
Lansing Concert Band’s performance at Wharton Center tonight. 
He announced that next week trash pickup will run as scheduled 
for Monday and Tuesday, no pickup Wednesday, and Thursday 
and Friday pickup will be a day late.

He wished the very best to Council- 
member Lindemann and said that Pat helped him when he first 
became a Councilperson. 


Councilmember Brockwell thanked Councilmember Lindemann 
for his help in the past and wished him good luck in the future. He 
said that if any neighborhood would like to stage a demonstration 
against drugs they may contact the Greater Lansing Residents 


Against Drugs at 372-6290. He congratulated Mr. Condell and . 
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commended his son for writing the letter that culminated in his 
father receiving the Bronze Star for his heroic actions in WWII. 


Councilmember Crawford thanked Councilmember Lindemann for 
his dedicated service to the community, integrity, and commitment 
to good government and said that he believes that Lansing will 
continue to be served by him in the political arena. 


Council President Belen requested that her staff prepare a tribute 
to Malcom Milks, Councilmember in the 1960's, who is recently 
deceased. She asked for donations to the food bank.
